Para  la  introduceiiui  de  iina  nueva  moneda  v  para  las 
operaeiones  lu'ci'sarias  para  crear  un  fondo  de  oro,  y  mantener  la  paii- 
dad  de  las  nuevas  monedas,  se  ivijuerira  necesariamente  el  auxiliode 
los  Buncos.  De  todos  estos  nej^ocios  sacaran  I'llos  una  gfanancia  h'gitiiiia, 
derivada  de  los  servicios  (pie  ])r(*sten  a  los  intereses  industriales  del 
pais.  Por  otra  parti*,  la  extensiini  (h*  (*stos  intereses,  debida  al  creci- 
miento  del  tratico,  envuelve  una  denianda  mayor  de  prestamos,  un 
volumen  mayor  de  ij^iros  y  transferencias  y  letras  de  eambio,  y  la  iiitro- 
duccion  de  capital  extranjero  en  una  escala  que  tenderia  a  demostrar 
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que  los  interoses  de  lo.s  Bancos  no  puedan  ostar  soparados  iXM-inancnte- 
monto  del  progre.^o  ilel  bionestar  del  pais.

En  conexion  con  el  asunto  dc  eneontrar  reeursos  adeeuados  para 
crear  iina  reserva  de  oro  y  pagar  los  gastos  iniciales  de  la  introduceion 
oil  C'liina  de  un  nuevo  sistenia  inonetario,  presento  la  Coinision  ameri- 
rana  a  lasde  las  denias  Poteneias  interesadas  en  el  asunto  algunas  indi- 
ciones  relativus  a  la  indeinnizacidn  ipie  eonforine  al  protoeolo  de  llMJl 
esta  China  obligada  a  satlsfacer  a  algunas  de  ellas.  I.,as  referidas  Coini- 
siones,  no  estaban  autorizadas  para  discutir  este  particular,  pero  se 
trato  de  el,  sin  embargo,  en  cada  caso  con  representantes  del  Departa- 
mento  del  (iobierno  a  cuyo  cargo  estaba  el  asunto.  La  principal  cues- 
tion  fue,  si  en  vista  del  gravamen  impuesto  sobre  China  por  la  reciente 
baja  de  la  plata  (si  se  la  obligalia  a  pagar  en  oro  la  indeinnizacidn)  no 
conveiulrian  las  Poteneias  en  aceptar  dichos  pagos  en  plata  durante 
un  numero  de  anos,  obligandose  el  (Iobierno  chino  a  reembolsar  mas 
tarde  la  diferencia.  Con  solo  una  exceiK-idn,  se  mostrd  en  todos  la  dis- 
posicidn  mas  favorable  para  hacer  esta  concesidn,  si  resultaba  que 
China  tomase  realmente  medidas  eticaces,  aceptables  para  las  Poteneias, 
jmra  dar  estabilidad  a  .su  sistema  inonetario.  Ann  en  el  ca.so  en  que 
no  hubo  conformidad,  .se  manitiestd,  sin  embargo,  una  disposicidn 
favorable  a  estudiar  el  asunto,  si  las  demas  Poteneias  agregaban  al 
proyecto  el  de  revisar  la  presente  escala  de  dereehos  de  inqxjrtacidn 
en  el  Araneel  de  China.  Las  seguridades  recibidas  a  este  respeeto 
eran  todo  lo  (jue  la  Coinision  americana  podria  esperar  6  de.sear. 

Si  la  Coinision  americana  se  oeinx')  de  esta  euestion  de  la  indemniza- 
cion  file  solo  |K)r  la  relacion  que  puede  haber  entre  ella  y  lacreacion  de 
un  nuevo  sistema  inonetario,  y  parecia  claroque  una  remision  tt'inpoval 
de  una  parte  de  aquella  carga  (piedaria  mas  que  comjH'nsada  a  cada 
una  de  las  Poteneias  por  los  benetieios  que  de  ello  habian  de  reportar 
sus  comerciantes  y  tinancieros  en  sus  relaeiones  con  China.  Siendo 
este  el  caso,  no  parecio  oportuno  pasar  mas  adelante,  ereyendose  mejor 
esjx'rar  a  que  el  proyecto  de  una  moneda  naeional  para  C’hina  haya 
asiimido  una  forma  de  tal  nianera  delinitiva  ipie  iK*rmita  una  inteli- 
gencia  precisa  ilel  uso  que  el  Gobierno  Imperial  de  China  podria  hacer 
de  las  cantidades  que  importasen  la  reduccion  obtenida  en  los  pagos  de  la 
iiuleiiinizacion.

Al  terminar  la  intervencion  americana  habia  estaciones  telejrrati- 
cas.  Hoy  funcionan  5*0,  y  se  tiene  en  estudio  la  apertura  de  otras  en 
poblaciones  de  relatii  a  importancia. 

En  ^lensajes  anteriores  explique  detenidamente  la  singular  situacion 
creada  al  Ejecutivo  por  efecto  de  la  Orden  Militar  num.

Como 
desmembraciones  de  la  Corona  de  Espana,  parece  ipie  no  delnm  snl)- 
sistir  hoy  en  Cnl»a  tales  otiidos,  y,  por  otra  parti',  como  estan  vincula- 
dos  en  cargos  y  profesiones  4110  tienen  tislavia  {lerfecta  existencia 
h'gal  en  la  Hepublica,  con  frecuencia  tiene  el  Ejecutivo  que  negarse  a 
proveer  a  tales  cai’gos  y  jirofesiones  para  ipie  no  ])ueda  snponerse,  ni 
siijuiera  implicitamente,  ipie  se  reconoce  la  siibsistencia  de  los  oticios 
enajenados.

Sir:  We  have  had  the  honor  to  attend,  as  delejjates  of  the  Mexit-an 
Govertiinent,  the  inonetarv  eonferences  held  at  London,  Paris,  The 
Haoue,  Berlin,  and  St.  Petershurj;,  and  now  have  the  satisfaction  of 
submitting  a  lu-ief  report  of  the  important  work  and  resolutions  of 
said  conferenees.  ri'serving  for  the  future  the  presentation  of  a  more 
elaborate  study  of  the  same. 

Before  entering  into  any  explanation  about  the  monetar}'  eonfor- 
ences  which  have  just  been  held,  it  is  important  to  make  some  histor¬ 
ical  remarks  about  the  silver  market  and  the  induence  it  has  had  on 
the  monetary  system  of  Mexico. 

1. 


In  1S72  a  movement  in  favor  of  gold  monometallism  was  initiated  in 
G(‘rmanv.  which  resulted  in  the  demonetization  of  silver  in  1873.  This 
policy  was  followed  by  other  countries,  which  successively  adopted 
the  gold  standard. 

In  the  monetary  conferences  of  Paris  and  Brussels  efforts  were  made 
to  n'store  binn'tallism,  but  it  was  not  |K)ssible  to  reach  any  agreement; 
and  the  current  of  public  opinion,  each  day  moi’e  strongly  pronounced 
in  favor  of  the  gold  standard,  has  extended  this  system  to  all  the 
countries  of  Europe  and  to  several  of  thost'  of  .\meriea.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  the  world's  production  of  silver  was  inenaising  in  a  very  marked 
manner  owing  to  the  facilities  of  trans|K)rtation  and  to  the  new  indus¬ 
trial  methods  applied  to  mining  and  metallurgy. 

The  production  of  silver  in  1873  was  d3,2()7,lS7  ounces,  and  in  1S93 
increased  to  135, 472, 321  ounces.  The  consumption  of  silver  did  not 
increase  in  the  same  proportion,  and  an  overprofluction  showed  itself 
in  the  market,  which  on  the  one  hand  constantly  reduced  the  price  of 
silver,  and  on  the  other  inspired  great  distrust  as  to  the  future  of  the 
metal. 

In  the  United  States  efforts  were  made  to  reestablish  the  value  of 
silver,  first  by  the  Bland  Act,  under  which  291,272,018  ounces  of  sil¬ 
ver  were  bought,  and  afterwards  l)y  the  Sherman  Diw,  which  caused 
the  purchase  of  108,074,082  ounces.  This  generous  sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  proved  to  la*  usele.ss,  because  the  silver  pur¬ 
chased,  with  the  exception  of  a  very  small  part,  was  not  put  in  circu-

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lation.  'riio  result  was  an  enormous  aocumulation  and  an  artitieial 
consumption  of  the  metal,  which  could  not  continue  for  a  lonjj  pt^riod 
and  which  was  contemplated  with  distrust  in  the  market. 

Silver  fell  from  5hi«d.  in  1873  to  3r),*gd.  in  1893,  producing;,  as  was 
natural,  a  very  {jreat  disturbance  in  the  value  of  silver  money,  which 
naturally  followed  silver  bullion  in  its  decline. 

In  1803  the  mints  in  India  were  closed,  and  in  the  same  year  the 
Sherman  law  was  repealed,  Indh  events  eausinjf  a  newr  depression  in 
silver,  the  value  of  which  fell  from  35, ‘sd.  in  that  year  to  21,®gd.  in 
Noveml)er,  1002. 

'rhe  result  of  all  these  events  was  the  creation  of  a  universjd  feeling 
antagonistic  to  silver.  I’ublic  opinion,  lK)th  in  the  United  Stsites  and 
in  Kurojx',  declared  it.self  decidedly  against  this  metal,  and  efforts  have 
Im'ch  made  ever  since  to  eliminate  it  from  circulation. 

Under  these  circumsbmces,  the  Mexican  Government  decided  at  the 
end  of  1002  to  invite  the  Government  of  China  to  study  this  problem 
and  to  send  a  confidential  mission  to  Washington  for  the  purpose  of 
requesting  the  coop«>ration  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
in  order  to  reach,  after  pro|)er  study  of  this  economic  question  by 
commissions  of  several  countries,  some  kind  of  an  agreement,  accept¬ 
able  to  all,  by  which  greater  strength  and  tirmness  would  be  given  to 
the  monetary  systems  which  it  might  l>e  found  advisable  to  establish 
in  the  countries  now  having  the  silver  standard,  the  whole  problem  to 
be  studied  under  the  general  subject  of  international  exchange. 

II. 

'Phe  Government  of  Mexico  has  therefore  been  the  one  to  take  the 
initiative  in  this  economic  movement  of  such  preeminent  imjK)rtance. 
In  carrying  out  the  measure  alK)ve  referred  to  Mexico  has  always  had 
in  view'  three  points  of  capital  interest,  as  follows: 

I.  To  endeav'or  to  establi.sh  a  monetary  system  which  might  give 
stibility  to  international  exchange. 

II.  To  protect  as  much  as  |K)ssible  the  mining  industry. 

HI.  To  harmonize  the  new  monetary  system  with  the  internal 
necessities  of  the  country,  so  as  to  facilitate  its  further  development 
and  progress. 

The  study  of  the  first  two  points  was  intrusted  to  the  mission  .sent 
to  the  United  States  and  to  the  Commission  of  International  Exchange, 
which  we  have  the  honor  to  represent.  As  to  the  third  imint,  which 
must  Ih‘  the  principal  Imsis  of  the  system,  the  study  thereof  has  l)een 
intrusted  to  a  di.stinguished  Monetary  Uommission,  which  is  carrying 
on  its  important  work  at  the  capital  of  the  Reputdic  and  is  attracting 
the  attention  of  the  whole  country. 

The  Mexican  Government  fully  succeeded  in  its  endeavors  with 
China  and  the  United  States  of  America,  the  result  in  the  latter  country

the  iipjwintineiit  of  an  Ainerieaii  Commission  on  International 
Kxchanjro,  eonsistinjif  of  Mr.  II.  H.  Hanna,  Mr.  Chakle.s  A.  Conant, 
and  Prof.  .Ieuemiah  W.  .Ienks,  with  whom  we  have  lal)ored  in  the 
five  conferences  held  in  Europe  dnrinjj  the  months  of  dune,  Jnly,  and 
Aiifiust  of  the  present  year.  It  is  jrmtifyinjr  to  state  here  that  the 
collaboration  of  the  American  Commission  has  been  of  the  jyreatest 
ini])ortan<'e  to  ns,  owiiijf  on  the  one  hand  to  the  high  prestige  of  their 
Government  and  on  the  other  to  the  intelligence  and  ability  of  the 
Commissioners  and  their  tirm  and  cordial  disposition  to  support,  as 
they  did,  the  iidtiative  of  the  Mexican  Government. 

'I'he  latest  fall  in  .silver  j)roduced  gi-.ive  economic  distiirlwinces  in 
all  the  countries  having  silver  as  a  standard,  and  hence  it  was  that 
efforts  were  simultaneously  made  in  Mexico,  China,  the  Straits,  the 
Malay  (.'ontVdenition,  the  l*hilij)pine  Islands,  Siam,  and  Indo-China  to 
change  their  monetary  .systems,  thi*  tendency  being  in  all  cases  to 
establish  the  gold  standard  in  one  or  another  form.  The  movement  wjis 
menacing  to  silver,  and  prol)ably  under  its  inffuence  the  metal  fell  to 
21i\d.  at  the  end  of  which  was  the  lowest  price  ever  reached. 

Alarm  and  demoralization  increased  the  danger,  not  only  in  the 
countries  on  the  silver  standard,  whose  money  had  irretrievably  lost 
mon*  than  BO  per  cent  of  its  purchasing  |M)wer,  but  even  in  the  coun¬ 
tries  on  the  gold  standard,  which  make  use  of  large  (juantities  of  silver 
as  subsidiary  coin,  whose  systems  were  impaired  by  the  enormous 
disparity  l>etween  the  legal  value  and  the  real  market  value  of  such 
money. 

HI. 


From  these  trying  circumstances  arose  the  initiative  of  Mexico, 
clearly  explained  in  the  following  instructions  received  by  ns  from 
the  department  of  finance  and  public  credit: 

“  1".  The  Mexican  Government,  in  initiating  this  international 
action,  does  not  intend  to  ask  any  gov(‘rnment  whose  .standard  is  gold 
to  modify  in  any  way  its  monetary  system,  nor  does  it  wish  to  sug¬ 
gest  any  measure  tending  to  maintain  artificially  the  value  in  gold  of 
.silver  bullion. 

*•  2'*.  Nor  is  it  the  purpose  of  the  Government  of  Mexico  to  suggest 
tln'  conclusion  of  treaties  or  conventions,  or  the  holding  of  conferences 
where  the  representatives  of  sevend  nations  woidd  consult  simultane¬ 
ously.  It  onU'  wishes  the  memlH‘rs  of  the  commi.ssion,  after  having 
come  in  contact  se])arately  with  the  jH*rsons  designated  by  each  foreign 
government,  to  study  and  discuss  with  them  general  propositions, 
.setting  forth  the  conclusions  which  they  nui}'  have  reached,  reserving 
in  all  cases  the  liberty  of  action  of  the  Mexican  Government  and  of 
all  the  other  governments  in  the  premises,  mdess  an}'  one  of  .said 
governments  may  wish  to  make,  either  directly  or  through  diplomatic 
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chiiiiiH'ls,  floclanitioiis  which  may  Itimi  tliom  with  sucli  restrictions  as 
they  may  im|)ose. 

**S".  The  fundamental  ol)jeet  of  the  commission  must  he  to  secure 
the  stability  of  the  riit(*  of  exchanjfe  laTween  silver-standard  countries 
and  jjold-standard  countries,  without  preventinjj  thereby  the  nations 
which  now  use  silver  coin  from  continuinjr  to  coin  it  or  from  consuni- 
iiij;  it  in  the  same  or  larjjer  <|uantities,  provided  that  its  value  with 
ndation  to  {fold  becomes  fixed. 

‘*4”.  It  is  very  int('restin{f  for  us  to  know  the  opinion  of  those  gov¬ 
ernments  which  have  to  contend,  either  in  their  own  territory  or  in 
their  colonies,  with  the  same  monetary  problem  as  Mexico,  in  regard 
to  the  fundamental  basis  of  th»‘  reforms  they  propose  making  and  the 
means  of  carrying  them  into  etfeet. 

“5“.  The  (‘ommission  shall  seek  to  show  the  advisability  of  the 
acceptance,  in  a  general  way,  of  the  same  economic  principles  in  all 
the  new  monetary  laws  to  he  enacted,  and  if  |)ossihle  of  the  same 
monetary  relation  ludween  silver  and  gold,  so  as  to  secure  for  the 
monetary  system  to  l)e  adopted  not  only  uniformity  and  homogeneity, 
but  all  the  prestige  necesssxry  for  its  acceptance  by  the  ]M'ople  of  the 
countries  interested. 

In  studying  the  means  of  obtaining  the  stability  of  interna- 
'  tional  exchange  two  fundamental  (piestions  shotild  be  discussed, 
namely,  the  restriction  of  the  production  of  silver  and  the  suppression 
of  the  free  coinage  of  silver.  As  to  the  former,  Mexico  can  not  make 
ant'  concession  which  is  not  made  also  by  each  of  the  other  silver- 
producing  nations,  and  even  in  that  ease  the  commissioners  must  not 
lose  sight  of  the  pnictical  diHiculties,  |X'rhaps  insu|)erable,  which  may 
l)e  found  in  the  waj’  of  trying  to  enforce  said  restriction,  In'cause, 
among  many  other  reasons,  of  the  effect  which  that  restriction  might 
produce  in  the  mining  of  other  metals  which  are  generally  found  com¬ 
bined  with  silver.  In  considering  tin'  second  (piestion  it  is  necessary 
to  take  into  account  the  direct  and  immediate  injury  which  our  miners 
would  sustain,  and  the  fact  that  such  a  sjicritice  could  not  1m'  demanded 
from  them  except  upon  the  pledge  that  it  would  not  be  fruitless  and 
that  the  mining  industry  would  obtain  coimn'iisation  in  some  other 
way. 

“7®.  The  protection  due  to  the  mining  interests  must  l)e  assured  by 
the  following  means: 

‘‘  A.  B}’  bringing  to  an  end  the  dejweeiation  and  even  hostility'  to 
which  the  silver  is  subjected  in  the  majority  of  the  nations  of  the 
world;  and  for  this  purpose  the  commissioners  shall  furnish  all  the 
data  and  information  ujwn  production  and  consumption  of  silver  in 
the  world,  and  show  thereby  that  there  is  no  economic  reason  which 
would  justify  the  adverse  predictions  as  to  the  future  of  the  metal. 

“B.  By  endeavoring  to  obtain  from  the  (Tovernments  regularity  in 
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tiu*  purchase  of  the  (|uantity  of  silver  re(|ulred  to  meet  the  iioruml 
necessities  of  their  monetary  circulation. 

“('.  Hy  callinf^  attention  to  the  irregularity  existing;  in  the  legisla¬ 
tion  of  some  countries  hy  which  manufactured  silver  is  heavily  hur- 
dened,  although  those  countries  have  ceased  to  he  on  a  silver  basis. 
The  manufacture  of  articles  of  silver  should  not  he  burdened  with 
heavier  taxes  than  any  other  industi’y. 

“D.  By  cooptM’ating  as  strenuously  as  jx)ssihle  to  improve  the  eco¬ 
nomic  and  monetary  conditions  of  China. 

“  It  is  evident  in  this  respect  that  whatever  concession  may  l)e  made 
to  the  Chinese  Government  by  the  nations  which  are  entitled  to  a  war 
indemnity  will  notably  improve  the  conditions  of  the  silver  market; 
and  the  Commissioners  should  endeavor  to  obtain,  for  at  least  a  certain 
number  of  years,  a  decrease  in  the  annuity  to  l)e  paid  by  China.  The 
Commissioners  will  not,  however,  insist  upon  this  if  the}’  find  opposi¬ 
tion,  because  the  question  is  one  intimately  connected  with  the  for¬ 
eign  iK)licy  of  several  nations.  But  the  commission  should  make  con¬ 
stant  effort  to  secure  a  steady  increase  in  the  consumption  of  silver  in 
Clyna  by  promoting  the  use  of  silver  coin  in  every  portion  of  her 
immense  territory  and  by  hastening  the  removal  of  the  obstacles 
which  oppose  the  substitution  of  a  uniform  silver  coin  for  the  prescmt 
imperfect  medium  of  exchange. 

“8”  The  mission  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  limited  for  the 
present  to  the  action  to  be  taken  by  them  with  the  Governments  of 
Kngland,  France,  Holland,  Germany,  and  Uussia,  and  they  are  recom¬ 
mended  to  carry  on  their  work  in  harmony  with  the  American  com¬ 
mission,  acting  jointly  with  it,  unless  the  said  commission  .shoidd.  in 
the  exercise  of  its  functions,  take  some  step  or  advance  opinions  con¬ 
trary  to  the  instructions  which  the  commissioners  have  received  or  to 
the  interests  of  Mexico.  The  commissioners  must,  on  their  part, 
insist  more  than  they  iqxm  the  adoption  of  measures  regarding  the 
futni’e  of  silver  bullion,  because  it  is  to  be  feared  that  under  the 
special  conditions  of  American  politics,  as  far  as  silver  is  concerned, 
the  American  commission  will  not  be  as  much  at  liberty  as  might  1m^ 
desired  to  recommend  measures  of  general  interest  suggested  by 
e(|nity  in  favor  of  the  white  metal.” 

This  was  the  programme  which  the  Department  of  Finance  and 
Pulilic  Credit  laid  down  for  the  Commission  on  International  Exchange, 
and  within  the  limits  thus  defined  we  have  carried  on  our  work  in 
five  conferences  which  have  taken  place  in  London,  Paris,  The  Hague, 
Berlin,  and  St.  Petersburg. 

In  France  and  Russia  it  was  decided  that  the  conferences  should 
adopt  no  resolutions,  and  that  the  respective  Governments  of  those 
countries,  basing  their  action  on  the  reports  of  their  commissionei  s, 
would  communirate  to  the  Governments  of  Mexico  and  the  United 
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States  their  detinite  deeision.  We  may  expt*et.  in  view  of  tiie  trend  t»f 
the  delilK'rations,  tlmt  it  will  be  favorable. 

The  conferences  Indd  at  London,  lierlin,  and  The  Hague  adopted 
various  resolutions  of  importance,  which,  with  slight  variations,  were 
as  follows: 

“I.  That  the  adoption  of  the  gold  standard  on  the  basis  of  a  silver 
coin  of  unlimit(‘d  legsil  tender,  but  having  a  tixed  value  in  gold,  would 
gri'atly  facilitate  the  deveh)pment  of  countries  which  at  present  are 
upon  a  silver  basis  and  would  promote  their  commercial  relations  with 
gold  standard  countries,  besides  broadening  the  world’s  Held  for 
investment. 

“  II.  That  a  national  monetary  system  for  the  Chinese  Empire,  based 
on  a  silver  coin  which  shall  Ik?  legsil  tender  throughout  said.  Empire, 
is  urgently  to  In*  desin'd. 

“As  soon  as  pitn-ticable  the  necessari’  steps  should  be  taken  for  the 
establishment  by  China  of  a  Hxed  ratio  Isetween  her  silver  coin  and 
gold. 

“III.  That  an  approximsitely  uniform  ratio  between  gold  and  silver 
in  all  those  countries  which  shall  in  future  sulopt  the  gold  standard  is 
to  l>e  desired. 

“  IV.  That  if  no  material  change  occurs  in  the  value  of  silver  bul¬ 
lion,  it  is  to  lie  desired  that  the  ratio  In'tweeis  gold  and  silver  in  coun¬ 
tries  which  siccejit  the  gold  standard  be  Hxed  in  the  neighl)orho(xl  of 
32  to  1. 

“V.  That  Huctusitions  in  the  value  of  silver  bullion  would  be  obvi¬ 
ated  to  a  certain  extent  by  a  prudent  degree  of  regularity  in  the  pur- 
chsises  of  silver  required  by  each  (Tovernment  for  its  currency  needs, 
and  that  in  consequence  such  regularity  is  desinible  and  might  with 
advantage  Ik*  adoptixl  by  each  country,  subject  to  the  netxis  and  con¬ 
venience  of  its  monetary  .system.” 

The.se  re.solutions  express  the  «)j)inion.s  of  the  commissions  which 
took  j)art  in  the  conferences,  opinions  probably  inspired  by  their  .sev¬ 
eral  (fovernments,  and  therefore  all  the  more  entitled  to  respect;  but 
th(*y  are  in  no  manner  binding  upon  any  of  the  nations,  for  such  was 
not  the  nature  of  our  mission,  and  just  as  the  Government  of  Mexico 
has  retained  the  fulle.st  degree  of  freedom,  so  the  Governments  of  the 
countries  visited  by  us  have  taken  u|X)n  themselves  no  obligation. 

•'Notwithstanding  this,  it  is  of  the  utmost  inqiortance  to  Mexico  to 
know  the  opinions  of  the  highly  resp(‘<-ted  commi.ssions  of  the  Hve 
nations  which  we  have  visited,  and  those  opinion.s,  added  to  those  of 
the  Mexican,  .Vmerican,  and  Chine.se  commi.ssions,  provide  in  the 
domain  of  scientiHc  investigation  admrmony  of  principles,  many  points 
of  agreement,  and  a  certain  moral  obligjition  among  the  repre.senta- 
tives  of  the  eight  nations  in  (piestion,  many  of  them  |iei*sons  of  a  high 
official  station,  others  being  professors  of  [xilitical  economy  enjoying 
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a  world-wide  reputation,  and  others  fMrupvinjf  the  very  imjMU’taiit 
positions  of  presidents  of  the  Hank  of  Franee.  tlie  Imperial  Hank  of 
Germany,  and  the  Imperial  Hank  of  Russia. 

IV. 

“The  resolutions  adopted  hy  the  eonfeiamees  and  the  papers  pre¬ 
sented  hy  the  delejrates  tlau-eto  will  undouhtedly  have  served  as  the 
basis  for  the  reports  of  the  various  eommissioners  to  their  Govern¬ 
ments,  and  this  economic  inv(*sti"ation  and  harmony  of  principles 
atlord  oround  for  hopinjf  that  the  new  monetary  laws  in  countries 
which  are  at  present  on  the  silver  standard  will  be  adjust(“d  on  a  com¬ 
mon  scientilic  basis,  and  that  a  silver  coin  with  a  Hxed  value  in  jyold 
will  b(‘  <r<‘nerally  adopted,  meeting  the  usages,  necessities,  and  customs 
of  those  countries  on  the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  assuring  an 
increasing  consumption  of  the  white  metal,  in  both  of  which  problems 
Mexico  is  keenly  interested. 

“  In  regixrd  to  China,  opinion  is  unanimous  in  regard  to  the  impx'ra- 
tive  iH'cessity  for  the  establishment  of  a  national  monetary  sysbrni  on 
the  basis  of  a  uniform  silver  unit.  There  is  also  uniformity  of  opinion 
as  to  the  expediency  of  imparting  to  this  silver  unit  a  fixed  value  in 
gold,  but  the  opinion  of  the  conferees  is  divided  as  to  the  method  to  be 
adopted.  Some  recommend  that  from  the  beginning  there  should  be 
established  in  the  Chinese  Empire  a  definite  relation  to  gold  or  a  fixed 
rate  of  exchange,  wherc'as  in  other  conferenc(‘s  the  division  of  the  re¬ 
form  into  two  periods  has  Ixeon  recommended — first,  a  silver  currenc)’ 
without  relation  to  gold,  and  lati'r,  a  fixi'd  ratio  between  silver  and 
sold. 

“The  latter  suggestion  is  based  on  the  opposition  and  difficulties 
which  are  presented  by  oriental  civilization  to  all  reform  movements 
and  on  the  belief  that  the  gradual  evolution  will  be  less  pc'rceptible 
and  will  l»e  attended  with  fewer  difficulties.  In  Russia  and  England, 
esjiecialh’,  the  immediate  establishment  of  the  gold  standard  in  China 
i.s  regarded  almost  as  impracticatxle. 

“  In  this  respect  Mexico  is  advantageously  situated,  and  whichever 
of  the  two  solutions  is  adopted  it  will  be  highly  favonible  to  her, 
though  natxirally  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Chinese  Phnpire  it  is 
to  f>e  hoped  that  it  will  adopt  the  iiiore  perfect  monetary  .system  and 
the  one  that  may  be  most  conducive  to  the  development  of  her  extensive 
and  richly  endowed  territory. 

V. 

“In  the  monetary  .system  that  is  recommended  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  about  the  fixity  of  international  exchange,  the  price  in  gold 
of  bar  silver  and  the  value  in  gold  of  silver  money  are  absolutely  dis- 
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associated.  Tlic  former  may  Huctuate  in  the  market,  whereas  the  sil¬ 
ver  money  will  always  have  a  fixed  valne  in  jfold.  Hence  will  «'ome 
stability  of  international  exchanjje. 

‘•This  fixed  value  in  «fold  will  he  mainfained  hy  f he  Governments  in 
the  followiiiG  manner: 

••  1.  By  the  closiiiG  of  the  mints  to  the  free  coinuGe  of  silver. 

“  11.  By  the  fixing’ of  a  ratio  l)etweengold  and  silver  hy  the  Govern¬ 
ments. 

”111.  By  the  legal-tender  character  of  the  currency  for  the  payment 
ami  settlement  of  contracts  of  all  kinds. 

”1V.  By  reason  of  its  being  the  only  money  in  which  duties  and 
taxes  will  he  paid,  as  it  is  suppost'd  that  there  will  Im>  no  gold  in 
circulation. 

•‘V.  By  the  limitation  of  the  (piantity  of  silver  money  coined  exclu¬ 
sively  for  the  interior  circulation  of  each  country. 

“VI.  By  the  creation  of  reserve  funds  in  gold  in  those  countries  in 
which  the  foregoing  conditions  arc'  not  sufficient  to  mainfain  the  sta¬ 
bility  of  international  exchange." 

The  whole  of  this  nu'chanism  is  based  on  the  fixity  of  value  in  gold  of 
silver  money.  The  fluctuations  in  the  price  of  bar  silver  should  not,  we 
repc'at.  disturb  this  system.  The  history  of  all  countries  which  have 
adopted  the  gold  standard  and  which  continue  to  use  silver  money 
proves  this  fact,  and  the  ex|}<'rience  of  India  also  confirms  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  observations,  it  is  to  be  desired  that 
the  silver  market  should  improve,  and  that  a  certain  relative  stability 
and  a  certain  rise  in  the  price  of  silver  should  Im*  secured.  Stabilit}' 
in  the  value  of  silver  would  be  a  very  firm  basis  upon  which  the  (lov- 
ernments  could  establish  and  preserve,  with  more  cc'rtainty  and  less 
difficulty,  the  rc'lation  Icetween  silver  and  gold. 

A  higher  price  of  the  white  metal  would  be  not  only  favonible  for 
thc'  mining  industry,  but  would  constitute  a  great  protection  against 
the  danger  threatening  the  stock  of  four  thousjind  millions  of  silver 
dollars  ($4,(MM»,0O0,0tM»)  which  exists  in  the  world  and  the  enormously 
large'  (juantity  of  the  same  metal  in  objects  of  art  and  other  forms. 
For  this  reason,  Mexico  feels  bound  to  interest  hei'self  in  obtaining 
both  results,  protecting  thereby  the  silver  mining  of  hc'r  country. 

VI. 

In  addition  to  these  studies,  connected  all  of  them  with  the  fixity  of 
international  exchange,  this  commission  l)elieves  it  to  la;  its  duty  to 
make  an  investigation  as  complete  as  possible  of  the  present  conditions 
of  production  and  consumption  of  silver,  all  of  which  is  in  accordance 
with  instructions  received  from  your  Department. 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  a  sepanite  re|X)rt,  the  stud}'  made 
by  us  on  the  subject,  showing  that  in  latter  years  a  reaction  verj' 
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favorable  to  silver  is  tjikiiijf  place.  In  fact,  there  has  been  no  consid-  j 
erable  increase  in  the  production  of  the  na'tal.  In  the  total  pro¬ 
duction  in  the  world  amounted  to  1(35.472,621  ounces  of  silver,  and  in 
1901  the  production  was  170,16)8,573  ounces,  which  shows  a  very  ; 
remarkable  stability  in  the  production. 

The  same  conclusion  does  not  apply  to  the  consumption,  as  it  has 
increased  considerably'  both  in  the  coinage  of  money’,  in  industry,  and  j 
in  the  market  in  India.  Taking  the  consumption  of  ISDO  to  Ihol,  | 
which  embraces  a  period  of  twelve  y'ears,  and  comparing  it  w'ith  that  j 
of  1873  to  1890,  we  tind  an  increase  of  S28,O(X),0O0  ounces,  which  gives  j 
an  average  increase  of  69,000,000  ounces  per  year,  distributed  as  ! 


follows:

It  is  satisfactory'  to  us  to  state  that  this  investigation  has  produced  I 
everywhere  a  very  good  effect,  and  we  might  even  say  a  certain  sur-  j 
pri.se,  because  the  discredit  of  the  white  metal  was  such  that  govern-  I 
ments  and  economists  had  not  taken  the  trouble  to  form  comparative 
statements  .so  accurately'  itemized  and  complete.  The  ehxpience  of 
figures  has  as.serted  itself  and  (‘aused  the  views  of  several  j)er.sons  with 
whom  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to  di.scuss  the  problem  to  be 
changed. 

VII. 

Some  explanations  should  be  made  about  a  point  of  importance 
embraced  in  the  resolutions  of  the  conferences,  namely,  the  one  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  closing  of  the  mints  to  the  free  coinage  of  silver. 

According  to  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  the  economists  whom  we 
have  consulted,  this  basis  is  indispensable  for  the  stability'  or  fixity  of 
international  exchange.  The  free  coinage  of  silver  is  the  dividing  of 
the  silver  bar  into. pieces  upon  which  the  .seal  of  the  Government  is 
skimped  as  a  guarantee  of  the  fineness  and  the  weight,  without  any' 
obligation  in  regard  to  the  value  in  gold.  The  pieces  of  silver,  or,  in 
other  w'ords,  the  coins,  maintain  invariably'  their  market  value,  subject 
to  ri.se  and  fall  according  to  the  current  fluctuations  in  international 
exchange. 

All  the  countries  of  the  world  which  have  given  their  silver  coin  a 
fixed  value  in  gold  have  closed  their  mints  to  the  free  coinage  of  silver. 
Mexico  can  not  deviate  from  that  inevitable  economic  law.  In  order 
to  .secure  a  fixed  value  in  gold  for  its  silver  coin  it  is  a  requirement  I 
sine  qua  non  to  clo.se  the  mints  to  the  free  coinage  of  silver. 

It  is  advisable  to  examine  the  effects  which  such  a  measure  would  I 
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i  pnHluec.  Tlie  mining  industry  has  to  sutler  somethinj^  when  the 
market  value  of  silver  in  ijold  is  inferior  to  the  ratio  between  silver 
and  jtold,  which  may  1m'  fixed  l>y  the  monetary  law.  'Phis  sjicritice  is 
inevitable,  althonjjfh  it  would  lx;  partially  compi'usated  by  the  lower 
cost  of  production  on  account  of  the  relative  fall  in  the  price  of  all  the 
fondj^n  merchandise  which  is  consumed  in  the  mininjj  industry,  and 
l)ecause,  also,  the  rise  in  wajjes  which  would  Ix'  inevitable  under  the 
pres(‘nt  system  would  then  lx*  suspended. 

.\s  to  the  price  of  silver  and  its  market  in  foreign  countries  there 
can  be  no  difference.  For  Mexico  it  is  the  same,  exactly  tin*  same, 
whether  silver  be  exported  in  the  shajxj  of  Mexican  dollars  or  in  the 
shape  of  bullion.  In  either  case  the  value  in  gold  received  for  each 
kilogram  of  tine  silver  is  the  same.  The  Mexican  peso  does  not  derive 
its  value  from  its  coinage,  nor  is  it  exported  as  money.  It  is  mer¬ 
chandise,  and  is  now,  and  has  been  for  many  years,  valued  according 
to  the  amount  of  silver  which  it  contains  and  nothing  more. 

It  is  sutticient  to  consult  the  ((uotations  of  the  market  during  a 
period  of  twenty  years  to  convince  ourselves  that  the  price  of  silver 
in  bars  and  that  of  the  Mexican  dollars  has  been  at  the  same  level,  save 
with  very  rare  exceptions  of  little  importance.  Whether  the  miner 
were  compelled  to  sell  his  silver  in  bars  or  in  the  shap<‘  of  Mexican 
dollars,  the  value  obtained  by  him  would  be  the  same. 

Much  has  been  written  alx)ut  the  prestige  of  the  Mexican  dollar  in 
the  markets  of  the  P^ast.  This  is  an  historical  truth,  and  it  is  cer- 
taiidy  satisfactory  to  Mexico  that  the  Mexican  coin  has  enjoyed  such 
confidence;  but  this  credit  of  our  coin  has  not  gone  to  the  extreme  of 
giving  it  more  value  than  that  of  the  silver  which  it  contains.  This 
being  true,  it  is  the  same  for  Mexico  whether  she  coins  or  does  not 
coin  her  silver. 

In  regard  to  the  market,  the  fact  is  that  silver  in  Ixirs  is  purchased 
with  more  facility  than  silver  dollars.  One  hundred  millions  of  ounces, 
troy,  of  silver  are  sold  annually  in  London,  but  the  sales  of  Mexican 
dollars  do  not  exceed  $!(),( K)0,(>0<>,  which  represents  8.<K)0,0<)0  ounces, 
troy.  In  regsird  to  China,  it  must  Ixj  said  that  this  Phnpire  purchases 
also  a  greater  (luantity  of  silver  bullion  than  Mexican  dollars,  and  the 
same  thing  happens  in  the  P'ar  East.  It  must  Ix?  said,  further,  that  the 
Philippine  Islands  have  their  own  coin;  that  the  Stniits  and  the  Malay 
Confederation  will  very  soon  have  their  own  national  money;  that  the 
same  thing  will  occur  in  Indo-China;  and  that  the  ('hinese  Phnpire 
itself  is  already  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  establish  its  own  money. 
The  market  for  the  Mexican  dollar  is  rapidly  disapjx'aring  and  very 
soon  its  coinage  will  prove  unnecessary,  except  for  domestic  circulation. 

Hut  this  fact  need  not  cause  us  alarm,  because  in  China  and  else¬ 
where  it  is  the  silver  contained  in  the  dollar,  and  nothing  more,  which 
is  purchased.  For  this  reason  what  most  concerns  us  is  the  market  for 
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silv(‘r.  W(^  must  take  care  tliat  tin*  coiismuptioii  is  not  diminislu'd, 
and  that,  if  possii)lo,  it  is  incroasc'd.  Wo  holiovo  that  this  will  be  the 
case  if  all  the  countries  which  an*  now  on  a  silver  basis  continue  to 
use  silver  as  coin,  and  the  consumption  will  be  ji^reater  if  the  Chinese 
Kmpire  establishes  its  own  silver  monetarv  system.  With  both  these 
ends  in  view,  the  labors  of  the  Commission  of  International  Exchange 
hav(‘  b(‘en  conducted. 

If  the  Government  of  Mexico  adopts  as  the  basis  for  its  monetary 
system  the  conclusions  approved  by  tlu*  fiv«*  conferences,  we  shall  have 
a  currency  of  fixed  value  in  j>;old  for  the  interior  circulation  of  our  own 
country  and  stability  of  international  exchan<;e  in  all  our  transactions 
with  forei<(n  countries. 

The  monetarv  reform  will  impart  to  the  country  jjreater  vigor  and 
gn'ater  economic  stn'iigth,  and  will  enhance  its  credit  and  prestige  in 
all  the  markets  of  the  world.  Both  domestic  and  foreign  capital  will 
carry  on  its  operations  with  trampiility  and  contidence.  The  alann 
which  at  jiresent  agitati's  cajiitalists,  owing  to  the  sharp  changes  in 
the  value  of  our  money  on  the  market,  causing  discouragement  and 
even  demoralization,  will  disappear. 

Throughout  Europt*  and  the  United  States  it  is  believed  that  the 
monetarv  reform  will  attract  to  Mexico  a  \  igorous  current  of  foreign 
capital.  It  is  thought  that  a  new  er.i  of  great  prosperity  awaits 
Mexico  as  a  consecjuence  of  her  monetarv  change.  Everywhere  the 
importance  of  this  economic  move  is  spoken  of  as  the  natural  conse¬ 
quence  and  fruit  of  the  laborious  and  patriotic  administnition  of 
(ieneral  Diaz,  ably  seconded  in  tinancial  allairs  by  his  hononible  min¬ 
ister  of  finance,  Sr.  Lie.  Don  Jose  Yves  Limaxtouh.  The  monetary 
reform  is  considen'd  as  the  crowning  glory  of  the  eminently  patriotic 
task  of  (ieneral  Diaz,  whose  work  is  known,  talked  of,  anti  esteemed 
in  Europe  in  tt'rms  which  must  till  every  M(*xican  heart  with  gratifi¬ 
cation  and  pridt*. 

VIII. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  we  lielieve  it  to  lx*  our  duty  to 
express  our  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the  governments  of  the  countries 
which  we  have  visited  and  to  their  delegates  to  the  conferences  of 
London,  Paris,  The  Hague,  Berlin,  and  St.  Petersburg,  as  we  have 
been  everywhere  the  recipients  of  great  attention  and  courtesy,  which 
we  have  accepti'd  as  an  honor  and  token  of  distinction  to  our  country. 

The  conferences  were  presided  over  as  follows: 

In  London,  by  Sir  James  Mackey,  appointed  by  the  (jovernment 
of  Great  Britain  to  negotiate  the  last  treaty  with  the  Chinese  Empire. 

In  Paris,  bv  M.  M.  (x.  Pai.lain,  governor  of  the  Bank  of  France. 

In  The  Hague,  by  Sr.  Dr,  N.  G.  PiEitsox,  ex-minister  of  the 
treasury  of  Holland. 
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In  Berlin,  by  His  Exeellenev  Dr.  Kocii.  jrovernor  of  the  Imperial 
Bank  of  (Teruiany. 

In  St.  Petersburjr,  by  His  Kxeelleney  E.  EiM)rAiM)  de  Pi.kske, 
president  of  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Russia. 

We  are  likewise  j^rateful  to  the  honorable  meml)ers  of  the  Ameriean 
Commission  who  defended  our  common  cause  with  brilliancy,  intelli- 
jrence.  and  enerjry,  and  who  In'sides  extended  to  us  all  kinds  of  |)er- 
sonal  attentions. 

The  assistance  of  the  let^ations  of  Mexico  was  of  threat  value.  In 
placing  ourselves  under  tludr  flag  we  felt  the  warmth  of  home,  received 
the  benetit  of  their  high  standing,  and  pressed  the  loyal  and  generous 
hands  of  distinguished  fellow -citizens. 

This  is,  Mr.  Minister,  the  resume  of  our  lalx)rs.  We  napiest  you 
to  Im‘  pleased  to  submit  this  rejxu't  to  the  President  of  the  Republic, 
expressing  to  him  at  the  sjime  time  our  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the 
honor  which  he  was  pleased  to  l)estow  uix)n  us  in  intrusting  to  us 
such  a  delicate  commission.’ 

We  express  also  to  you,  Mr.  Minist»‘r.  our  es|x‘clal  gratitude  and 
high  consideration.

TREATY  OF  EXTRADITION  BETWEEN  GUATE- 
MALA  AND  THE  UNITED  oi.vTES. 

The  following  treaty  of  extradition  was  concluded  Itetween  the 
Republic  of  (luatemala  and  the  United  States  of  America  on  hVbruary 
‘27,  1903,  proclaimed  .Inly  17,  1903,  and  ])ul)lished  otBcially  in  the  cap¬ 
ital  of  Guatemala  on  October  1  of  the  same  year: 

“The  United  States  of  America  and  the  Republic  of  Guatemala, 
being  desirous  to  contirm  their  friendly  relations  and  to  jiromote  the 
cause  of  justice,  have  resolved  to  conclude  a  tnaity  for  the  extradition 
of  fugitives  from  justice  Ixjtween  the  Ignited  States  of  .Vmerica  and 
the  Republic  of  Guatemala,  and  have  upix)inted  for  that  purpost*  the 
following  Plenipotentiaries: 

“The  President  of  the  I’^nited  States  of  America,  John  Hay,  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  and 

“The  President  of  Guatemala,  Senor  Don  Antonio  Lazo  Arriaga. 
Envoj-  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  Guatemala  to 
the  United  States: 

“M’ho,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  resjx'ctive 
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full  powers,  found  in  gootl  and  due  form,  have  ai^reed  ui)on  and  con- 
eluded  the  followinjy  articles: 

“Aktici.k  1. 

“The  (tovernment  of  the  I'nited  States  and  the  (iovernment  of 
Guatemala  mutually  ajjree  to  deliver  up  jx'rsons  who,  havinjf  Ikhmi 
charged,  as  principals  or  accessories,  with  or  convicted  of  any  of  the 
crimes  and  ott'enses  spt'cilied  in  the  following  article  committed  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties,  shall  seek  an  asylum 
or  he  found  within  the  territories  of  the  other:  Provided,  that  this 
shall  only  Im*  done  upon  such  evidence  of  criminality  as,  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  fugitive  or  persons  so  charged  shall  l»e 
found,  would  justify  his  or  her  apprehension  and  commitment  for  trial 
if  the  crime  had  been  there  committed. 

‘•Article  11. 

••Persons  shall  he  delivered  up,  accoi*ding  to  the  provisions  of  this 
convention,  who  shall  have  been  charged  with,  or  convicted  of,  any 
of  the  following  crimes  or  otl'ences:

•‘7.  Crimes  committed  at  sea: 

"(a)  Piracy,  by  statub*  or  by  the  law  of  nations. 

••(//)  Wrongfully  sinking  or  destroying  a  vessel  at  sea,  or  attempt¬ 
ing  to  do  so. 

••(c)  Revolt,  or  conspiracy  to  revolt,  by  two  or  more  persons  on 
board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas  against  the  authority  of  the  master. 

‘•(<7)  Assaults  on  boaixl  a  ship  on  the  high  seas  with  intent  to  do 
grievous  bodily  harm. 

‘*8.  Burglary,  defined  to  b«*  the  act  of  breaking  and  entering  into 
the  house  of  another  in  the  nighttime,  with  intent  to  commit  a  felony 
therein.

••lb.  Obtaining  by  threats  of  injury,  or  by  false  devices,  money, 
valuables  or  other  [X'rsonal  property,  and  the  receiving  of  the  same 
with  tin*  knowledge  that  they  have  l)een  so  obtained,  when  such  crimes 
or  otfenses  are  punishable  b\-  imprisonment  or  other  corporal  j)unish- 
mont  by  the  laws  of  lM)th  countries,  and  the  amount  of  money  or  the 
value  of  the  property  so  obtained  is  not  less  than 

••2b.  Larceny,  detined  to  the  theft  of  effects,  pt'rsonal  pro]K*rty, 
horses,  cattle,  or  live  stock,  or  monej’,  of  the  value  of  twenty-tiv^e  dol¬ 
lars  or  more,  or  receiving  stolen  property,  of  that  value,  knowing  it 
to  Ik‘  stolen.

“A  person  surrendered  under  this  convention  shall  not  1h‘  tried  or 
punished  in  the  country  to  which  his  extradition  has  been  «rranted.  nor 
j;^iven  up  to  a  third  power  for  a  crime  or  offense,  not  provided  for  by 
the  preseid  convention  and  committed  previously  to  his  extradition, 
until  he  shall  have  been  allowed  one  month  to  leave  the  country  after 
havinj;  been  discharged;  and,  if  he  shall  have  been  triial  and  con¬ 
demned  to  punishment,  he  shall  be  allowed  one  month  after  having 
suffered  his  penalty  or  having  been  pardoned.  lie  shall  moreover  not 
be  tried  or  punished  for  any  crime  or  offense  providi'd  for  by  this  con¬

"The  consent  of  that  Government  shall  likewise  be  recjuired  for  the 
extradition  of  the  accused  to  a  third  country;  nevertheless,  such  con¬ 
sent  shall  not  be  necessary  when  the  accused  shall  have  asked  of  his 
own  accord  to  la*  tried  or  to  undergo  his  punishment,  or  when  he  shall 
not  have  hdt  within  the  space  of  time  tibove  specified  the  territory  of 
the  I'ountry  to  which  he  has  been  surrendt'4^1.

or  on  account  of  an  act  connected  with  such  a  |X)litical  crime  or  oHense, 
unless  he  has  been  at  liberty  to  leave  the  country  for  one  month  after 
having  been  tried  and.  in  case  of  condemnation,  for  one  month  after 
having  sufferi'd  his  punishment  or  having  lieen  pardoned. 

“An  attempt  against  the  life  of  the  head  of  a  foreign  irovernment 
or  against  that  of  any  memlier  of  his  family,  when  such  attempt  com- 
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prises  the  a«*t  either  of  murder  or  assassinutiou.  or  of  poisoning,  shall 
not  Ik'  considered  a  jmlitical  offense  or  an  act  connected  with  such  an 
offense. 

“Article  V. 

“Neither  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  be  l)ound  to  deliver  up  its 
own  citizens  under  the  stipulations  of  this  convention,  but  the  execu¬ 
tive  authority  of  each  shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  them  up.  if,  in 
its  discretion,  it  lx‘  deemed  proper  to  do  so. 

“Article  VI. 

“If  the  }>erson  whose  surrender  niaj'  be  clainuHl.  pursuant  to  the 
stipulations  of  the  present  convention,  shall  have  lieen  accused  or 
arrested  for  the  conmiissiou  of  any  offense  in  the  country  where  he  or 
she  has  sought  asylum,  or  shall  have  been  convicted  thereof,  his  or 
her  extradition  may  Ik*  defemnl  until  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  lie  liber¬ 
ated  on  account  of  the  offense  charged,  for  any  of  the  following  rea¬ 
sons:  acquittal;  expiration  of  term  of  imprisonment;  expiration  of 
the  period  to  which  the  sentence  may  have  lieeu  commuted,  or  pardon. 

“Article  V'll. 

“If  a  fugitive  criminal  claimed  by  one  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  lie 
also  claimed  l>y  one  or  more  pr)wers,  pursuant  to  treaty  provisions  on 
account  of  crimes  or  offenses  committed  within  their  jurisdiction, 
such  criminal  shall  be  delivered  up  in  preference  in  accordance  with 
that  demand  wdiich  is  the  earliest  in  date,  unless  the  State  from  which 
extradition  is  sought  is  bound  to  give  preference  otherwise. 

“Article  VIII. 

“  Extradition  shall  not  l>e  granted,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  this  conveutiou,  if  legal  proi-eedings  or  the  enforcemeut  of  the 
penalty  for  the  act  committed  In’  the  |)erson  claimed  has  become 
barred  l)y  limitation,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  country  to  which 
the  requisition  is  addressed. 

“Article  IX. 

“On  being  informed  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  through  the  diplo¬ 
matic  channel,  that  a  warrant  has  been  issued  by  competent  authority 
for  the  arrest  of  a  fugitive  criminal  charged  with  any  of  the  crimes 
enumerated  in  the  foregoing  articles  of  this  treaty,  and  on  being 
assured  from  the  same  source  that  a  requisition  for  the  surrender  of 
such  criminal  is  al)out  to  be  made,  accompanied  f)y  such  warrant  and 
duly  authenticated  depositions  or  copies  thereof  in  support  of  the 
charge,  each  government  shall  endeavor  to  prwure  the  provisional 
arr(‘st  of  such  criminal  and  to  keep  him  in  safe  custody  for  such  time 
as  may  Ijo  practicable,  not  exceeding  forty  days,  to  await  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  documents  upon  which  the  claim  for  extradition  is  founded.

According  to  the  latest  statistics  and  data,  the  Argentine  Ht'jmblie 
contains  at  the  present  time  about  1(M»,(M)G,0go  sheep.  Of  this  number 
15  per  cent,  approximately,  are  Merinos,  the  remaining  S5  jH‘r  cent 
being  of  the  breeds  known  as  Lincoln,  Leicester,  Komnt'v,  Marsh,  etc. 

Owing  to  the  careful  method  of  crossing  ob.served  by  many  of  the 
most  imjKjrtant  sheep  growers,  the  wool  produced  in  the  Ki'pnblic  is 
eiinal  to  that  of  similar  h'nrojx'an  and  .Vnstraliaii  products.  The 
Argentine  province  that  produces  the  greatest  (piantity  of  wool  is 
Rnenos  Ayres,  the  yield  in  this  province  being  7<»  per  cent  of  the  total 
pnaluetion  of  the  country.  The  other  inuxirtant  provinces  in  wool 
production  are  Entre  Rios,  Corrientes,  National  Territories,  etc.  The 
liest  (jualitv  of  wools  obtained  in  the  Rep.ublic  comes  from  the  south, 
.southwest,  and  western  portions  of  the  country.  The  w(H)1s  from  the 
north,  due  to  the  topography  of  that  section,  are  heaviiM-  and  coarser. 

'I'ln*  Argentine  wool  production  increases  yearly,  as  does  also  the 
Iiercentage  of  yield  in  washed  w(M)1.  In  the  last  clip  of  1902-3  the 
wool  fnmi  Merino  sheep  in  the  south  prodiicfnl  44  pm-  cent  of  lleece, 
those  in  the  west  42  jx'rcent,  and  tho.se  in  the  north  40  per  cent.  The  • 
Lincoln  crosses  of  the  fourth  and  tifth  grades  produced  from  <55  to  7o 
ptn-  cent.  A  sample  was  received  from  Entre  Rios,  which  was  washed 
on  the  hoof  and  in  cold  water,  that  yielded  !S0  per  cent. 

'i'he  Argentine  Republic  commenced  to  export  wool  in  1H32,  and 
expoi-ted  during  that  year  42,4SO  kilograms,  gradually  increasing  the 
(pumtity  of  this  exjxjrt  until  in  1899  it  reached  the  enormous  amount 
of  237,111,000  kilograms,  which  is  the  highest  exjwrt  of  this  article 
up  to  the  pre.sent  time.  In  y(*ars  sub.seiiuent  to  1899,  due  to  the  large 
exjXfrUitiou  of  live  sheep,  the  development  of  coUl-storage  plants  and 
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tin*  ox|X)rtiition  of  frozen  meats,  and  due  also,  in  part,  to  the  epizootic 
with  which  sheep  were  afflicted,  the  «*xiK>rts  of  this  article  decreased,  so 
that  in  IhUl  oidy  22S,3oS,(MM»  kiloj^rains  of  wool  were  exported. 

In  the  five  years  from  IS})7  to  llXtl,  both  inclusive,  the  (piantity  of 
tin*  wool  exjHjrts  of  the  Arffentine  Kt*puhlic  amounted  to  {M*3,451*,<MI0 
kiloj^rams,  the  value  of  which  is  ^22t>,270,4''''b  J?old.

THE  CARBONIFEROUS  BASIN  OF  THE  AMAZON. 


Following  i.s  a  rejKirt  jnihlished  in  the  “  Hra/ilian  Mining  Review”  f 
on  .studies  and  works  of  explonition  for  the  diseoverv  of  eoal,  jietro- 
lenni,  and  other  minerals  in  the  mountains  of  Krere,  district  of  ^lonte 
Alegre,  State  of  Para,  in  accordance  with  a  concession  granted  to 
Ai).\m  Rexaion  hy  (Tovernment  d(>crees  of  the  .said  State  dated  May 
2'2  and  August  7,  1SB3,  January  2,  iSB-t,  and  .hint'  14,  iSBo,  which 
concessions  guaranteed  to  him  t>  per  cent  interest  on  a  capital  of  2,(MM) 
con t OH  (2,00U,(l(10iKM)0).  ] 

Dishint  from  Bekhn,  capital  of  Par.i,  alMiut  4r)(»  miles  (geographical),  1 
situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Amazon,  is  the  city  of  Monte  Alegre.  I 
The  city  is  divided  into  two  parts— the  lower  town,  or  jiort.  and  the  I 
the  upper,  distant  about  a  mile,  situated  on  a  hill  which  on  all  sides  \ 
commands  views  of  beautiful  scenery. 

4'he  water  route  to  Monte  Alegre  is  as  follows:  The  Amazon  is 
a.scended  as  far  as  Frechal  Island.  From  there  the  river  Paranamiry  is 
followed  as  far  as  the  river  (Jiirnpatuba.  Some  distance  up  this  river 
lies  the  port,  which  has  a  width  of  2.S0  yards  and  a  depth  of  watm’  suf- 
ticient  to  float  any  ship.  ^ 

Monte  Alegre  has  a  cooler  climate  and  purer  air  than  any  otlu'r 
point  in  Amazonas.  The  water  supply  is  of  e.xcellent  (juality. 

About  8  miles  west  of  the  town  there  is  an  isolated  elliptical  group 
of  mountains,  consisting  of  isolated  peaks,  with  a  central  plateau  a  few 
meters  higher  than  the  surrounding  country.  The  major  a.xis  of  this  j 
ellipse  is  from  12  to  ItJ  miles  long  and  its  direction  is  from  east  to  ) 
west.  The  principal  chain  of  hills,  called  “Tanajury,”  which  rise  to  I 
over  l,10u  feet,  are  at  the  northeast  part  of  the  ellipse.  'Fhe  chain  ' 
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exti'iuls  l»y  ii  curved  line  of  low  hills  to  the  southern  j)ortion,  railed 
Krer»\  of  the  altitude  of  820  feet,  more  or  less.  lienee  the  line  of  hills 
eurves  round  to  the  west  and  completes  the  ellipse,  lH‘injf  descril)ed  by 
various  names  at  ilitl'erent  points.  All  the.se  hills  sIojm'  {gently  on  the 
outer  side  and  are  precipitous  on  the  inner  side  of  the  ellipse. 

In  this  ellipse  of  hills  the  Hiver  Creve  has  its  source,  and  provides 
HH'ans  of  navigation  from  Monte  Alejjrc  to  Passaj^em,  less  than  2 
miles  distant  from  the  mines.  Hence  transport  of  machinery  and 
other  material  is  easy  by  means  of  mule  cart  or  ox  wajjon. 

'riu're  is  an  abundance  of  {jockI  timl)er  for  both  mining  and  con¬ 
structional  work,  whether  of  hon.ses,  barges,  or  other  kinds. 

'I'he  j)asture  lands  are  of  the  first  quality,  and  once  well  looked  after 
will  double  in  productiveness.  The  arable  land  is  most  fertile,  and 
offers  first-class  inducements  for  the  establishment  of  colonies  on  a 
large  scale. 

Among  the  natural  protlucts  at  present  are  chieHy  those  articles 
locally  consumed,  such  as  manioc,  maiz(‘,  rice,  ctx-oa,  and  vanilla  (of 
which  last  rich  plantations  exist),  and  rubber  trees,  whose  annual  j'ield 
is  considerable. 

Work  was  commenced  at  a  distance  of  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from 
tin*  village  of  Krere  b}'  sinking  a  shaft.  The  soil  to  a  depth  of  feet 
is  a  vegetable  humus  over  a  soft  argillaceous  schist,  which  becomes 
harder  at  the  lowest  level.  The  fossils  found  here  are  so  ill  preserved 
that  it  is  impossible  to  classify  them.  In  the  course  of  the  second  ItJ 
feet  dark  and  compact  .schists  were  found,  containing  Ix'tter  preserved 
fossils,  making  it  ])ossible  to  determine  the  era  to  which  these  si;hists 
Ix'long.  Among  tln^  s|K*cimens  obtained  were  Possidomia  minuta, 
llel  ices,  (iomatites,  Turitellas,  Ortocenis,  and  other  bivalves.  In 
these  same  schists  were  also  found  traces  of  crystalline  pyrites. 

The  next  section  (10  feet  thick)  contained  a  black  slightly  bituminous 
schi.st,  containing  vegehible  fossils— stem.s,  fruits,  seeds,  etc.  In  the 
middle  of  this  lH*d  of  schists  was  found  a  seam  of  coal  which  Imrns 
well  in  a  forge,  and  leaves  on  ignition  a  lustrous  and  porous  coke 
resemhling  that  of  the  best  (piality  coal.  This  seam  is  the  advance 
guard  of  thick  and  excellent  .seams  in  the  lower  levels.  In  this  l»ed 
the  pyrites  were  pres(*nt  in  greater  (piantity,  most  of  the  fossils  hav¬ 
ing  lK*«*n  converted  into  this  substance  by  metamorphosis. 

The  Ix'd  is  followed  by  another  20  feet  thick  of  psamitic  marl  or 
gravel. 

These  marls,  which  are  veiy  tough,  were  removed  at  great  exertion, 
and  proved  to  be  the  immediate  covering  of  the  carlH)niferous  beds. 

At  the  foot  of  the  Tanajury  hills  there  exist  Ix'ds  of  carlxjniferous 
and  bituminous  limestones,  with  fossils  characteri.stic  of  this  forma¬ 
tion.  According  to  existing  topographical  maps,  there  also  occur 
near  Lake  'Puara  the  ssime  limestones,  superix)sed  upon  bitumliunis 
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sclii-sts  inter.sti-dtitioci  witli  soft  yellow  marls.  I'he  lake  Immiij'  entirely 
dry,  on  aei-ount  of  the  eontraetion  and  eraekinj^  of  the  bottom  elay,  it 
was  easy  to  expose  these  marl>.  which  make  excellent  whetstones. 
The  limestones,  on  calculation,  j^ive  a  hydniulic  lime  of  the  best  (pialitv. 
The  schists  are  ladiij;  Iwally  employed  as  a  source  of  bitumen.  'I'lie 
deeper  the  layer  they  are  taken  from  the  more  they  are  found  t(>  1h* 
charjjed  with  petroleum,  which  is  a  stronjr  indication  of  the  presence 
of  mineral  oil  at  j^reater  depth. 

I'o  sum  up,  the  existence  of  coal  in  Amazonas  is  incontestably 
proved,  aiul  the  carboniferous  strata  extend  for  hundreds  of  leajfues 
on  both  banks  of  the  jjreat  river. 

I'he  jM)sition  of  the  mine  in  course  of  exploration  jfives  the  means 
of  transport  at  insijfniticant  cost.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  eontract 
a  short  line  from  the  wharves  of  the  port  to  the  deposit,  some  5  or  6 
miles.  There  are  no  enjrineering  difficulties  to  overcome,  as  the  route 
is  flat  and  the  soil  easy  to  w’ork.  Only  one  bridge  over  the  river 
Erere  would  be  necessary.  In  view  of  the  low  cost  of  working  and  of 
trans|X)rt.  the  price  at  which  the  coal  could  be  put  on  tin*  market 
would  be  far  lower  than  that  of  the  imported  article,  and  an  output  of 
tons  a  day  is  practicable. 

'I'he  river  Macara.  improperly  named  ‘‘(lurupatuba"  on  the  exist¬ 
ing  maps,  has  l>een  most  minutely  studied  by  the  geologists  Haktt, 
Herbert  Smith,  Derby,  and  Francisco  de  Freitas,  of  all  the 
Amazonian  carboniferous  basin. 

Professor  IIartt,  during  the  course  of  the  Morgan  Expedition  in 
1870,  discovered  the  interesting  locality  nanu'd  Erere.  near  Monte 
Alegre,  on  the  Amazon,  and  found  there  the  first  Devonian  fossils  ever 
encountered  east  of  the  Andes  in  South  America.  The  next  year  he 
revisited  the  same  place  and  made  great  additions  to  his  collection. 

In  1870,  Prof.  Orville  A.  Derby,  of  the  Brazilian  (b'ological  (’om- 
mission,  accompanied  by  Dr.  dos^,  de  Freitas  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Smith, 
examined  anew  the  geology  of  Er^re,  and  traced  the  formation  for  some 
distance  northward  along  the  course  of  the  rivers  Maicuru  and  (’urua. 
finding  in  iKith  these  rivers  marls  rich  in  fossils,  and  of  a  charactei’  show¬ 
ing  that  the  Erere  deposits  belong  to  a  more  recent  periinl  than  either 
of  these  fluvial  deposits. 

'I'he  fossiliferpus  marls  of  these  two  rivers  appear  to  be  identical,  the 
characteristics  of  the  two  basins  differing  very  slighth';  the  texture 
of  the  beds  is  hard  and  flm*ly  grained.  'Fhey  an*  about  25  miles  ajiart, 
and  fossils  are  found  in  a  limited  number  of  beds.  Tl\e  distance  from 
Maicuru  to  Eriuv  is  about  75  miles,  and  the  intermediati*  deiKisits  are 
in  great  jiart  composed  of  siliceous  Ix'ds  of  about  lOU  feet  thick. 

In  ('urua  arul  Maicuru  there  exist,  betw(*en  the  devonian  and  car¬ 
boniferous  fossil  beds,  thick  beds  of  marl,  whose  thickness  is  calculated 
by  Mr.  Smith,  in  the  case  of  the  former,  at  58  feet  at  least.  It  has 
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not  lK‘en  po.s.sil)l<*  to  dotorniiin*  to  which  of  the  two  formations  these 
Ih'iIs  btdonj;,  neither  iias  it  iK'en  pt)ssit)le  as  yet  to  identify  the  jH'riod 
of  tlie  marl  strata  above  the  schists  at  Erere.  As  to  the  extent  of  the 
devonian  strata,  it  appears  certain  that  the  beds  of  marl  mentioned 
by  Mr.  RoDBUii  Ks  at  ratuma.  a  small  river  fwtween  Trombetas  and 
Xejrro.  b(‘lonir  to  this  series.  At  I'apajoz  there  are  stmta  contain¬ 
ing  Apirophiton  and  calcareous  concretions,  referretl  provisionally  to 
th<“  carboniferous  ejandi,  Init  which  apjx'ar  to  Professt)r  IIartt  to 
Ik'  Devonian,  and  the  black  schists  enconnteri*ti  at  Xinjfu  by  Dr. 
Fkekkira  Penxa  should  be  of  the  same  aj^e. 

Of  all  the  paleozoic  deposits  of  Amazonas,  these  aj)jH*ar  to  be  the 
most  extensive,  and  to  present  the  {greatest  dithcidties  to  research. 
Beinj;  composed  for  the  main  part  of  soft  betls,  they  have  sutfered  jjreat 
denudation,  l>efore  and  since  the  deposition  of  the  thick  'Pertiary  layers, 
which  have  covered  huge  areas  of  them,  and  which  in  many  places 
have  l)een  removed  by  denudation,  again  exjxising  them  to  climatic 
action. 

'Phe  horizontal  extension  is  from  north  to  south,  from  the  falls  of 
Tapajoz  to  the  city  of  Aveiros,  a  distance  of  alK>ut  80  miles.  On  the 
east  it  extends  as  far  as  the  river  Xingu.  and  westward  to  the  river 
Maiduiassu. 

From  the  left  side  to  the  north  of  the  valley  it  reaches  to  the  town 
of  AlenKpier,  extending  far  to  the  north,  and  in  a  horizontal  direction 
to  the  west  as  far  as  Fatuma,  and  eastwaril  to  ,Iahuarv.  The  rocks 
consist  of  soft  marls,  schists,  and  limestones,  which  from  their  s  light 
thickness  are  very  important,  both  from  a  commercial  and  a  scientific 
point  of  view.  They  have  resisted  to  a  high  degree  denuding  influ- 
enci's,  and.  l>eing  highly  fossilized,  furnish  admimble  indications  for 
the  stiuh'  of  the  carboniferous  series. 

'Phe  best  exposure  of  the  limestones  is  at  'Papajoz.  al)ove  and  below 
the  town  of  ItaitulKi,  where  it  is  worked  and  burnt,  forming  excellent 
lime. 

In  the  considei-ation  of  a  carlHuiiferous  basin  so  vast  in  extent  and 
offering  sjich  promise  of  future  wealth  as  the  Amazon  Valley,  it  is 
natural  to  imjuire  what  are  its  natural  products,  and  <*specially  if  coal 
is  one  of  them. 

'Phe  only  products  yet  known  are  lime,  made  in  considerable  (juan- 
tity  and  of  good  (juality;  limonite,  an  iron  mineral,  is  very  common, 
iM'ing  a  product  of  the  decomjwsition  of  hn-al  rocks.  'Phe  formation, 
judging  from  its  age  and  from  the  conditions  under  which  it  has  lieen 
de{K)sited,  is  of  the  soil  most  likely  to  conhiin  deposits  of  coal. 

.\t  first  sight  the  disap^iearance  of  carlKiniferous  formation  tieneath 
the  later  de|X)sits  over  the  greater  yiart  of  the  basin,  and  the  denuda¬ 
tions  which  the  former  have  sutfered,  whether  In'fore  or  after  the 
deposition  of  the  'Pertiary  strata  in  alt  places  where  these  'FeiliarN’ 
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rocks  have  themselves  Ikhmi  destroyed,  make  the  prohahility  of  find- 
coal  in  the  upper  strata  a  slijrht  one.  It  is  only  hy  imams  of  a 
tlioroucrh  examination  of  the  district  and  the  sinkin}^  of  trial  shafts 
or  horinjjs  in  the  most  ])romisin^  spots  that  solution  of  this  most 
important  question  is  to  he  hoped  for  in  the  Amazon  Valley. 

Tlie  salulirity  of  the  climate,  the  ease  of  tinnsjiort,  the  size  of  the 
deposit,  and  the  ifuaranteed  market  will  insure  a  handsome  return  on 
capital  invested,  not  only  in  coal,  hut  in  horinjjf  for  petroleum  and 
minin<;  iron  ore. 


THE  CULTURE  OF  COCOA  TREES  IN  BAHIA. 

[Kxtnic't  from  Uio  "  Kevieta  Sfto  Paulo,  Scpli-inbfr. 

Cocoa  trees  are  planted  on  the  hanks  of  thedeipiitinhonha  and  Pardo 
rivers  and  adjacent  lowlands  where  the  rivers  freipientlv  overflow. 

In  that  n‘f;ion  the  rains  are  very  freipient,  keeping  the  ground 
humid,  .so  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  continue  the  shade  trees  to  protect 
the  c(M*oa  trees.  When  the  cocoa  tree  is  .5  years  old,  the  planters 
de.stroy  the  shade  trees,  and  on  the  eighth  year  the  cocoa  tree  reaches 
its  full  growth. 

'i'he  lands  an*  really  admirahly  fertile,  giving  the  cocoa  tree  great 
longevity. 

As  a  proof,  it  is  only  nece.ssary  t*)  (piote  the  average  production  of 
the  c(K*t)a  tree,  which  on  the  Pardo  River  is  3,S4d  pounds  p«*r 
trees,  and  on  the  Jeipiitiidionha  8.2(K>  jaiunds  iK*r  1,0(M>  trees. 

Cocoa  trees  at  the  present  time  planted  seventy  years  ago  in  a 
pasture  of  inclined  soil  produce  every  year  over  82  jxmnds  each. 
Others  from  S(t  to  l(Ml  vears  old  are  also  quite  productive. 

The  cocoa  tree  commences  to  bear  fruit  at  the  end  of  four  years. 

Small  trees  or  .seed  are  planted.  Four  seeds  are  planted  in  each 
place,  and  from  two  to  three  trees  are  left  to  grow  in  a  group;  but 
when  small  trees  are  planted,  only  one  tree  is  grown  in  each  place. 

For  each  82  pounds  of  cocoa  8su  fruits  are  reipiired.  Accepting 
the  average  production  of  3.200  pounds  jx'r  l,0»Ki  trees,  we  have  the 
average  production  of  8.S  fruits  jk*!'  each  cocoa  tree.  The  value  of 
c(H‘oa-tree  lands  is  2.‘*So<K)  (!^0)  pi>r  hectare.

If  the  falling  off 
of  the  prices  in  those  four  p«'ri(Kls  caustnl  a  reduction  of  1,200,0»K)  Imgs, 
the  quotations  of  these  last  two  years,  the  lowest  until  then  registered, 
ought  to  at  least  produce  ecpial  results  in  future  years. 

Of  this  group,  the  only  countries  that  maintain  the  standard  of 
profluction  an*  .Me.xico.  (inah'inala,  Salvador,  Nicaragua,  ('osta  Kica, 
and  (.'olomhia,  who.se  ])ro'duction  has  remained  stationaiw;  Haiti, 
also,  maintains  its  average.  All  other  countries,  including  Africa 
with  its  new  plantations,  are  declining. 

It  is  very  ditHcult  to  say  what  the  average  Sao  Paulo  production 
will  he;  and  only  the  exporhition  of  the  next  two  years  can  .solve 
tliis  problem.  Put  it  is  Ixdieved  by  many  that  9,(KM),(KK>  hags  will  lie 
the  approximate  average. 

With  deliveries  of  17,0(M»,0<Kf  hags,  and  already  a  well-detined  pro¬ 
duction,  the  time  .seems  to  us  not  to  lie  far  off  when  the  recovery  of 
the  etpiilihrium  lietween  the  production  and  consumption  may  1x5 
expected.

A  NEW  INDUSTRY. 

The  Government  of  the  Union  has  granted  to  Mr.  Augusto  Cam- 
niiAiA  the  privilege  to  manufacture,  by  an  improved  process  of  his 
own,  threads  called  “  barbantme,"  from  castor-oil  plant  fila^r  and 
other  fibrous  plants,  such  as  “  pita”  and  “catirauatti.”  Mr.  Cambraia 
lately  exhibited  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  fibrous  product,  not  only  in  its 
natural  state,  but  also  manufactured,  and  obtained  valuable  opinions 
from  the  press  in  general  and  also  from  j)eople  well  informed  on  the 
subject. 

It  is  stilted  that  from  the  threads  thus  obtiiiued  textile  goods  can  be 
produced.

MINERAL  AND  TRADE  STATISTICS. 

A  report  presented  to  the  British  Foreign  Office  by  the  Acting  Brit¬ 
ish  Consul-General  at  Valparaiso,  ba.sed  on  the  reix)rt  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Customs  at  that  port  for  the  I'ear  11K)*2,  states  that  the  value 
of  exports  from  Chile  during  the  year  amounted  to  185,879,965  pesos 
(of  the  value  of  Is.  6d.),  which  total  may  be  analyzed  as  follows: 

Ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  in  Europe  aggregated 
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10,349,014 /(twy-v,  tins  amount  beinj^  taken  from  the  funds  aceumulated 
in  gold  to  guarantee  the  emission  of  50  millions  paper  money  issued 
in  1898. 

The  value  of  nitrate  of  soda  and  iodine  which  the  Superintendent  of 
Customs  terms  transitory  produets,  was  129,4tl2,<M)0  |)esos,  while  the 
exportation  of  so-called  permanent  products  was  valued  at  40,008.451 
pesos. 

A  genei'al  comparison  of  the  respective  exports  of  1879  and  1902  in 
the  matter  of  prcnlucts  classified  as  p»‘rman(Mit  gives  nearly  2S,(XM»,(M»0 
more  in  the  former  than  in  the  latter  period.  These  permanent 
products  must  always  form  the  main  source  of  the  nation's  income 
aft(*r  the  nitrate  deposits  have  become  exhausted.  According  to  cal¬ 
culations  made  by  the  (rovei’innent  Commissioner  of  the  Nitnite  Dis¬ 
tricts.  based  on  the  world's  annual  «'onsumption,  this  will  occur  in 
about  twenty  years'  time,  as  the  consumption  increases  at  the  rate  of 
10  per  cent  for  every  live  AM'ars. 

With  regard  to  the  falling  off  of  the  minei-al  industry,  the  Suj)erin- 
tendent  of  Customs  states  that  it  would  1h'  no  difficult  matter  in  Chile 
to  attract  capital  and  reesLiblish  the  former  ])roduction  of  40,0(*0  tons 
of  copper  if  there  were  only  gotnl  roads,  economical  railways,  jxn-ts 
with  lading  facilities,  and  establishments  near  by  for  the  smelting  of 
the  ore. 

TRANS-ANDINE  RAILWAY. 

Tenders  will  be  opened  at  Santiago,  Chile,  on  Decemlier  15,  1903, 
for  the  construction  of  the  trans-Andine  railway.  United  States  tinns 
will  be  among  those  submitting  bids.  The  proposed  railway  will 
complete  the  connection  ladween  Huenos  Ayres  and  Santiago  and 
Valparaiso.  A  railway  line  has  jilready  l)een  built  extending  from 
Buenos  Ayres  as  far  as  Puente  del  Inca,  and  this  is  >)eing  continued  to 
the  summit  of  the  Coi’dillera  at  Uspallata  ]*ass.  This  road  is  being 
built  by  the  Argentine  (iovernment.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Andes 
the  Chilean  (iovernment  has  completed  a  railwaj'  line  as  far  as  Salto 
del  Saldado,  a  point  near  the  Pass,  and  during  the  summer  months 
traffic  is  carried  between  the  two  terminals  by  mules,  the  time  required 
for  the  tri])  laung  only  one  day.  Under  the  terms  of  the  bill  passed 
b}'  the  Chilean  Congress  last  winter  a  line  is  now  to  be  constructed 
from  the  city  of  Los  Andes  to  the  summit  of  the  Cordillera,  where  it 
will  join  the  Argentine  line  when  completed.  The  road  is  to  l>e  one- 
meter  gauge  like  the  other  sections  of  the  line,  and  to  promote  its 
construction  the  (iovernment  of  Chile  guarantees  for  twenty  years  5 
per  cent  interest  on  a  sum  not  to  ext-eed  £1,500,900  (87,299,750). 
Cars,  locomotives,  and  materials  of  all  kinds  may  lie  imported  free  of 
duty  subject  to  the  proviso  that  such  importations  are  to  be  actually 
employed  on  this  line.  Tenders  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate

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of  deposit  of  ^2(K),0<K)  Chilean  (or  87:i,d(M)  United  States  currency)  as 
a  <ruaninty  of  j^ood  faith,  and  in  the  event  of  the  acceidance  of  a 
tender  a  deposit  of  84(t<>,000  (S14C>,(mk»  Ignited  States  currency)  will  be 
re(iuired. 

NITRATE  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE. 

I'he  prtKluction  and  exportation  of  nitrate,  the  worlil's  supply  of 
which  comes  chietly  from  Chile,  is  rejfulated  and  controlUnl  by  an 
association  with  h(‘ad(|uarters  in  Valparaiso.  The  rejH)rts  of  this 
association,  jyivinj'  e.xjwrtation,  consumption,  and  (juotas  assijjned  to 
the  various  producinj'  properties,  contain  statistics  and  information 
of  jfenenil  interest  to  the  commercial  world.  'Phe  asso<-iation  recently 
issued  a  circular,  from  which  the  followinj^  lioures  are  taken: 


STOCK  ON'  lIAXn  AND  EXIX)KTS. 


The  stock  on  hand  on  January  1,  l'.t02,  amounted  to  313,747  tons, 
and  the  output  durinjf  the  year  was  l,4'.*4,2(l'.*  tons  —a  t*)tal  of  1,808,956 
tons.  From  this  total  27,387  tons,  used  by  the  producers  for  ix)wder, 
and  1,504,472  tons  ex|X)rted,  were  deducted,  leavinj;  a  stock  on  the 
coast  on  Decemlx'r  31,  1902,  of  277,097  tons.  On  the  same  date  the 
stock  abroad  amounted  to  824,113  tons,  h'avinif  a  total  on  the  coast 
and  abroad  of  1,101,210  tons. 

For  1902-3  the  exportation  (piotas  amounted  to  1, ♦568,486  tons. 
On  March  31,  1903,  the  stock  on  the  coast  was  given  at  269,923  tons, 
and  that  abroad  at  518,136  tons — a  total  of  788, 5)59  tons. 

In  course  of  half  the  year  five  new  works  joined  the  association, 
making  in  all  twenty-four  “  oticinas,”  or  producing  plants,  op<!rating 
under  the  combination.

So.  lU),  it  is  stated  that  the  I’nited  States  at  that  datediil  not 
tiKurc  as  an  im(>orter  of  Chilean  nitrate,  and  the  eotisul-geiieral  reeonimended  its  Use  to  our  aKrictil- 
turlsts  and  matiufaoturers  of  explosives. 

These  tijjures  show  that  the  exportations,  as  fixed  by  the  a.ssoc‘iation, 
for  19  2-3  exceeded  those  of  1901-2  by  173,950  tons,  and  that  the 
quota  for  1903-4  is  in  exce.ss  of  that  for  the  prt'vious  year  b}'  47.009 
tons. 

LIFE  OF  THE  NITRATE  SUPPLY. 

1'rancisco  Valdes  Vergara,  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of 
Valparaiso  and  one  of  the  most  conqietent  statisticians  in  the  Kepublic, 
recently  made  an  estimate  of  the  probable  life  of  the  nitnite  product 
of  Chile,  The  calculation  is  l)a.sed  upon ’the  orijfinal  estimate  of  the 
supply  and  the  production  and  exportation  since  1.S40.  The  following; 
figures  show'  in  metric  tons"  the  exportation  of  nitrate  by  (piinqueu- 
nial  periods  from  1840  to  December  31,  1903:

a  Metric  tons  of  2,201.6  pounds.  The  precetling  deductions  hy  the  consul  were  made  on  the  ba.sis  of 
2,000  pounds  per  ton;  those  beginning  with  the  “  Liie  of  the  nitrate  supply”  (Chilean  official)  are  on 
the  basis  of  the  mitric  ton. 
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The  nitrate  producers  have  fixed  the  quoUi  for  exportation,  for  the 
year  ending  March  31, 1904,  at  32,5(X),000  Spanish  (piintals  (1,529,311 
tons).  It  is  calculated  that  the  shipments  to  Decendn'r  31,  1JM»3,  will 
reacli  in  the  aggregate  31,(K)0,000  quintals  (1,426,(MK)  tons),  which 
calculation  is  taken  as  a  basis  for  the  foregoing  table. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  portions  of  the  rejiort  l>y  S(*rior 
Valdes  Veu(;aka: 

“The  figures  quoted  in  the  foregoing  table  show  that  cx|x»rtations 
of  nitrate  have  increased  constantly  during  the  period  covered.  Divid¬ 
ing  the  time  referred  to  into  periotls  of  twenty  years,  it  is  shown  that 
the  average  term  of  the  increase  for  eveiy  five  years  has  Ix'en  47  per 
cent  l)etween  1845  and  18fi4,  65  jx'!*  cent  from  1865  to  18S4,  and  33.8 
per  cent  Ix'tween  the  3'ears  1885  and  1903. 

“To  calculate  the  j)robable  average  for  eveiy  five  vears  in  tlie  next 
twenty  years  it  is  necesstvrv  to  take  into  consideration  (1)  that  the  effect¬ 
ive  }X)wer  of  annual  pnxluctit)n  of  the  oficinas,  or  manufacturing 
plants,  is  more  than  2,(X)O,0d0  tons;  (2)  that  there  are  private  proper¬ 
ties  containing  at  least  35,0CM),(MM1  tons  of  nitrate;  (3)  that  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  properties  exists  a  reserve  that  the  fiscal  delegation  estimates 
at  30,000,(M)0  tons,  and  (4)  that  the  increase  of  |K)pulation  and  wealth  of 
the  world  requires  from  vear  to  j-ear  a  greater  quantitj'  of  nutritious 
substances,  which  is  shown  bj'  a  larger  demand  for  fertilizers. 

“The  consumption  of  nitrate  is  constantl}'  increasing  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  indications  are  that  the  demands  of  that  market  will  be 
much  larger  in  the  future. 

“The  Argentine  liepuldic,  in  which  are  now  cultivated  6,tKX),(KX) 
hectares  (14,826,tMM»  acres)  and  fi’om  which  are  exported  5,000, IHX) 
tons  of  wheat,  corn,  and  liiiseed,  will  in  the  future  reiiuirc  large 
quantities  of  nitrate  to  maintain  the  fertilit}’  of  its  farm  lands.  Japan 
and  other  countries  will  find  themselves  in  a  similar  jxisition.  which 
indicates  a  still  greater  demand  for  nitrate  as  a  fertilizer. 

“  It  has  lieen  clainx'd  that  the  scarcity'  of  lalxir  maj'  affect  the  output 
of  nitrate.  It  is  estimated  that  each  laborer  in  the  w'orks  produces  55 
tons  of  nitrate  per  j’car.  For  various  reasons  the  (juantiU'  produced 
by  each  laborer  has  decreased  30  per  cent  since  1880.  This  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  output  b}*  the  workmen  has  given  rise  to  the 
apprehension  that  it  might  reduce  the  production  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  suppl}'  would  not  meet  the  increasing  demand.  But  there 
si'cms  little  danger  of  a  scarcity  of  labor  in  the  nitrate  fields.  In  some 
of  the  provinces  wages  are  ver\'  low,  which  is  an  indication  that  there 
is  small  demand  for  well-paid  labor.  The  better  class  of  workmen  in 
the  nitrate  w'orks  receive  on  an  av’erage  about  6  pesos  (^2.19)  jx^r  daj'. 
This  fact  is  sufficient  to  attract  laborers  from  other  sections  of  Chile 
and  from  Peru  and  Bolivia,  where  wages  are  onlj'  alx)ut  60  to  80  cents 
Chilean  currencj'  (22  to  29  cents)  perda^’,  when  the  demand  comes  for 
^  greater  number  of  workers  in  the  nitrate  fields. 
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‘“Ill  view  of  these  conditions,  it  seems  reasonable  to  estimate  at  10 
per  cent  the  average  of  the  increase  for  every  five  years  during  the 
next  twenty  years,  which  gives  the  following  result  in  metrie  tons:

Chilean  silver  currency  per  metric  ({uintal.  At  the  value  silver  jios- 
sessed  at  that  time  the  tax  was  eipiivalent  to  United  States 

currency.  This  law  was  amended  in  1897  and  the  tax  fixed  at  3.38 
pesos  Chilean  gold  (^1.19).  The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of 
the  tax  collected  for  every  five  years  and  the  annual  average  for  each 
period,  the  amounts  being  stated  in  United  States  currency:

“Without  taking  into  account  the  iodine  or  the  sale  of  Government 
lands,  the  nitrate  has  produced  in  twenty-four  3'ears  a  rental  or  Gov¬ 
ernment  income  of  748,032,729  pesos  (^273,032,349),  and  can  produce 
in  the  next  twenty  years  1,194,302,874  pesos  (^^35,870,644). 

“At  the  end  of  twenty  years,  when  35,(K.H),000  tons  will  have  been 
extracted,  it  will  Ik?  seen  that  the  exhaustion  of  the  nitrate  deposits  is 
near  at  hand.  It  is  also  possible  that  the  receipts  instead  of  increasing 
will  show  a  decrease  in  the  course  of  this  period.  There  is  nothing  to 
insure  to  Chile  for  an  indefinite  time  the  enjoyment  of  the  monopoly 
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of  which  she  is  now  possessed.  If  nitnite  should  Ik*  discovered  else¬ 
where,  or  if  for  any  reason  the  price  of  this  fertilizer  is  j'reatly  reduced, 
it  will  l>e  necessary  to  reduce  the  exi)ort  duty  on  nitmtc  from  Chile, 
or  alK)lish  it  entireh*. 

“The  nitrate  industry  contributes  to-day  T*>.4  p<M-  cent  of  our  exports 
and  its  operation  involves  the  exjH'nditure  of  nearly  30,tMK),(M»o  pesos 

I ((,950,000)  for  ajjricultural  products  and  merchandise.  It  pays  the 
(iovernment  directly  48,5(M(,0((((  ^m'sos  (!!>IT.7((2,5(M()  for  exjjort  duties 
and  no  less  than  l((,((0(),(M(O  |m‘sos  (S.‘{,5()( (,(((((()  indirectly  in  import 
duties.  It  would  1m'  useless  to  make  any  comments  on  the  <;rave  con¬ 
sequences  which  would  result  from  anything:  that  would  comj)romise 
the  prosperity  of  the  nitrate  industry  in  Chile.  Our  national  life  is 
based  upon  an  uncertain  foundation  which  weakens  with  the'<-ourse  of 
years,  and  which  will  be  |)ermanently  destroyed  within  a  j)eriotl  the 
duration  of  which  is  measured  by  the  {growth  in  the  ex|X)rtation  of 
nitrate.’’ 

From  the  foregoinj;  statement  by  a  prominent  otlicial  of  the  Chilean 
Govei-nment  it  will  be  obseiwed  that  the  end  of  the  production  is 
already  contemplated,  and  that  it  is  considered  necessary  to  take  steps 
to  meet  the  emergency  with  which  the  Government  will  l)e  confronted 
when  the  supply  is  exhauste<l. 

CONCESSION  FOR  THE  EXTENSION  OF  THE  TALTAL  RAIEWAY  TO 

ATACAMA. 

[From  the  “7>/arf«  O^eial’’  Xo.  H;V>.] 

Cnder  date  of  July  31,  1903,  President  lliEsco  promulgated  the 
following  decree: 

“1.  Let  there  l)e  granted,  without  injury  to  third  jw'rsons,  to  the 
Taltal  Railway  Company  (Limited)  the  pt'rmission  that  it  .solicits  for 
the  extension  of  the  branch  that  it  has  constructed  for  the  Atacama 
office  to  connect  with  the  line  now  ladiig  built  called  ‘Chile.’ 

“2.  The  company  shall  submit  to  the  approval  of  the  Government 
the  plans  and  drawings  of  the  line  InTore  commencing  construction, 
and  at  latest  within  a  ]x‘riotl  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this 
decree. 

“3.  The  permission  shall  be  forfeited  if  the  works  are  not  initiated 
within  the  period  of  six  months  countiHl  from  the  date  on  which  the 
Government  approves  the  plans  of  the  railwai’,  and  likewise  if  the 
construction  should  not  l>e  terminated  within  a  |)eri(Kl  of  two  years. 

“4.  Should  the  railway  transport  pa.s.sengers or  merchandise  l)elong- 
ing  to  other  persons,  the  tariff  governing  the  same  shall  l)e  approved 
by  the  Government. 

“5.  The  Government  shall  exerci.se  the  powers  conferred  u|X)n  it  by 
the  rail way-pol ice  law  of  August  d,  1S62,  whose  provisions  the  con- 
ce.ssionaire  shall  comply  with  in  all  their  parts. 
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“6.  The  concessionaire  shall  consult  the  Department  of  Finance  con¬ 
cerning  the  effects  of  the  permit  for  the  use  of  the  Government  lands 
necessai-y  for  the  roadbed,  stations,  and  other  uses,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  the  time  in  which  he  maj'  use  said  lands. 

“7.  In  all  those  places  where  salitre  is  found  on  the  land  the  conces¬ 
sionaire  shall  remove  the  track  and  place  it  in  some  adjoining  place 
without  injury  to  the  Federal  revenues  or  to  the  person  who  may  have 
acquired  rights  over  the  salitre  deposit.'' 


COLOMBIA. 

COFFEE  GROWING  IN  THE  REPUBLIC. 

Coffee-pr<Hluei»g  diHtrlcts. — The  principal  districts  for  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  coffee  are  the  Department  of  Cundinamarca  as  a  whole  (which 
produces  the  famous  Bogota  coffee),  the  Department  of  Santander,  the 
districts  around  Ocana,  Cucuta,  Bucaramanga,  and  the  Tolima.  The 
lowlands  of  the  Tolima,  on  either  side  of  the  Magdalena  River,  form 
the  grazing  lands,  while  east  and  west  of  these,  at  varying  distances, 
rise  the  cordilleras  of  the  Andes,  in  the  small  valleys  of  which  the 
coffee  is  grown. 

Qualities  of  coffee  produced. — There  are  three  classes  of  coffee  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  Republic.  First,  that  which  is  dried  in  the  sun  in  the 
cherry  and  afterwards  cleaned;  this  is  known  as  '‘''cafe  trill^doff  and 
is  the  lowest-priced  coffee.  Second,  that  which  is  prepared  by  wash¬ 
ing  the  cherry  or  pulp  from  the  bean,  which  is  then  dried  and  cleaned 
by  machinery.  This  grade  is  called  cafe  lavadoff  and  brings  a  good 
price.  Third,  that  from  which  the  pulp  is  washed  and  the  bean 
exported,  after  being  dried  in  the  husk.  This  grade  is  known  as 

cafe  en  pergaannoff  and  is  the  highest-priced  coffee. 

Tempei'ature  and  soil. — The  temperature  may  vary  between  59°  and 
77°  F.,  but  the  quality  of  the  coffee  does  not  depend  so  much  upon 
the  temperature  of  ‘the  district  as  upon  the  soil  and  cultivation.  The 
The  bean  is  larger  in  the  hotter  climates,  but  with  properly  planted 
shade  trees  and  satisfactory  pruning  and  suitable  land  an}’  quality  of 
coffee  can  l)e  produced.  In  the  colder  climates  the  bean  is  smaller, 
but  the  plant  requires  less  care;  planters  are  not  as  careful  in  pruning, 
and  quality  is  generally  sacrificed  for  quantity. 

Annual  yield. — A  tree  from  4  to  8  years  old  will  yield,  on  small 
and  well-kept  plantations,  about  1  pound  annually,  but  on  the  large 
plantations  the  yield  is  usually  about  half  that  amount. 

Coffee  exports. — It  is  stated  that  of  the  annual  crop  but  about  25,000 
bags  are  retained  for  home  consumption.  The  best  grades  are  always 
exported  and  the  damaged  beans  are  reserved  by  the  planters  for  sale 
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locally.  By  damaged  beans  is  meant  those  that  have  been  torn  by  the 
machinery  in  cleaning  or  otherwise  damaged  in  the  handling.  The 
unmarketable  beans  float  to  the  top  during  the  process  of  washing 
and  are  skimmed  off  and  used  as  fertilizer  on  the  plantations. 

Price. — With  Brazilian  coffee  at  6  cents  a  pound,  as  a  standard,  the 
average  prices  of  Colombian  coffee  run  from  7  cents  for  Ocana  to 
11  cents  for  Tolima.  For  some  time,  owing  to  the  revolution,  the 
exportjition  of  coffee  has  been  almost  at  a  standstill,  and  on  this  account 
Colombian  coffee  will  undoubtedly  lose  favor,  as  some  of  the  coffee 
now  being  exported  is  3  years  old. 

Marketing  the  crop. — It  costs  alwut  I  cents  per  pound  to  put  the  coffee 
in  New  York,  including  commissions,  etc.,  and  as  the  cost  of  production 
on  the  estates  can  not  be  reduced  to  less  than  I  cents  the  general 
opinion  here  is  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  estates  on  the  Magda¬ 
lena  River,  coffee  growing  in  Colombia  is  not  a  paying  business  with 
the  rate  below  8  cents  per  pound  in  New  York.  The  high  cost  of 
putting  the  coffee  in  New  York  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  poor  means  of 
transjK)rt  to  the  coast. 

Credits. — Coffee  growers,  l)efore  the  war,  in  order  to  enable  them 
to  harvest  their  crop,  were  given  large  credits,  but  most  of  them, 
through  the  fall  in  the  price  of  coffee  and  carelessness  in  the  working 
of  their  plantations,  fell  far  behind  in  payments.  The  result  is  that 
foreign  houses  are  limiting  credits  to  the  amount  necessary  to  secure 
facilities  for  transporting  the  coffee  which  is  prepared  for  export. 

SHOE  TRADE  OF  THE  REPUBLIC. 

An  interesting  article  by  United  States  Consul-General  A.  G. 
Syndkr,  of  Bogobl,  Colombia,  is  published  in  No.  1734  of  the  “Con¬ 
sular  Reports’’  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  of 
the  United  States.  This  rep)ort,  from  which  the  following  extracts 
are  taken,  relates  to  the  shoe  trade  of  the  Republic  of  Colombia. 

The  .shoe  trade  until  now  has  never  l)een  an  imp>ortant  one.  Shoes 
have  generally  l)een  supplied  by  native  workmen,  using  imported 
leather,  and  the  little  foreign  trade  which  existed  was  controlled  by 
English  and  Eurojjean  houses.  The  United  States  has,  however, 
lately  put  up)on  the  market  an  article  so  low  in  price  and  so  good  in 
quality  that  a  continued  3’early  increase  ma}'  l)e  exp)ected  if  this  class 
of  shipments  is  continued. 

The  shoe  trade  ma\'  l)e  divided  into  three  classes — shoes  used  by 
those  who  consider  themselves  the  fashionable  class,  by  the  middle 
cla.ss,  and  by  the  pxmrer  class,  who  wear  principally  the  native-made 
sandals  manufactured  from  fiber. 

The  first  class  use  almost  exclusively  the  best  Parisian  shoe,  which 
has  almost  undisputed  hold  of  the  market,  and  will  probably  keep  it. 
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as  Boj^ota  society  models  after  Paris  in  all  thinj^s  conceriiiiij^  style. 
However,  the  high-class  United  States  shoe  is  gaining  favor. 

The  totiil  sale  of  the  French  article  is  not  large,  as  the  price  for  ludh 
sexes  is  !('12  per  pair. 

The  middle  class  have  hitherto  been  suppli(*d  pianci])ally  by  native 
workmen,  and  among  the  native  work  of  this  class  must  be  mentioned 
a  Bogota  factory,  which  is  operati'd  entirely  In'  machinery  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  principal  tanneries  near  tin*  city.  This  factory 
turns  out  a  good  class  of  work  and  gives  promise  of  doing  a  prolitable 
business. 

Now,  however.  United  States  manufacturers  are  supplying  the 
town,  not  because  they  have  a  mon*  attractive  a rtich;  than  Kuropean 
or  English  houses  (on  the  contrary,  the  United  States  shapes  and  styles 
have  only  recently  found  favor,  while  the  foreign  manufacturers,  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  United  States  manufacturers,  imitate  the  native 
styles),  but  solely*  because  the  United  States  s(*iz('d  the  opportune 
moment  when  the  introduction  of  a  moderately  priced  foreign  article 
became  im])eratively  necessary. 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  war  foreign  exchange  rose  and  rendered  it 
impossible  for  imported  goods,  ])aid  for  in  gold,  to  compete  with 
native-made  articles.  Then  came  scarcity  and  an  unprecedented  rise 
in  native  prices,  quite  out  of  proportion  to  the  depreciation  in  paper 
mone}',  and  the  market  was  again  open  to  foreign  goods.  This  has 
especially  affected  the  shoe  trade,  for  articles  of  clothing  are  a  neces¬ 
sity;  but,  with  a  few  unimportant  exceptions,  shoes  are  the  only 
article  of  clothing  for  which  the  public  has  not  l)een  entirely  depend¬ 
ent  on  imports. 

This  was  the  opportune  moment,  and  when  prices  had  ri'ached  such 
a  point  that  the  local  tradesmen  refused  to  work  for  less  than  ^5  or  ^ 
a  pair,  the  market  was  suddenly  supi)lied  with  United  States  shoes 
selling  for  from  to  $6. 

United  States  styles  are  certainly  different  from  the  French,  but 
United  States  goods  have  been  forced  on  the  market,  and  Bogotiins  are 
gradually  coming  around  to  a  liking  for  the  United  States  style.  It 
will  therefore  be  their  own  fault  if  United  States  manufactun*rs  lose 
the  market  so  recently  gained,  for  they  can  put  an  article  in  the 
Bogota  market  so  cheap  that  European  manufacturers  will  not  care  to 
compt'te  therewith.  Shoes  sell  here  for  a  j)air  which  cost  in  the 
United  States  about  $1.50  wholesale  per  pair.  Someone  is  therefore 
making  an  excessive  profit,  and  the  price  at  which  the  article  could  Iwi 
sold  here,  making  the  minimum  of  j)rotit,  substantiates  the  statement 
made  alx>ve,  and  would  effectually  block  all  comjxdition. 

While  there  is  a  tenfold  increase  on  both  shoes  and  leathers  in  the 
new  tariff,  the  relative  position  of  the  importer  and  native  maker 
remains  the  same.  The  Bogota  workmen  use,  in  all  cases,  native 
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ni:ul»'  leather  f«»r  soling  and  heelinjf,  hut  this  j^iv’es  them  no  advan- 
taj^e  in  eomiM'tin<j  with  the  ready-made  imi^orted  article.  With  the 
present  «-onditlons  the  workman  has  to  pay  a  considei-ahly  higher 
prici*  for  native-made  leather,  which  is  of  very  poor  (jiialit}',  than 
would  have  to  he  paid  in  the  United  States  for  a  very  much  superior 
article. 

The  followinjf  table,  prepared  in  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  Dej)artment  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  shows  the  exports 
of  boots  and  shoes  to  Colombia  from  the  United  States  during  the 
years  lS‘.*3-lh02,  iiudusive:

MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT  PALMA.  i 


The  regular  session  of  Congress  openetl  on  November  2,  when  the 
message  of  President  Palma  wiis  read.  It  reviews  the  conditions  and 
progress  of  the  Pepublic  and  its  recommendations  are  chief!}'  of  a 
general  character.  The  loan  taxes  are  not  gone  into  at  length  and  no 
amendment  to  the  loan  law  is  .suggested. 

'Phe  message  assures  Congress  of  the  President's  zeal  in  carrying 
out  the  payment  of  the  revolutionary  army,  and  Seiior  Palma  denies 
all  a.s.sertions  to  the  contrary  made  by  persons  whom  he  terms  “certain 
turbulent  spirits."  Referring  to  the  relations  t)otween  Cuba  and  the 
United  States,  the  message  says: 

“Our  political  relations  with  the  United  States  have  been  definitely 
settled  by  treaties  founded  on  the  terms  of  the  constitutional  appendix, 
and  the  lattcu’  could  not  be  eliminated  from  the  con.stitution  by  the 
mere  reading  of  these  treaties.  Congress  can  appreciate  that  within 
the  precise  terms  of  the  Platt  amendment  Cuba  has  obtained  no  few 
advantages.  Of  the  two  forms  of  cession  of  naval  coaling  stations, 
by  sale  or  by  lease,  the  one  least  baneful  to  Cuban  sentiment  was 
adopted  and  the  smallest  limit  as  to  the  numl)er  of  stations  gnintod 
was  made.  The  regulations  in  the  leases  contain  other  limitations 
favorable  to  Cuba.  The  Oovernment  is  acquiring  territory  within 
the  stations  and  will  soon  formally  deliver  the  areas  marked  out.  The 
Honorable  President  Koosevei.t,  to  whom  the  people  of  Cuba  feel 
such  profound  gratitude,  has  been  faithful  to  his  word  and  has  con¬ 
vened  the  American  Congress  in  special  session  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  action  on  the  pending  recipirocit}’  treaty,  from  which  we  hope 
to  receive  such  great  benefits.  Trustworthy  information  has  been 
received  by  the  Executive  which  warrants  the  belief  that  this  treaty 
will  be  ratified.’' 

The  President  yecommends  that  in  cases  where  it  was  impracticable 
to  .send  out  regular  dij)lomatic  r(q)resentative.s  commi.ssioners  should 
be  sent  for  the  purpose  of  greeting  foreign  nations  and  declaring  Cuba’s 
friendship  with  them.  At  p)resent  Cuba  maintains  five  legations  and 
sixty-nine  coiusulates.  Negotiations  looking  to  treaties  of  amity  with 
the  United  States,  France,  (treat  Rritain,  and  Italy  have  been  begun, 
and  the  State  D('partment  is  studying  the  (piestion  as  to  whether  or 
not  Cuba  shall  join  the  Hrusstds  sugar  convention. 

The  balance*  in  the  Treasury  on  November  1  was  $3,843,000,  and  the 
surplus  accumulated  during  the  last  seven  months  was  $1,205,000. 

The  President  recomnn*nds  reformation  of  the  immigration  laws  in 
order  to  encourage  those  j)ersons  desirous  of  tindiiig  homes  in  Cuba. 
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Ho  ooinmonds  the  new  Cuba  railroad  as  of  incalculable  bt'nelit  to  the 
postal  service,  and  asks  for  more  complete  executive  control  in  sani¬ 
tary  matters.  He  points  out  that  yellow  fever  and  smallpox  are 
unknown  in  C'uba  to-day.  He  desires  that  there  shall  b<*  exhibits  of 
all  Cuban  products  in  alt  Cuban  consular  otHces. 

In  conclusion.  President  Palma  alludes  to  the  internal  revenue  taxes, 
which  became  o])crative  yesterday,  saying  that  all  such  taxes  meet 
with  opposition  at  tirst.  but  he  hopes  they  will  Im‘  paid  without  incur¬ 
ring  the  j)cnalties  of  the  law.  He  believes  the  receipts  derived  from 
tlics»‘  new  taxes  will  be  sufheient  to  i)ay  the  interest  on  the  army  loan 
of  He  also  expres-ses  tin*  hope  that  it  would  not  be  nec¬ 

essary  to  hav<‘  recourse  to  an  exjxtrt  tiix  on  tobacco  and  on  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  sugar  to  this  end. 


HAITI. 

EXPORTS  OF  COTTON. 

In  a  recent  report  to  his  home  government,  the  acting  British 
Consul-denenil  at  Port  au  Prince  states  that  the  imrt  of  8t.  Marc 
exjMU’ted  alM)ut  live-eighths  of  the  cotton  shij)|M'd  from  Haiti.  There 
has  l»cen  an  im*reasc  in  cotton  ex|M)rts  during  l!Mt3,  the  Maste  being 
also  an  item  t)f  exjxu't.  Huringthe  j)eriod  from  Octol)er  1,  IbOl  to 
8('pteml»er  30,  P.*02,  the  (piantity  of  cottt)n  ex|)orted  from  the  Repub¬ 
lic  of  Haiti  amounted  to  1,725,038  pounds. 

The  same  authority  states  that  as  soon  as  cotfee  rises  in  price  the 
gathering  of  cotton  will  be  abandoned. 

FACILITATION  OF  TRADE  WITH  GERMANY. 

'Pile  British  “Board  of  Tnide  Journal"  for  Octolx'r  15,  11>03,  pub¬ 
lishes  information  received  at  the  Foreign  Office  of  the  Fnitefl  King¬ 
dom  as  to  the  ciiuses  of  the  decline  of  trade  Ix'tween  Haiti  and  (treat 
Britain.  It  is  stated  that  forium-ly  the  greater  part  of  the  trade  and 
shipping  of  the  country  was  in  British  hands,  but  with  the  growth  of 
(terman  commerce  and  industry  an  increasing  imjxjrt  trade  in  the 
pnxlucts  of  Haiti  sprung  up  in  Hamlmrg,  and  consequently  mercantile 
correspondence  began  to  lx*  carried  «m  in  (Jernnin.  (xerman  clerks 
capable  of  writing  English  and  French  Ix'gan  to  replace  British  clerks, 
and  these  German  clerks  Ix'came  partners  and  heads  of  firms.

Th(*  followinjr  data  coiiceriiiiij^  tlu'  trade  and  coinmeree  of  Hondums 
during  the  years  1B02  and  were  furnished  the  International 

Hureau  of  the  American  Repul>lies  hy  I'nited  States  C'onsul  Mok  at 
Tegucigalpa,  and  forM  arded  tlirough  the  Department  of  State  of  the 
United  States: 

•*Tlie  foreign  eommeree  of  Honduras  n'aehed  its  climax  in  the  trade 
of  lBOl-2.  During  the  liseal  year  just  passed  neither  the  imports  nor 
the  exports  will  approach  thetiguri'sof  the  ])receding  year.  In  11*01-2 
the  country  experienced  its  gr(*atest  ])ros]K‘rity,  enjoying  the  advan¬ 
tage's  of  se'ttled  tnide  conditions,  of  security  abroad  and  at  luune,  and 
an  eni  of  unprecede'iited  domestic  iialustrial  activity. 

“During  11*01-2  the  im])oit  and  export  trade  of  Honduras  was 
largely  in  favor  of  the  United  States.  'Phe  importations  from  the 
ITiited  States  ri'pre'sent  <)0  ])*‘r  cent  of  the  total  importation,  while 
the  exportation  of  over  ♦►*>  pe'r  ct'iit  went  to  our  ports.  (Ireat  Hritain 
rect'ive'd  the  greater  jMertion,  in  value,  of  metal  exports;  Uuha  and 
Mexico  received  the  larger  number  of  cattle.  The  exports  to  the 
United  Stjites  wen*,  for  the  most  part,  fruits  and  cocoanuts,  sent 
chietly  from  the  |M)rts  on  tin*  north  <'oast.  The  United  States  bought 
1,23."),()24.7!>  ]m*sos’  worth  more  in  tnwh*  than  Honduras  purchasi'd 
from  h(*r. 

“  During  the  fiscal  y»‘ar  eiuled  .Inly  31,  ll*<*3,  the  importations,  at  the 
ratio  of  the  lirst  half  of  the  year,  should  fall  short  some  *((*(*, (MM*  pesos 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  this  shortage,  that  of  the 
United  States  will  be  alwmt  ■l-(M*,(MMl  pesos,  or  nearly  12^^  pc'r  cent 
decline;  (lermany's  should  reach  nearly  .*>0  per  cent,  and  (treat 
Britain's  25  per  cent. 

“  In  the  lirst  half  of  the  last  fiscal  year  (August,  lS*()2-.Iuly,  1S*(*8)  the 
United  States  used  Hondums  exi>orts  to  the  value  of  1,757,185.70 
pesos,  but  sold  to  her  only  1,4*»(  *,22(5.22  |)esos'  worth  of  goods.  The 
purchases  were  nearly  all  of  tropical  fruits  and  (;ocoanuts. 

“In  spite  of  domestic  difliculties  exi)erienced  during  the  first  half 
and  part  of  the  second  half  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  trade  conditions 
were  remarkably  strong,  and  the  falling  off  both  in  innx»rts  and 
exports  is  relatively  slight  as  compare<l  with  the  volume  of  trade  in 
the  recent  banner  years  of  Honduras  commerce.

“The  value  of  the  cotfee  exports  has  depreciated  greatly,  and  the 
same  is  true  of  rublM*r,  These  conditions  are  due  to  overproduction 
and  consecjuent  low  prices  in  neighlmring  republics,  as  well  as  to  the 
fact  that  the  growing  of  cotfee  and  the  procuring  of  rubln'r  is  at 
present  entirely  in  the  hands  of  natives  who  conduct  their  operations 
without  a  view  to  commercial  necessities. 

“Of  the  exports  during  the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  3'ear  the 

United  States  gets  (in  gold  value)  S73:i,16().71,  or  alwut  7o  per  cent; 
the  West  Indies,  !tilfi3,fi89.27;  Colombia,  $105, 3t51.25t;  Central  Amer¬ 
ican  States,  §38,082.50,  and  Europe,  $23,812.33.  The  export  trade 
with  hAiroj)e  and  Central  America  is  very  small,  and  appears  to  be 
lessening  each  succeeding  year.  Improved  facilities  for  the  handling 
of  American  manufactures  and  the  increase  of  transportation  lines  to 
the  north  and  south  coast  |>orts  of  Honduras  may  account  for  the 
European  decrease  and  the  gradual  increase  of  our  importations  to 
!■  this  Republic.  The  bulk  of  the  European  ex{)orts  from  Honduras  is 
sent  to  Liver|K)ol  din'ctly  or  through  Belize,  and  consists  mainly  of 
cabinet  woods,  such  as  mahogsiny  and  junii)er  (cedar)  and  dye  woods.

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“  The  ri'voimes  of  tlie  State  :iro  derived  ehielly  from  eustom.s  duties, 
the  net  revenues  from  this  souree  amounting  in  lltol-:>  to  l,o!»8,2.S4.:i4 
pesos.  The  total  revenue  from  all  sources,  such  as  the  duties  above, 
monopolies,  stamped  paper,  revemu*  (documentarv,  etc.)  stamps,  postal, 
exchanjje  on  money  orders,  lottery,  wharfajre  and  railroad,  amounttal 
to  3,r)l>4,h75.0<»  pesos.  This  income  is  barely  sullicicmt  to  provide  for 
the  administration  expenses,  and  so  it  happens  that  jiri'at  public 
improvements  such  as  hit^hways  and  bridges  are  built  only  occasionally, 
and  often  abandon»*d  afti'r  completion  to  the  wear  and  tear  of  tnitlio 
and  the  ravaj^es  of  the  elements.  One  splendid  road  has  been  con¬ 
structed  l»etween  Tejiucij^alpa  and  La  \’enta,  a  ilistance  of  some  aO 
miles.  It  is  intended,  eventually,  to  complete  the  road  to  San 
Loren/.o,  on  the  ( lulf  of  Fonseca.  Since  .lamiary,  lltOM,  very  little  work 
has  been  done,  but  several  contracts  have  iH'en  let  ft)r  the  continuance 
of  the  road  from  La  Venta  to  Moramuica,  a  distance  of  LJ  miles. 
A  road  similar  in  size  and  construction  was  begun  at  d'egucigalpa  to 
follow  the  trail  to  the  north  coast,  but  only  0  miles  were  finished 
before  this  work  was  abandoned.  The  "road"  to  tin*  north  coast,  a 
distance  of  130  miles  to  the  terminus  of  the  railroad  at  Pimienhi,  is 
simply  a  trail ;  so  are  all  the  other  roads  in  the  country,  except  the  south 
coast  highway.  The  Fhia  Commercial  Company  is  building  a  road 
from  the  Clua  River  to  the  interior ;  the  object  being  to  enter  the 
placer-mining  district  of  Olancho.  With  few  exceptions.  American 
engineers  and  contractors  have  constructed  all  the  roadways  that 
exist  or  did  exist  in  Honduras, 

•‘means  of  TKANS1H)KTATI0N. 

“The  trail  to  the  north  coast  passes  through  the  city  of  Comavagua, 
and  the  towns  of  Siguatep(‘(|ue,  Miambar,  Santa  Cruz,  and  Porterillos, 
all  of  which  an*  in  agricultuiiil  districts,  'Phe  distance  from  Teguci¬ 
galpa  to  Pimienta  may  be  covered  in  four  dat  s  during  the  dry  season 
(November-May),  and  in  from  six  to  eight  days  in  the  rainy  season 
(flune-October).  From  'Pegucigalpa  to  San  Lorenzo  the  distance  may 
be  covered  in  two  days,  though  it  is  usual  for  light  freight  trains  to 
do  it  in  not  less  thati  three.  Carts,  drawn  bv  oxen,  take  a  week  to 
make  these  miles.  Sail  and  I’ow  boats  and  light-draft  lighters  ply 
between  San  Lorenzo,  on  the  mainland,  and  .\mapala,  the  port  of  entry, 
in  from  five  to  ten  hours.  Steamers  require  six  days  to  make  Panama, 
and  sixteen  daN's  to  reach  San  Francisco  from  Amapala.  'Phis  time 
includes  stops  at  various  ports  both  north  and  south.  Under  favor¬ 
able  conditions  Tegucigalpa  may  be  reached  from  New'  York,  via 
Panama,  in  sixteen  days. 

“Ordinary  freight  is  carried  in  lots  as  ;iear  125  |X)unds  in  weight 
as  may  be  had.  Two  lots,  or  25(»  pounds,  make  an  average  load  for  a 
mule;  l»i  the  rainy  season  the  cargo  is  made  to  weigh,  asually,  200 
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pouiuls.  Machinery  and  heavy  or  hnlky  freijrht  is  carried  on  carts 
hiivinjjf  wheels  of  solid  w<mh1,

)  ‘‘ Telegraph  lines  have  Imh'ii  hung  in  every  department  (])rovince) 

Sand  all  the  principal  towns  are  connected  with  each  other  and  the 
Capital  telegraphically.  The  system  is  under  (lovernment  control, 
and  during  part  of  the  day  the  wires  are  open  only  to  otlicial  mes- 
,  sages.  There  are  180  otlices  and  over  (KM)  persons  are  employed  in 
.  this  branch  of  the  service.  The  system  comprehends  about  3,2.50 
!  miles  of  lines.  The  revenue  of  the  telegniph  office  amounted  in 
I  1901-2  to  5-4,45.5.40  jk'sos.  (Tovernment  messjiges  are  carried  without 
charge.

laght  new  offices  were  opened  during  the  year,  but  the  system  in 
1  general  has  not  been  improved  or  e.xtended.  Telegram  blanks  of  the 
1  value  of  15,  3o,  45,  (>0,  etc.,  centavos  are  sold  in  all  the  stores,  and 
I  upon  them  may  be  written  five  words  for  each  15  centavos  of  value. 
These  telegrams  may  then  be  placed  in  any  telegraph  office  for  trans¬ 
mittal  without  further  «-harge. 

“T'he  postal  .service  has  not  been  e.xtended  during  the  year.  Change 
of  administration  canlcd  with  it  a  complete  transformation  in  the  |)<'r-

mail(Hl  in  the  Cnited  States  in  time  to  catch  the  steamer  leaving  New 
I  Orleans  (uirly  Thursday  morning  of  every  week.

““  In  Te<;uci<>-jilpa  is  situati'd  the  ( lovernment  technical  scIumiI,  called 
‘'FIk'  School  of  Arts.'  Younir  men  enter  as  apprentices  and  are 
instructed  in  the  manual  arts.  I'he  articles  manufactured  are  sold 
hy  the  (Jovernment.  the  jirotit  hein^  a])|)lied  to  the  maintenaiici*  of  ' 
the  school. 

•“The  manufacture  of  ayuardiente  is  I'arried  on  extensively  in  this 
district.  Kvery  maker  and  di.stiller  is  under  (Jovernment  contract  to 
supply  his  entire  production  to  the  State,  d'his  tin*  (Jovernment  sells 
in  turn  to  the  various  estancos.  or  liipior  shops  licensed  to  retail  the 
liipior.  d'he  ajjuardiente,  or  rum.  is  made  from  the  sujiar  cane.  This 
monopoly  of  the  ( Jovernment  l»rin<;s  larj^e  returns,  as  may  he  noted 
hy  the  tif^ures  that  follow: 

“Nine  hundred  and  seven  thou.sand  nini*  hundred  and  ninety-ttiree 
(piart  bottles  of  the  rnpior  were  sold  at  1.2r>  pesos  each,  {giving 
l,l34,;Mtl.:i.'>  pe.sos  income.  'Phe  expense  of  purchase  and  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  hur(>au  amounted  to  30S.(»21. 13  jm'so.s,  leavinj;  a  revenue, 
net.  to  the  (Jovernment  of  83<5, 370.12  jm*.sos.  With  native  rum  .selling 
at  1.25  pe.sos  per  bottle  anil  jriving  big'  profits,  there  is  little  hope  that 
American  whisky  at  4  and  5  pesos  a  bottle  will  iK'come  popular  with 
the  people. 

“  MINING. 

•‘The  chief  indu.stry  of  this  consular  district  is  mining.  Sevenil 
large  properties  are  being  suece.ssfully  worked  and  give  excellent 
results  on  the  investment  of  capital.  The  lack  of  proper  and  cheap 
transportation  facilities  creates  some  difliculty  in  bringing  up  supplies 
and  machinery  to  the  mines  and  in  the  .shipment  of  ores,  concent nites, 
and  bullion.  'Phe  shi])ment  of  the  last  named  is  attended  with  con¬ 
siderable  expeii.'^e,  as  many  workmen,  mules,  mule  drivers,  and  guards 
are  reijuiri'd  to  transport  it  to  the  coast. 

‘•Miners  rind  no  climatic  hindrance  in  the  pro.secution  of  their 
enterprise,  as  the  cool  air  of  the  mountains  and  the  uniform  tem|H‘rature 
are  conducive  to  good  health. 

•“Largest  among  these  enterprises  is  the  New  York  and  Honduras 
Ho.sirio  Mining  C'ompany,  established  at  San  .luaniato.  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  'Pegucigalpa  and  21  miles  from  the  capital.  In  round  riguri'S, 
the  mines  are  loo  miles  from  the  south  or  Pacific  coast.  'Phe  average 
output  is  ♦!(»  tons  of  dry  ore  a  day.  The  value  of  the  concentrates  and 
bullion  reaches  many  thou.saials  of  dollars  ea<‘h  year.  'Ph»'  mines  are 
worked  for  silviM"  and  gold.  A  considerable  part  of  the  silver  exists 
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as  sulphide:  the  jjold  is  larjrely  native  and  very  tinely  divideil.  The 
nature  of  the  roek  is  erujitive,  and  it  is  traversed  l»y  a  larj^e  iiuiuherof 
Kssure  veins,  intersectiny;  and  joiniiijr  at  various  anj^les,  usually  stand¬ 
ing  at  a  steep  inelination.  Duriiif^  the  past  year  some  improvements 
have  been  made  with  a  \  iew  to  redueiug  the  heav  y  trausjvortation 
expenses.  The  decline  in  silver  has  had  much  to  do  with  the  devising; 
of  means  to  reduce  not  only  ex]M'nses  of  shipment,  but  the  loss  in  the 
manipulation  of  the  ores.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company,  which  is 
incor|>omted  under  the  statutes  of  New  York,  is  the  value 

of  the  mines,  plantels,  concessions,  etc..  ij'l.nTH.ttlUt. 

“The  Aramecina  (lold  and  Silver  Minin*j C’ompany.  limited,  has  its 
workinjfs  in  a  spur  of  the  Lepateriijue  Mountains,  some  do  miles  from 
the  (lulf  of  Fonseca.  The  depth  of  the  work! nj^  of  this  muie  is  150 
feet,  and  the  annual  priKluction  has  ascended  to  I5.ooo  ounces  of 
gold.  Duriu*;  the  past  few  months  the  output  has  <freatly  diminished 
in  value.  The  diameter  of  the  ore  is  sulphidi*  oxide  and  oxide, 
respectively. 

“The  mines  ntair  Yuscamn,  on  the  frontier  of  Nicamyfua.  have  shown 
splendid  results  in  the  past,  but  lately,  through  litigation,  have 
remaineil  imdeveloiMHl,  and  the  machinery  is  alKuit  to  fall  into  decay. 
The  principal  extinction  was  gold  ore.  'Phe  placer  mines  of  Ohincho 
liave  received  much  exploitation,  and  although  the  Indian  women  of 
the  district  have  washed  out  large  ({uantities  of  gold  the  American 
companies  seem  to  have  been  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  material 
results. 

“CONCE.SSIONS. 

“Very  few  concessions  liave  lieen  granted  in  the  year  recently 
passed.  A  grant  of  laud  for  the  mising  and  cultivation  of  bananas 
has  l>een  conceded  to  the  C’uyamel  Com|)auv  on  the  north  coast  near 
Omoa.  This  company  is  coinjxised  of  a  uumlK'r  of  Hostoii  capitalists. 

“A  concession  was  granted  in  May  to  Vaitako  Hkotiieks,  of  New 
Orleans,  to  canalize  the  mouth  of  the  Salado  and  K1  I’orvenir  rivers, 
and  to  construct  jetties  in  them  for  the  better  securing  and  nuicker 
loading  of  bananas  at  that  point  on  the  north  coast.  Tolls  may  be 
charged  by  the  company  for  the  use  and  passage  of  these  streams 
after  they  have  been  made  navigable. 

“  In  the  same  mouth  <‘oncessions  were  granted  to  Mr.  Lee  Ciikistmas, 
an  American,  for  a  candle  and  soap  factory,  with  a  monopoly  of  the 
manufacturing  in  the  Department  of  I’uerto  fortes;  and  to  Daxiei. 
Foktix,  Jr.,  a  native  of  Honduras,  fora  traction  line  from  Teguci- 
gal[)u  to  the  south  coast  over  the  new  highway. 

“  Hailroad  concessions  have  lieen  granted  to  K.  Koenemann  and  to 
others  for  the  construction  of  railroads  from  Trujillo,  on  the  north 
coast,  to  Olanchito,  in  the  Department  of  Olancho,  and  from  the  town 
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of  CHiitarraiias.  in  tho  Department  of  'I'ejruei^falpa.  to  the  (lulf  of  Fon- 
seea.  The  total  leiifrth  of  tliest*  lines  may  he  approximated  at  ">(X) 
miles. 

“Concessions  have  been  granted  to  Albert  Miller  and  William 
Haylock  for  cutting  mahogany  and  c(‘dar  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Patiica 
and  Sicrir  rivers  and  in  the  district  of  Moscpiitia.  resiiectively. 

“All  these  concessions  carry  with  tln'in  the  right  and  privilege  to 
enter,  free  of  duty,  any  and  all  machinery,  materials,  and  supplies 
which  shall  he  reipiired  in  the  prosecution  of  the  enterprise.  i 

“money. 

“The  huying  power  of  the  and  even  the  silver  suhcoins, 

remains  stationary.  'I'he  fall  in  the  price  of  silver  early  in  the  year 
1903  made  no  apparent  change  in  the  selling  of  exchange  to  merchants, 
the  rate  of  1.50  per  cent  premium  remaining  at  that  point.  But  with 
the  rise  of  silver  to  its  former  price  when  exchange  hecame  established  ' 
at  1.50  per  cent,  there  came  a  drop  in  exchange  tt)  140  per  cent,  and 
at  the  Banco  de  Honduras  to  132  per  cent  premium  on  purchases  by 
that  institution  Exchange  is  always  mori?  favorable  among  the  mer¬ 
chants  than  at  the  br.nk,  though  in  neither  case  does  there  seem  to  l)e 
a  reason  for  the  setting  ol'  arbitrary  figures  not  at  all  in  conformity 
to  the  rise  and  fall  in  silver. 

“  There  is  no  gold  money  in  circulation,  nor  is  United  States  cur¬ 
rency  current.  Paper  money’  is  issued  by  the  bank  and  circulates  at 
par  with  the  silver The  Banco  dc  Iftnuhirax  is  a  private  institu¬ 
tion.  The  exchange  valuation  of  the  Honduranean  jnxo  is  41ii  cents 
in  United  Shiti's  currency. 

“In  the  National  Mint  in  Tegucigalpa  were  coined  during  the  fiscal 
year  1901-2,  27,329.75  jnxox  worth  of  silver,  end  590  ^hxos  worth  of 
centavos  in  copper. 

“Interest  on  loans  is  calculated  at  2  ix'r  cent  per  month,  the  interest 
compounding  from  month  to  month. 

“An  excellent  opportunity’ exists  for  the  establishmei  t  in ’I'eguci- 
galpa  of  a  bank  run  on  a  fair  business  basis.  In  the  <piarter  ending 
December,  1902,  the  receipts  from  exchange  was  1.933.94  pesos;  from 
interest  and  discounts,  42,334.43  pcxox;  from  commissions  on  various 
deals,  2.295..54;  making  a  total  of  43, .593.01.  The  disbursements  dur¬ 
ing  the  same  quarter  were  to  the  amount  of  12,t543. 73  leaving 
a  net  profit  to  the  bank  of  33,!>52.25  pexo»  in  three  months.  Few 
toM’iis  of  12,0(M»  inhabitants  in  the  United  State-  can  show  a  l»etter 
balance  for  three  months’  business. 

“  COMMERCIAL  TRAVELERS. 

“Commercial  travelers  need  no  licensi*  to  transact  business  in  Hon¬ 
duras.  They  should  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  Spaiiish  language 
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and  above  all  .should  understand  the  characteristics  and  jK'culiarities 
of  these  people.  Merchants  and  dealer's  transact  business  leisurely — 
even  in  the  largest  importing  houses  where  there  is  much  to  do.  No 
one  is  in  a  hurry  to  make  or  spend  money.  A  full  line  of  samples  is 
indispen.sable;  buyers  will  not  consult  catalogues  and  circulars,  nor 
will  they  purchase  on  trial.  The  goods  and  articles  must  be  placeil 
within  their  jrower  to  examine.  Long  credits  do  not  prevail  because 
business  is  done  on  r-ash  payments  by  small  buyers,  and  the  merchants 
are  not  willing  to  pay  heavy  interest  on  their  bills  of  goods. 

‘•(’ommercial  travelers,  by  coming  here,  have  the  opjxrrtunity  to 
examine  and  make  a  study  of  business  and  trade  conditions  which  will 
aid  them  materially  in  giving  directitms  to  their  houses  in  the  matter 
of  packing,  forwarding,  and  arranging  their  gcMKls  to  enter  the  cu.s- 
toins-liousc  with  the  least  expense  |K)ssi}>le.  They  are  enabled  also 
after  personal  interview  with  merchants  here  to  give  explicit  informa¬ 
tion  to  their  establishments  on  the  (jualitv,  style,  and  patterns  of 
goods  and  articles  in  their  res\)ective  lines. 

“the  tariff  AM)  IMRT  t'HARGE.S. 

“Duties  are  levied  by  the  half  kilogram  (1.1  |K)und.s)  on  the  gross 
weight  of  merchandise.  It  liehooves  our  exiK)rters  to  jiack  their  goods 
as  carefully,  securely,  and  strongly  as  |)ossible,  to  avoid  heavy  duties 
on  their  imjKU'tations  to  this  country  and  the  consequent  prohibitive 
selling  prices  which  greatly  atfect  the  sale  of  our  merchandise.  Take 
silk  for  example.  The  duty  is  3  per  jK)und;  if  the  wrapping 

weighs  another  pound  the  duty  leviixl  will  l)e  ♦>  in  all.  (ioods 

shoidd  be  pai'ked  not  oidy  to  minimize  the  wrapper  weight,  but  also 
to  withstand  the  cutting  and  crushing  force  of  the  lasso  which  binds 
the  cargo  on  the  pack  .saddle. 

“The  tariff  has  been  amended  by  two  decrees,  the  tirst  jx'rmitting 
each  pharmacist  to  enter  30  gallons  of  alcohol  (duty,  3  jhxo,s  per  one- 
half  kilogram)  as  medicine  (duty,  50  (rnfuroft  per  one-half  kilogram), 
and  to  1h‘  used  as  such,  and  chemically  pure;  the  second  lowering  the 
duty  66f(  per  cent  on  candles  of  stearine,  wax,  and  tallow. 

“This  latter  amendment,  removing  in  part  the  duties  on  candles,  is 
interesting  in  view  of  the  fact  that  two  days  before  (.’ongress  had 
granted  a  candle-making  mono|K)ly  to  Mr.  ('hri.stmas,  an  .\merican. 

“On  every  j)ackage  or  bale  of  merchandi.se  uidoaded  at  a  port  of 
entry  in  Honduras  there  must  lie  paid  certain  tixed  port  charges  in 
addition  to  the  cu.stoms  duties  and  the  commission  merchant's  fees.

“  During  that  fiscal  year  !>S7  steamers,  ID  hrigantines,  747  schooners, 

HO.-)  sloops.  3  ysichts,  13  small  boats,  212  canoes,  and  2  fishing  ve.s.sel8 
arrived  tit  the  ports  named.  The  total  registered  tonnage  was  87(),32‘2, 
and  of  this  the  steamer  tonnagi*  reached  a  total  of  820,275. 

“trade. 

“This  district  has  experienced  a  great  decrease  in  the  volume  of 
husine.ss,  owing  to  the  revolution  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The 
mercantile  pursuits  are  nearly  all  in  the  control  of  native.s,  there 
iHMiig  only  a  few  foreigners  ((jermans)  with  large  stores.  The  ship¬ 
ping  of  imports  at  the  {)ort  of  Amapala  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
Germans,  who  conduct  all  the  great  commission  hou.ses.  Each  one 
of  these  does  a  very  profitable  busine.ss. 
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“  Wc  can  not  expect  to  increase  our  market  in  tins  district  until  we 
can  overcome  the  excessive  entry  exptmse  at  the  |K)rts,  which  compels 
merchants  liere  in  sellinjf  at  pri«'es  which  are  l)eyond  the  rea*-h  of  the 
common  people.  American  floods  are  much  soujjht  for  and  their 
qualities  duly  recojrnized.  hut  their  prices  are  prohibitive  to  the  large 
majority  of  the  public  which  in  general  is  very  jKK)r.  It  will  Im 
readily  gnintnl  that  even  in  the  United  States  there  are  few  |K*rsons 
who  coidd  afford  to  buy  flour  at  the  rate  of  |M*r  oO  |M)unds;  the 

same  ln)lds  triu'  of  other  merchandise.  Only  the  mo.st  inferior  class 
of  all  kinds  of  nnu'chandise  can  1h‘  sold  cheap  enough  to  reach  the 
ffeneral  public.  Under  more  favorable  conditions  a  great  market 
could  be  established  here  for  American  cotton  fabrics  and  genenil 
merchandise.  Our  goixls  iuhhI  no  advertisement  to  .sell,  they  are 
simply  beyond  reach  «)f  most  buyers.  Nor  do  the  |)<*ople  of  this  dis¬ 
trict  reejuire  \M‘culiar  widths  or  patterns.  Implements  and  tools  of 
all  kinds  iised  in  manufacture  or  agriculture  should  find  a  ready  side  if 
properly  brought  to  public-notice;  that  is.  by  pnictical  demonstration 
of  tlndr  usefulne.ss.  and  provKhnl  always  that  they  can  Im-  sold  at  a 
price  within  the  means  of  the  jH'ople.  American  hardware  and  farm 
implements  are  not  so  well  known  as  our  other  merchandise.

‘•N'o  .statistics.  l»y  quarters,  of  the  ])receding  year  are  at  hand,  but 
the  proportion  of  the  first  cpiarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  if  maintained 
through  the  next  three  (piarters,  will  show  a  marked  falling  off  in  the 
volume  of  trade.  For  the  previous  year  the  importations  amounted 
to  1^,377,  IfJl. 42.  and  at  the  jvresent  ratio  the  total  imjwrtations  will 
reach  to  only  !?4,082,o0(4. 

“It  would  seem  that  the  unsettled  interior  condition  of  Honduras 
was  foreseen  and  shipments  held  back  in  view  of  it.  Nevertheless,  the 
proportion  of  importations  as  compared  with  the  ])receding  year  is  fair. 

“The  exportations  of  116*1-2  amounted  to  ^♦».17<*,3.53.27,  and  for  the 
first  (piarter  of  1902-3  to  i?l,4.'»4,<*79.32.  At  this  ratio  the  exporta¬ 
tions  for  the  full  ti.scal  year  1902-3  shoidd  approximate  §*),00(*,(KX), 
which  is  only  i!4^,170,0(M*  le.ss  than  for  the  year  preceding.  This  show- 
I  ing  is  e.xcellent,  considering  that  the  period  1901-2  was  a  banner  year 
for  the  commerce  of  Honduras  and  that  the  approach  of  internal 
change's  of  administration  in  the  fall  of  1902  did  much  to  discourage 
activity  in  trade  with  foreign  countries. 

“The  United  States  leads  the  list  of  imj)orting  nations,  having 
entered  imports  to  the  value  of  83**9,977.88  gold,  or  alK>ut  79  per  cent 
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of  all  the  importations,  payinjr  thereon  72  per  cent  of  all  the  revenue 
received. 

“The  United  States  rec-eived  also  from  Honduras  the  j^reat  bulk  of 
the  exports,  amounting'  to  !j'347..570. 78  ^old,  or  about  6o  per  cent  of 
the  total,  thus  maintaining  her  averajje.  Knjfland  follows  the  United 
States  in  value  of  imports,  and  (iermuny  obtains  all  the  shipment  of 
merchandise  destined  for  Kurope.  if  we  except  consignments  to  British 
Honduras,  which  may  be  traiisshipp»‘d  ultimately  to  Kngland. 

‘'The  exportation  of  fruit,  nearly  all  of  which  is  shipped  to  the 
Unib'd  States,  on  the  basis  of  the  ligurcs  of  the  first  (piarter  of  lb02-3. 
.should  give  an  enormous  increase  in  this  industry,  corresj)onding  to 
about  40  j)(*r  cent.  The  value,  of  cotlec  ex|M)rtation  has  declined  to  a 
consulenible  degree,  and  this  is  tiue  also  of  rubber.  These  last  con¬ 
ditions  are  due  to  the  circumstance  of  low  prices  oittained  and  the 
fact  that  the  growing  of  cotl'ee  and  rubl»er  trees  is  at  present  largely 
a  native  enterpri.se,  c'onducted  without  a  view  to  commercial  necessity. 

“Of  the  ports  of  entry,  Amapala  on  the  Bay  of  Fonseca  (Pacific,  is 
the  leading  one,  l>eing  the  ocean  terminal  of  the  great  highway  to 
Tegucigalpa,  the  capital,  and  of  the  other  large  cities  in  the  interior. 
Amapala  is  six  days  by  .sea  fnan  Panama  and  sixteen  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco;  but  these  periods  include  days  allowed  for  a  number  of  stops  at 
various  ports,  both  north  and  .south. 

“Puerto  Cortes  is  the  most  important  harbor  on  the  Caribbean  Sea. 
and  does  a  thriving  busine.ss  in  the  expoi  tation  of  fruits.  The  imports 
consist  mainly’  of  merchandise  for  the  towns  along  the  line  of  the  rail¬ 
road,  which  extends  inland  as  far  as  Pimienta,  .some  ttu  miles  from 
Puerto  Cortes. 

“  By  ‘  free  imports,*  mentioned  ladow,  is  meant  such  imixjrts  as  are 
admitted  free  of  duty  under  stipulation  or  concessionary’  rights.

The  following  table,  puhlishetl  in  the  “  Mexican  .lournal  of  Com¬ 
merce,"  of  Octolx'r  1,  1!M»3,  shows  the  custom-house  revenues  of  the 
Federal  (lovernment  during  the  month  of  July, 

The  collections  for  ordinary  import  duties  are  given  separately  for 
each  custom-house  and  those  for  extra  import  duties,  export  duties, 
port  dues,  and  arrears  in  the  aggregate. 

The  total  is  near  to  the  $3,000,(MM)  mark,  though  July,  the  first 
month  of  the  fiscal  year,  is  always  a  month  in  which  importations 
shade  otl'  to  a  certain  extent. 

Moreover  the  rate  of  exchange  on  which  the  sliding  scale  of  the 
extni  import  duties  was  adjusted  in  July  was  lower  than  in  previous 
months,  thus  atiecting  the  extra  collections.

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ESTABLISHMENT  OF  AN  INDUSTRIAL  TECHNOLOGICAL  MUSEUM. 

Tlu*  pur|X).s<*s  jiiul  dutie.s  of  th(‘  Industrial  'IVfhnolojfical  Museum, 
recently  established  in  the  City  of  Mexico  by  the  Federal  (loveriiment, 
are  as  follows: 

1.  To  collect  samples  of  the  mineral,  vejretalile,  and  animal  raw 
materials  which  are  found  in  the  country,  to  l>e  supplied  by  their  pro¬ 
ducers  or  exploiters,  tojyether  with  all  the  data  |M>ssible  conceruiiifr 
their  use,  rejyardless  of  whether  the  mat(' rials  can  be  employed  in  domes¬ 
tic  or  foreign  industries.  These  .samples  will  be  kept  on  exhibition 
permanently. 

2.  To  place  beside  each  special  series  of  raw  materials  pictures  show¬ 
ing  the  manufactures  to  be  made  therefrom,  both  in  the  domestic  and 
foreign  markets  where  they  are  consumed,  and  lists  of  the  commission 
merchants  and  commercial  houses  which  handle  these  manufactured 
products, 

3.  To  make  geographic  charts  of  the  Kepublic.  showdng,  by  meaas 
of  conventional  colors,  the  sections  of  the  country  where  the  various 
groups  of  raw  materials  are  cultivated  or  prcxluced. 

4.  To  have  on  exhibition  a  map  of  the  Kepublic.  which  shall  always 
Ih*  kept  up  to  date,  and  on  which  shall  Im'  indicated  with  exactitude 
the  various  transjuirtation  routes — maritime,  idver,  etc. 

5.  To  collect  data  for  the  information  of  the  public  relative  to  the 
rates  of  freight  from  the  place  of  production  to  any  point  in  the 
country  or  abroad,  and  also  the  cu.stonis  duties  which  the  raw  materials 
pay  upon  importation  into  any  country  which  consumes  them. 

t).  To  establish  in  the  same  (juarters  a  ‘‘technological  library,” con¬ 
taining  the  most  minuteh’  specialized  catalogue.s,  with  their  prices,  of 
the  principal  factories  of  all  nations,  and  esjH'cially  of  the  manufac¬ 
tories  of  the  machinery  emphn’ed  in  converting  the  raw  materials  pro¬ 
duced  bj’  this  countr}'  into  the  Ix'st  finished  products.  'Phis  library  is 
to  l>e  kept  up  to  date — that  is  to  say,  pains  will  be  taken  to  secure 
continuously  the  last  editions  of  every  catalogue.  The  classification 
to  be  adopted  shall  Ik*  practical,  and  one  admitting  of  easy  consultation. 

The  museum  is  to  furnish  applicants,  free  of  charge,  with  all  the 
data  it  pos.sesses  about  prices,  places  of  production,  producers,  and 
freight  on  raw  material,  and  with  the  data  alxnit  manufacturers  of 
machineiy.  Producers  or  manufacturers  can,  under  certain  regula¬ 
tions,  place  therein  samples  or  catalogues  for  distribution.  'I’he 
librar\’  and  services  of  translation  of  its  catalogues  will  be  free. 
The  museum  is  to  publish  and  distribute  free  its  own  catalogue  of  the 
raw  materials  on  exhibition,  giving  the  name  of  the  material,  name 
and  address  of  the  producer,  place  of  production,  ((uantit}’  that  can  lie 
produced,  price  at  the  place  of  production,  cost  of  transportation  to 
the  nearest  railway  station,  and  the  principal  uses  of  the  raw  material. 
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RATE  OF  EXCHANGE  IN  NOVEMBER. 

I'ho  Tn'asurv  IVpartinont  of  the  Moxican  Kopuhlir  ha.'<  aiuioun;-cd 
through  the  Diario  OpVtaf''  that  in  aocordanee  with  article  3  of  the 
decree  of  Noveinl>er  25,  1302,  the  rate  of  exchange  for  liquidating 
the  inqjort  duties  on  merchandise  entering  the  maritime  and  frontier 
custom-houses  during  the  month  of  Novemlier  will  Ik*  220  per  cent, 
that  l>eing  the  result  of  the  calculations  made  l>y  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment.  ha.sed  on  the  avemge  of  the  rates  at  which  Imnks  in  the  capital 
sold  exchange  on  New  York  at  sight  from  October  I  to  25, 

The  "Dinrin  Op'dal"  also  publishes  the  usual  communication  to  the 
Director  of  the  Mints  from  Assistant  Secretary  Nunez,  stating  that 
the  commercial  value  of  the  kilogram  of  gold  in  silver  coin,  on  w'hich 
to  calculate  during  the  month  of  November  the  3  per  cent  for  the 
stanq)  tax  and  the  2  per  cent  for  the  coinage  tax  in  conformity  with 
the  decree  of  Noveml>er  2t>,  ltt02,  is  !^l,472,o7,  which  results  from  the 
factor  multiplied  with  (>75,41d,  the  value  as.signed  by  the  monetary 
law  to  1  kilogram  of  gold  by  217, 5>5,  the  average  of  the  rate  of 
exchange  on  New  York  during  the  tirst  twenty-tive  days  of  the  month 
of  Octolier, 

MONETARY  MOVEMENT. 

The  statistics  of  the  movement  of  Mexican  dollars  in  Manila  during 
JuiH*.  duly,  .Vugust,  and  Septemlier,  ISM)3,  as  published  in  the  Mexi¬ 
can  Herald”  of  Octoln'r  21,  1903,  show  the  following  figures:

I’p  to  Octolier  9  there  were  no 
iinjM)rt.s,  while  the  exports  amounted  to  S;159,(M)0.  During  this  period 
the  exports  of  Mexican  dollars  exceeded  the  imports  by  S7, 240,248. 
.\  conservative  estimate  of  the  total  amount  of  Mexican  silver  in  the 
whole  archipelago  does  not  exceed  S5,0<K),(X)0. 

COPPER  EXPORTS.  FIRST  NINE  MONTHS  OF  1903. 

According  to  figures  published  in  the  “  Mexican  Herald”  of  October 
21,  1903,  Mexico  exiiorted  during  the  tirst  nine  months  of  1903,  to 
Liverpool  and  South  Wales  7,525  tons  of  copp<*r,  again.st  0,235  tons 
in  the  .same  months  in  1902;  and  to  Havre  2,505  tons  in  1903,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  4,505  tons  during  the  same  ]ieriod  in  1902. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  TRADE  RELATIONS  WITH  AUSTRIA- 
HUNGARY. 

In  furtherance  of  the  design  to  promote  intertrade  relations  between 
the  Mexican  Republic  and  the  Au.stro-Hungarian  F^mpire,  the  French 
Charge  d'Affaires  at  Mexico  City  re|H>rts  that  the  establishment  of  a 
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direct  line  of  steamers  between  the  two  cmuitries  in  reference  is 
expected  to  j(ive  a  g’reat  iinpcdus  to  the  pnrjiose.  A  proposal  is  on 
foot  for  the  formation  of  an  Aiistro-Mexican  commercial  compan\'  in 
Trieste,  manag'ed  jointly  hy  a  Mexican  merchant  and  hy  the  head  of  an 
exporting  house  in  Trieste,  which,  it  is  anticipated,  will  he  subsidized 
by  the  Austrian  (Tovernment.  In  Vienna  a  Mexican  agency,  together 
with  a  commercial  museum,  will  lie  established  in  cooperation.  4'he 
Austrian  manufactures  which  will  Ik?  exhibited  at  Mexico  are  to  include 
furniture,  vehicles,  pianos,  porcelain,  glassware,  gloves,  fancy  goods, 
etc.,  and  wines,  beers,  mineral  waters,  drugs,  and  chemicals. 

The  “Mexican  Investor”  for  October  17,  lh03,  reiK)rts  that  on 
October  a  meeting  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  colony  of  Mexico  was 
held  in  the  City  of  Mexico,  when  a  committee  was  appointed  to  dmft 
by-laws  for  a  commercial  asscndation.  On  October  15  a  second  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  members  of  the  colony  was  held  at  which  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  the  representative  men  of  the  colony.  Following  is  a 
bi’ief  synopsis  of  the  by-laws  and  proceedings  held  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Austro-Hungarian  lA'gation. 

The  name  selected  was  the  Austro-Hungarian  C'ommercial  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  object  of  which  is  to  increase  the  commercial  business 
lK?tween  the  Kepublic  of  Mexico  and  the  Austro- 1 1 ungjirian  Kmpire, 
and  to  use  the  Ix’st  available  means  tt)  promote  emigration  from 
Austria-Hungary  to  Mexico. 

To  supply  accurate  information  to  the  residents  of  Austria-Hungary 
as  to  the  climate,  soil,  agriculture,  imports  and  exports  of  raw  and 
manufactured  material,  and  esjx'cially  of  the  land  laws  of  the  Ucpub- 
lic,  and  to  answer  all  *[uestions  coming  from  residi'iits  of  every  class 
in  the  Panpire.  'I'o  supply  importers  and  exporters  in  Mexico  with 
the  most  authentic  data  as  to  the  imp<irts  and  manufactures  of 
Austria-Hungiiry. 

The  financial  year  of  the  Association  was  fixed  to  begin  Octoln'r  1 
and  end  September  80.  All  natives  of  Austria-Hungary  are  eligible 
to  membership,  provided  they  pay  the  yearl}’  membership  fee  in 
advance.  I'he  annual  subscription  to  the  Association  for  residents  of 
Mexico  is  $15,  and  for  residents  of  the  Kmpire,  4u  crowns. 

The  affairs  of  the  Association  are  to  be  managed  by  live  officers,  who 
hold  office  for  three  years.  The  Austro-Hungarian  Minister  to  Mexico 
is  to  be  permanent  honorary  President  of  the  Association,  and  the 
directors  elected  must  be  approved  by  him. 

On  September  8d  of  each  year  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
members  will  lie  held,  when  the  directors  will  submit  their  annual 
financial  statement  and  reports  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 
The  holding  of  a  special  meeting  can  be  reipiested  by  one-half  of  the 
memlK?rs  residing  in  Mexico. 

The  officers  elected  for  the  next  three  years  are:  President,  Franz 
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Nfxc.ebal’er;  Vico-Prosidciit,  A.  SAUERSfniNio;  First  Secretary, 
Edward  Hoefijcii;  Second  S'cretarv,  Alexander  Paczka;  Treas¬ 
urer,  J.  Lorenz.

I  TRADE  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  trade  of  the  Pnited  States  witli  Mexico  continues  to  increase, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  tlie  commerce  for  P.>02  set  a  new  record 
In  the  j-ear  ended  June  Mo,  P.tO.S,  the  value  of  goods  imported  from 
Mexico  amounted  to  5^1,813,711,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  .she  pur- 
I  chased  from  United  States  merchants  ^2,2.*)7,  lot;  wortli.  According 
I  to  the  latest  available  Mexican  statistics,  alxnit  60  per  cent  of  the  total 
value  of  goods  imported  by  that  country  in  the  ti.scal  year  1002  came 
I  from  the  United  States,  as  compared  with  a  little  over  .5.5  per  cent  in 
1890.  Of  the  go<Kls  exported  from  Mexico  the  United  States  took 
alnnit  SO  per  cent  in  1902  and  alKiut  6S  |)er  cent  in  1S90. 

The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  United  States  exports  to  and 
imiK)rts  from  Mexico  at  decennial  periods  from  IS.50  to  19(M»,  and 
annually  from  that  tlate:

This  table,  shows  that  while  United  Stiites  commerce  with  Mexico 
varies  considerably,  the  trade  in  lH)th  directions  has  more  than  main¬ 
tained  its  .satisfactory  volume. 
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('opjx'r  and  vnjjctahlo  HIhms  form  tin*  larjrost  individual  itniiis  of  I 
I'nitod  SUitos  imports  from  Mexico,  and  iron  and  sto(d  products  con-  I 
Vititutc  tin*  larj^cst  exports  to  that  country  from  the  United  States. 
Detaih'd  statistics  for  1B08  are  not  yet  available,  but  in  1902  United 
States  imix)rts  of  copiM*r  or(*  and  rejjulus  were  almost  S10,0<M>,(MK»,  as 
compared  with  less  than  $100,000  in  1892;  imports  of  piffs,  bars, 
injfots,  etc.,  of  cop])er  increas(*d  in  the  same  time  from  Ss4.(M)0  to 
nejirly  $8,7o<i,000.  In  1892  no  copper  ore  was  exported  to  Mexico, 
but  in  1!>02  nearly  $7<M>,000  worth  was  .so  exported.  Of  unmanufac¬ 
tured  vecfetal)le  fibers  (mainly  sisal  jrrass)  United  States  iiujiorts  ' 
increased  from  $r),.">(M»,0(K)  to  over  $12,(K>o,(M)o,  while  of  the  manufac¬ 
tures  of  these  materials,  imports  increased  from  $d,(K»o  to  nearly 
$t!r)0.(MM»,  and  the  exports  from  $.‘>8,000  to  $22S,(M)0.  Hides  and  skins 
were  imported  to  the  value  of  nearlv  S8,r)00,(M»0  in  1902 — more  than 
double  the  1892  value — while  of  leather  and  its  manufactures  the  . 
value  of  exports  increa.sed  from  $t)l,(HK)  to  $Sl8,0(t0.  Imports  of  cof¬ 
fee  fell  otf  durinjf  the  decade  from  over  $4,000,000  to  less  tlmn 
$8.(M»o,000. 

Kx]X)rts  of  ii-on  and  st(‘el  not  onlv  constitute  the  larjrest  item  of 
trade  between  Mexico  and  the  United  Stat»*s.  but  show  the  largest 
growth  in  the  last  ten  years,  exports  of  machinery  alone  increasing 
from  about  $1,‘>(»0,000  to  over  $7,000,OtM).  Other  itmus  which  show 
large  gains  are  breadsturt's,  vehicles,  chemicals,  coal  and  coke,  copper 
ore,  vegetable  oils,  and  luml)er.

rnitotl  Sbitos  (.’on.sul  (iO'ITSchalk,  of  San  .Itian  dt'l  Norte,  Niea- 
rajriiii,  in  hi.s  reitort  of  Aujrust  27,  IHtW,  .smit  to  the  DeiMirtment  of 
Coinineree  and  LalM)rof  the  Tnited  States,  furnishes  a  lar«;c  ainotint  of 
vahiahle  inforination  on  the  snhjeet  of  jfold  mines  in  the  eastern  jtart 
of  the  Republic  of  Nicartijfua.  A  part  of  this  rejtort,  devoted  to  the 
hisl«»rv  of  the  early  gohl  tindin^s  in  the  Republic,  is  very  interestinj; 
and  is  herewith  reprtxluced: 

•’A  jrlance  at  the  exixtrtations  of  ijold  from  the  ixtrt  of  Hluetields 
alone  dtirinjr  the  past  three  years  will  show  that  not  only  has  the 
eastern  coast  of  Nicarajrua  a  valid  claim  to  be  known  as  a  gold-bearinjr 
rcjrion,  but  that  the  gradual  and  steady  increase  in  the  exportations  of 
the  pnxluct  since  llMMl  indicates  a  very  systematic  development  of  the 
gold  fields  in  <|uestion  a  development  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any 
other  jrold-pr(xlucing  section  of  the  country.

or  groups  of  mines  in  the  course  of  development,  many  of  which  have 
already  reached  the  ix>int  where,  aft»“r  all  the  heavy  exjM'ii.se  of  instal- 
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latiun  has  horn  jfono  thronj^h,  tho  owiiors  soo  hoforo  thorn  the  prospoot 
of  oortaiii  roiiiunoration.  Fiio  roi^ioiis  in  (piostion  are  locally  known 
as  follows:  Pispis,  Tunki,  Sinna.  Coco  (or  Wanks),  Cuicninita.  Pio 
(Jrando,  and  La  (iinpora  (or  “El  Mico"  region). 

“Tho  labor  employed  in  the  mines  of  this  j)art  of  the  country  is  of 
four  classes,  namely : 

“1.  Mos(|uito  and  other  Indians,  for  making  trails,  felling  timber, 
and  machete  work  in  general. 

“2.  English-speaking  coast  negroes,  or  half-breeds,  commonly 
known  as  ‘coast  creoles,*  for  work  underground. 

‘‘3.  Nicaraguans  from  the  interior,  for  the  same  pui’pose. 

“4.  Foreigners  (whites),  as  section  Ikxsscs,  commissaries,  for  tim¬ 
bering,  and  for  other  skilled  labor. 

“These  four  classes  of  labor  are  all  paid  in  Central  American  silver 
(1  peso  or  ‘sol*  being  etpial  to  38.4  cents  in  I’nited  States  currency), 
and  laborers  earn,  respect iveh',  by  the  day,  by  classi's  I,  2,  3,  and  4, 
1  sol  (38.4  cents),  1.50  soles  (57.6  cents),  1..50  soles,  and  5  to  7  soles 
($1.02  to  $2.60)  and  food,  which  must  always  be  furnished  them  by 
the  mine. 

The  i)av  of  laborers  as  tpioted  above  dirters  materially  from  the 
wages  usually  giv(‘n  in  the  interior  (mines  of  Chontales.  Segovia,  and 
other  Departnumts).  As  in  the  interior,  lalM)rersare  ‘matriculated*— 
that  is  to  say,  an*  engag(*d  for  a  term  of  months  under  a  sort  of  ‘peon¬ 
age’  system,  the  local  military  authorities  enfolding  their  fultillment 
of  the  contract  with  their  emplov'er  whenever  nec(*ssarv.  It  is  cus¬ 
tomary  to  pay  them  an  ‘advance’  upon  engaging  them-  a  sum  usually 
less  than  one-half  the  lirst  month's  wages, 

“Water  power  is  easily  available  in  eastern  Nicamgua,  the  country 
b(‘ing  little  moie  than  a  network  of  rivers  and  their  tributaries.  The 
climate,  although  not  unhealthy,  is  rainy  almost  throughout  the  year, 
and  there  is  no  fear  of  sudden  drought  causing  the  rivers  to  run  dry, 
as  in  so  many’  othei’  subtropical  ri'gions. 

“The  country  is  thickly  wooded  and  excellent  tind)er  aluninds  for 
purposes  both  of  lumbering  and  fuel — lignum-vita*,  ‘palo  maria,’ 
sapodilla  (often  calhsl  ‘ bullet  wood*),  red  cedar,  bastard  «-edar,  ‘man 
wockI’  or  palo  cortez,  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention 

‘‘The  Tunki  region  is  reached  by  the  following  itinerary:  From 
liluetields  to  Prinzapolka  Har  by  sea;  ascend  the  Prinzapolka  Hiver; 
enter  and  ascend  Hambano  past  its  first  important  tributary,  the 
Oknmwass,  to  the  p()int  where  the  river  forks  intoTunki  and  'runkibin. 

“The  chief  mines  in  this  region  are  the  Bonanza,  the  Nej)tune,  and 
th(‘  Atlas. 

‘‘The  Bonanza  mine,  which  is  situated  on  a  creek  of  the  Tunki 
Piver,  has  been  running  for  the  i)ast  three  years,  with  an  output 
which  has  averaged  some  $75,(»0(i  jx'r  yt'ar.  Since  early  June  the 
mine  has  b(‘en  running  with  six  3A-foot  Huntington  mills. 
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•*’l'ho  Atlas  was  found  in  lS!t4  and  j)rotital)ly  worked  for  some  time. 
A  Hve-stamp  mill  was  put  in. 

“Not  far  fi’oni  hero,  on  the  Okumwass  River,  is  the  Minnesota 
mine.  This  mine  is  worked  with  a  3i-foot  Huntinjrton  mill,  and  has 
an  output  of  3G  to  .50  ounces  of  j^old  ]H'r  month.  For  lack  of  capital 
the  mine  is  beinj;  worked  with  a  plant  insufficient  to  exploit  its  full 
resources. 


“In  the  same  region  is  (iradis  mine,  a  property  of  excellent  repu¬ 
tation. 

“Following  is  the  itineniry  to  reach  the  Pispis  region:  From  Hlue- 
ticlds  to  Prinza|X)lka  liar  hy  sea;  ascend  PrinzajK>lka  River  to  liam- 
Ijano;  ascend  liamhano. 

“'i'he  principal  mines  here  are  the  Siempre  Viva,  the  Con.stancia, 
the  Concordia,  the  San  Antonio,  the  Santo  Domingo,  and  the  Lone 
Star. 

“Of  this  region,  which  is  generally  regarded  as  the  richest  of  the 
entire  mining  section,  the  Lone  Star  mine  is  the  one  which  within  the 
past  y(*ar  has  attracted  most  widespread  attention.  On  April  1, 1903, 
the  mine  declared  a  dividend  of  !N^(),G0G. 

“The  Siempre  Viva  mine  is  another  of  impoilance.  Its  output  in 
IIMJG,  19(H,  and  1902  was  ^^22.229.22,  $31,077.87,  and  $31,301t.31, 
resj)«‘ctively,  and  during  the  first  five  months  of  1903,  $:34,lt!9.31. 
(The  mine  is  worked  hy  a  twenty-stamp  Fraser  &  Chalmers  mill.) 
“The  Constancia  mine  averaged  n'centlj’ about  $8  p«'r  ton  free  gold. 
‘‘'ITie  Concordia  mine,  discovered  in  1895,  is  working  two  five-stamp 
mills  and  averages  an  output  of  $5,000  jier  month. 

“Other  good  properties  near  by  are  San  Antonio  and  Santo 
'  Domingo. 

^  ‘“To  reach  the  Wawa  region  it  is  nece.ssary  to  take  the  following 
'  itineniry:  From  Rluetields  to  Wawa  Bar  by  sea;  then  a.scend  Wawa 
'  ’  Rivei-.

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‘•Wawa  River  for  20  miles  uj)  from  the  seacoast  flows  through  low¬ 
lands  ‘  tit  only  for  rice  growing,’  once  said  a  New  Orleans  rice  ex|)ert, 
although  no  rice  is  grown  there.  Al)out  40  miles  up  the  pine  lands 
begin  on  either  bank,  and  there  is  an  aliandoned  sawmill  there.  In 
1891-92  gold  was  found  about  7(»  miles  above  the  sawmill,  where  the 
foothills  liegin,  by  unknown  pros|)cctors. 

•‘The  Siuna  region  is  reached  by  the  following  itinerary:  Hluetields 
to  Pi  inzaixilka  Bar  by  sim;  a.scend  the  idver,  taking  the  left-hand  fork 
where  it  divides  into  Bambano  (on  the  right)  and  Prinzapolka  or 
Toongla  (on  the  left);  proceed  to  the  town  of  Wany;  thence  on  mule 
back  five  hours  to  Siuna. 

“La  Luz  y  Los  Angides  is  the  chief  mining  enterprise  of  this  region. 
In  January,  I9(t3,  it  (leclared  a  dividend  of  $21,428.57,  of  which  $6,428 
was  set  aside  to  form  a  reserve  fund  for  further  expen.ses.  (The 
equipment  of  the  mine  consists  of  two  S^-foot  Huntington  mills.)  Its 
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last  year's  output  is  {jiven  as  2,5*15.86  ounces,  valued  at  ^5*, 304.85*. 
Many  improvements,  amonj;  others  the  use  of  water  pow'er  instead  of 
steam  as  heretofore,  arc  under  way  in  the  installation,  and  the  mine  is 
certaiidy  one  of  those  in  the  country  which  should  have  an  assured 
future. 

•‘Other  mines  of  {jood  repute  in  this  rejjion  are  the  Buenaventura, 
the  property  of  Don  dose  I’izarro,  and  the  Santa  Hita. 

‘“LA  (JKUPmiA  (ou  >;l  mico)  ukoion. 

“The  itineniry  to  rea<-h  the  La Oruixu-.i  (or  KlMico)  refrion  is  as 
follows;  From  Bluetields  by  steamboat  up  the  Kseondido  Kiviu*  past 
the  town  of  Kama.  The  first  triluitarv  on  the  right  hand  is  tin*  Sicpiia 
and  tin*  second  the  Mico,  which  gives  the  region  its  name. 

•■This  mining  region  is  paidicularly  interesting,  and  is  perhaps  the 
most  wi(hdy  known  of  those  of  the  seaboard  Departments.  The  use 
of  the  so-called  ••cyanide  process’’  is  InMiig  studied. 

••The  Sajina,  Dos  Amigos,  Cecilia,  San  Fi-aneisco,  and  Sicpiia  are 
all  promising  claims,  whose  output  has  at  various  tinu-s  formed  the 
bulk  of  the  gold  exported  during  the  month  from  Bbu'Helds. 

•*  It  is  at  th<‘  Cecilia  that  in  all  j)robability  Nicaragua  will  for  the 
first  time  see  the  installation  of  the  much-talked-of  cyanide  ])rocess 
superseding  the  older  methods. 

••'Phe  Avork  done  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Coco  is  jirincipally 
placer;  the  same  applies  to  Kio  (Jrande,  which  has  been  mueh  less 
thoroughly  prospected. 

••La  Rosalia  and  the  Ilermandad  are  promising  (piartz  mines  in 
Cuicuinita  district,  both  the  property  of  Chinese  merchants  at  Blue- 
fields.  The  district  takes  its  name  from  the  Cuicuinita  Kiver,  one  of 
the  upper  branches  of  the  Prinzapolka.”

‘‘The  Soiiatt*  andlloust'  of  Kopiv.sentativesof  the Panij^uax’an Nation 
ill  (’oiigress  as.seinitl('d,  ro.solve  and  docreo: 

‘’“Article  1.  W’illiam  Eytox  isli(*roby  authori/ed  to  construct  for 
his  own  account  a  street  car  line  in  the  public  hij^hway,  which  runs 
from  the  railway  station  of  Arejrua  to  Lake  Ipacarai,  const ructint^  the 
road  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  said 
city. 

““Art.  ii.  Mr.  Eytox  may.  when  he  deems  jiroper,  extend  the  line 
from  the  station  to  the  town  of  Arejrua,  extendinjf  the  road  through 
the  streets  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  municipal 
corporation. 

““Art.  S.  If,  for  the  installation  of  switches  or  stations,  it  should  be 
necessary  to  use  lands  the  property  of  individuals,  these  shall  lie 
declared  of  public  utility,  and  therefore  subject  to  expropriation,  the 
payment  of  the  appraised  value  of  same  beinj^  for  account  of  Mr. 
hA'TON.  For  this  expropriation  vacant  municipal  lands  shall  lie  pre¬ 
ferred.” 

Art.  -i.  Mr.  Eytox  is  granted  the  right  of  the  free  importation  of 
rails  and  other  necessary  matcM’ials  intended  for  the  construction  of 
the  road,  as  well  as  of  the  necessary  rolling  stock,  and  exemption 
from  all  Federal  or  municipal  dues  for  a  |)eriod  of  twenty  years. 

Art.  5.  If  within  ninety  days  from  the  promulgation  of  the  present 
concession  Mr.  Eytox  should  not  have  commenced  the  construction 
of  the  road,  or  if  the  line  should  not  be  completed  within  the  sul)se 
cpient  six  months,  this  decree  shall  l»e  null  and  void  in  so  far  as  it 
refers  to  the  street  railway  from  Aregua  station  to  Lake  Ipacarai,  and 
Article  '2  shall  also  be  void  if  the  line  is  not  comjileted  within  twenty 
four  months  after  the  date  of  the  present  decree.

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MUNICIPAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Th(*  British  "*  Board  of  Trade  dournal,”  in  its  issue  of  October  1. 
lbU3,  states  that  the  work  which  has  been  ]M’ojeeted  some  time  for  the 
complete  drainage  of  the  city  of  Lima  u[)on  modern  principles  is  alxnit 
to  begin,  an  Ihiglish  engineer  having  arrived  some  months  ago  to 
superintend  it.  and  to  carry  out  the  ‘‘eanali/ation''’ of  the  river.  For 
these  public  works  a  loan  of  ^1,.500,(K»0  (United  States  gold)  has  been 
raised  in  New  York,  d'hc  work  will  of  course  necessitate  a  con« 
sidei-.iblc  outlay  for  pipes,  cement,  valves,  and  similar  apparatus,  as 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  authorities  to  have  it  carried  out  thoroughly 
well. 

COPPER. 

[Krimi  report  of  liopiirtiiu'iit  of  Kometito.] 

C'opper  is  very  abundant  on  the  coast  find  in  all  the  Andine 
region  of  Peru,  but  only  lately,  due  to  the  rise  in  price,  has  its  ex¬ 
ploitation  been  commenced  in  a  .systematic  manner.  True  copper 
veins,  containing  only  this  metal  atid  a  .small  proportion  of  silver  and 
gold,  are  found  in  considerable  numbers  on  the  coast,  but  up  to  the 
pre.sent  time  only  those  at  Pisco,  Ica,  Lomas,  and  UhimVtote  h:ive  been 
worked. 

Copper  ores  containing  sulphur,  arsenic,  and  antimony  are  the  ones 
found  in  greatest  almndance  in  the  Andine  region.  The  exploitation 
of  these  ores  Inis  iic(|uired  great  development  in  Cerro  de  Pa.sco  and 
Yauli,  the  production  in  IhOO  in  the  first  of  the  places  mentioned 
aggregating  more  than  5,500  tons  of  copper  ores.  The  richness  and 
extent  of  the  ores  discovered  in  Cajamarcii.  Iluancayo,  Andahuaylas. 
Cuzco,  Mofiuegua.  etc.,  have  attracted  the  attention  of  minei's. 

I'lie  investments  nnide  by  the  Pasco  Cop)X‘r  Company’,  iin  American 
corporation,  in  acapiiring  a  large  number  of  the  mines  of  Cerro  de 
Piisco,  which  for  the  moment  has  reduced  somewhat  the  exports  of 
copjx'r.  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  development  of  that 
famous  mining  zone.  The  exploitation  of  these  mines  bv  said  coni- 
pjinv.  togethi'r  with  the  working  of  the  neighboring  coal  mines  on  the 
large  scale  which  has  Ixx'n  phinned,  and  with  the  use  of  machinen 
and  mechanical  devices  intended  to  rejilace  the  work  accomplished  la 
horsepower,  together  with  the  establishment  and  operation  of  larire 
and  modernly  eiiuipped  smelters  and  reduction  works  which  will  tran> 
form  copper  or*'s  of  till  grades  into  bullion  fine,  is  a  pnictica! 
example  for  the  miners  of  the  country,  and  will  doubtless  contribntf 
in  a  very  effective  manner  to  the  develo{)ment  of  that  im|X)rtaiii 
section  of  the  mining  industry.

STATEMENT  OF  IMPORTS  AND  EX10RT8.

The  Consul  of  Cuba  at  Philadelphia  reports  that  during  the  month 
of  ()ctol)er,  15H)3,  IT  vessels  cleared  from  the  port  of  Philadelphia 
bound -for  the  Cuban  j)orts  of  Mabana,  (tibara,  Cardenas,  Santiago  de 
Cuba,  and  Caibarien,  carrying  tons  of  coal,  3:i,t5d4  cases  of 

crude  petroleum,  2,250  drums  of  calcium  carlxjnate,  a!ul  general 
merchandise.

FOREIGN  COMMERCE  IN  SEPTEMBER. 

Im|X)rts  were  brought  into  the  United  States  during  Septemlier  to 
the  value  of  a  decrea.se,  as  compared  with  the  imports  in 


1 
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September,  1902,  of  $5,789,200,  but  an  increase,  as  compsired  with  I 
September,  1901,  of  $151,120,533.  The  imports  in  August  were  I 
$S2,0.50,45-1,  or  $103,308  more  than  in  the  month  following.  f 

The  recent  falling  off  in  imports  has  1)0011  entirely  in  those  classes 
of  goods  which  are  subject  to  duty,  and  the  effect  on  the  receipts  of 
the  United  States  Treasury  has  therefore  been  considerable.  There 
has  recently  been  a  gain  in  imports  of  goods  which  are  free  of  duty. 

A  preliminary  statement  issued  by  the  liureau  of  Statistics  of  the 
Department  of  tbmmerce  and  Labor  gives  the  September  exports  as 
$110,332,325,  as  against  $89,440,457  in  August  and  $121,232,384  in 
September  of  last  year.  The  exports  last  month  were  lai’ger  than  | 
those  of  any  month  since  last  March,  when  the  total  amount  w’as  [ 
$132,093,964.  j 

The  imports  for  the  tirst  nine  months  of  the  present  year  were 
$758,930,379,  as  against  $702,149,644  in  the  same  period  of  last  year,  I 
and  the  exports  were  $989,264,199,  as  against  $943,161,484. 

The  value  of  the  dutiable  goods  brought  in  in  September  was 
$45,081,758,  as  compared  with  values  of  $51,245,890  in  September, 
1902,  and  $37,768,431  in  September,  19<»1.  The  increase  in  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  goods  free  of  duU'  is  shown  in  these  tigures:  $36,865,388 
last  month,  $36,490,456  in  September,  1902,  and  $29,058,382  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1901.

TRADE  IN  TROPICAL  PRODUCTS. 

The  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  through  its  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  reiKirts  the  value  of  the  tropical  and  subtropical  jinHluets 
brought  into  the  I’^nited  States  in  the  past  year  as  over  ^00,000,00*). 
In  1S95  the  value  of  this  chtss  of  merchandise  was  tmly  S300,UOO,0<M); 
in  1875,  lt'2<K),(M)0,OO0,  and  in  187**,  14o,0(M*,<M»O.  Thus  the  value  of 
the  tropical  products  brought  into  the  country  in  the  year  just  ended 
was  alxiut  three  times  as  much  as  in  1870,  twice  as  much  as  in  1875, 
and  one-third  more  than  in  181*5. 

Even  the.se  tigures  do  not  show  the  real  increase,  liecause  of  the  great 
reduction  in  prices  of  many  of  the  articles  forming  this  total.  The 
value  of  the  sugar  of  tropical  production  brought  into  the  country  in 
the  past  year,  for  instance,  was  !!'U*4.(HK),(M*<*,  against  !^70,**<*<>,(*00  in 
1870;  but  the  numlier  of  pounds  brought  in  from  the  tropics  last  \’ear 
was  more  than  four  times  as  much  as  in  1870. 

The  total  numlier  of  jxiunds  of  tropiral  sugar  bi-ought  into  the  coun¬ 
try  last  year  was  over  5,(H*0,<mk*,(MK),  including  that  from  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico,  whih*  the  numlx'r  of  [xxmds  imix)rt«xl  from  the  tropics 
in  1(S7(*  was  less  than  1.2.‘»0,(**M*,0<M*. 

The  value  »)f  the  cotfee  brought  in  la.st  year  was  ^‘>(i,t*00,fXM*,  as 
against  !i^24,«*00,(*(*<*  in  1870,  yet  the  tpiantity  la.st  year  was  l*23,0Ot*,O<M* 
pounds,  as  against  235,0*1<*,(***0  pounds  in  1870. 

The  500,00*1  jxiunds  of  silk  brought  in  in  1870  was  valued  at

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83,000,000,  while  the  15, 000, (MX*  jwunds  broutrht  in  last  year  were 
valued  at  about  850,000,(X)0. 

The  43,0(K),000  ix)unds  of  rice  brought  in  in  1870  was  valued  at 
8l,000,(KXi,  while  four  times  that  quantity  l)rought  in  last  year  was 
valued  at  83,000,000. 

The  47,000,000  pounds  of  tea  brought  in  in  1870  was  valued  at 
nearly  814,0(K),000,  while  the  108,000, (K»0  pounds  brought  in  last 
year  was  valued  at  less  than  810,000,000. 

The  average  cost  per  pound  of  the  sugar  brought  into  the  countn 
in  1870  was  about  5  cents,  while  the  average  cost  last  year,  includ- J 
ing  that  ])rought  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Kico,  was  about  2  cent 
per  pound.  In  India  rubber,  however,  conditons  arc  reversed,  the 
average  cost  per  pound  of  the  10.(KX),(XK.)  pounds  brought  in  in  1870 
being  about  36  cents  per  pound,  while  that  of  the  55,O00,0(X)  pound* 
brought  in  last  year  was  over  55  cents  per  pound. 

The  tropical  islands  of  the  United  States  contributed  nearly 
850,000,(XH)  worth  of  the  840O,(KX),O00  value  of  tropical  product* 
brought  into  the  country  last  year.  Over  826,(KX>,(XM)  of  this  was  from 
Hawaii,  more  than  8ll,00<),0O(>  worth  from  Porto  Kico,  and  more  that 
811.0(K>,0(H)  worth  from  the  Philippines.  In  1896  they  contributei 
8l9,(MM»,0(tO  worth  to  the  tropical  re{|uirements  of  the  country.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  INTERNATIONAL  EXCHANGE. 

The  report  of  the  United  State.8  Coiiimi.s.8K)ii  on  Intt'rnatioiial 
Exehanjre  wa.s  made  piiliiic  on  Oetoin'r  :i4,  l!Mi3,  at  the  Stati*  Ih'part- 
iiieiit  of  the  I’^nited  States.  This  Coniini.ssion  ivas  appointed  l»y  Presi¬ 
dent  Kimisevei.t  in  the  sprinjr  of  lJto3.  in  resjKinse  to  a  reijnest  from 
the  Governments  of  Mexico  and  C'hina  for  the  coopi'ration  of  tlie 
(Jovernment  of  the  United  States  in  sucii  measures  as  will  tend  to 
restore  and  maintain  a  tixed  relationship  between  the  inonevs  of  the 
gold-standard  countries  and  those  of  the  silver-usinj;  countries. 

The  memliers  of  the  Uommi.ssion  are  ^le.ssrs.  H.  II.  H.vxxa,  of 
Indianapolis,  Ciiakles  A.  C’onaxt,  of  the  Morton  Trust  Company  of 
New  York,  and  Prof.  Jkke.miaii  W.  .Iexks.  of  Cornell  Universit\'. 
The  Commis.sion  reports  that  it  visited  the  capitals  of  (treat  liritain, 
France,  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  iind  Kussia,  and  jiri'sented  to  tho,se 
countries  the  •general  subject  of  adopting  in  the  silver-using  countries 
a  currenc}'  system  based  upon  gold. 

They  directed  their  ivork  primarily  to  sei'uring  the  approval  of  the 
loading  powers  to  si  plan  for  a  gold-exchange  standard  in  C’hina,  but 
incidentally  asked  the  Euro])ean  powers  to  adopt  a  similar  system  in 
their  de|K>ndencies  in  the  Orient  and  to  adojit  a  coinage  unit  issued  in 
each  country  at  substantially  the  .same  ratio  to  gold. 

The  American  Commission  was  accompanied  on  its  tour  by  a  C'om- 
mission  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  sind  the  two  Commi.ssions  c<hhk' rated 
in  the  presentation  of  their  mission  to  the  Euro[H'an  ]K)wers.  A 
special  Commission  to  confer  with  them  was  appointed  by  the  CJovern- 
meiit  of  each  country  visited. 

The  Commission  summed  up  the  re.sults  of  the  consultation  with  the 
European  powers  in  the  following  terms: 

Bull.  No.  5 — 08 - 14 
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.•'The  representatives  of  all  the  powers  consulted,  as  has  already 
l)e('n  stated,  accepted,  in  a  j^eneral  way,  as  desinihle  and  pi’acticahle  the 
suyfjestion  made  by  the  (\)nimission  of  the  United  States,  The  charac¬ 
ter  of  these  approvals  warrants  the  statement  that  the  work  of  the 
Commission  up  to  this  time  has  been  entirely  successful.  Differences 
of  opinion  in  regard  to  details  were  naturally  encountered  at  different 
capitals,  but  they  wine  overcome  in  many  cases  by  mutual  discussion 
and  com])arison  of  \  iews, 

“Upon  the  soundness  of  the  general  proposition  laid  down  by  the 
Mexican  and  American  Commissions — that  the  adoption  of  a  gold- 
exchange  standard  in  the  present  silver-using  countries  would  greatly 
contribute  to  their  economie  progress — there  was  universsil  agreement 
at  every  Kuropean  capital  where  the  subject  was  presented, 

“There  was  agreement  uikui  the  principle  that  such  a  system  must 
involve  the  <-ontinned  larg'e  use  of  silver  coins  in  order  to  conform  to 
long‘-estal)lished  customs  and  existing  scales  of  value,  but  that  free 
coinagf'  of  silver  should  be  suspended  and  the  determination  of  the 
(luantity  of  the  coins  taken  under  the  control  of  the  state,  in  order 
that  nu'asnn's  might  lx;  promptly  taken  to  give  them  a  lixed  relation 
with  gold, 

••  Upf)n  tin*,  subject  of  the  introduction  of  a  uniform  gold-standard 
system  into  ('hina  there  was  unanimous  agreement  that  such  a  system 
would  1m*  d(*sirable  and  advantageous  both  to  ('hina  and  to  the  gold- 
standard  countries  which  have  large,  commercial  (h*alings  with  h(*r. 

“  'rims,  upon  the  ]»art  of  live  powers  -  (lermany.  Franca*,  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  Mc*xico.  and  the  United  States  there  was  agreement  that  the 
bc'st  metluMl  was  to  begin  the  issue  of  the  new  currency  at  a  tixt*d  gold 
j)ai',  whih*  upon  the  part  of  (ir(*at  Ilritain  and  Kussia  there  was  a  dis¬ 
position  to  favor  beginning  on  a  silver  basis,  with  the  view  of  first 
supplying  tin*  eoiintrv  with  a  uniform  curreiu*y  and  then  giving  it, 
withii\  a  short  interval,  a  lix(*d  gold  value. 

“Upon  the  proposal  that  th(*re  would  be  advantages  in  making  the 
purchases  of  silver  actually  r(*quir(*d  by(*ach  (lovernment  for  its  coin¬ 
age  purpo>es  with  as  much  regidarity  as  ])ossible,  there  was  eutire 
agreement  at  «.*ach  capital  when*  the  subjc'ct  was  considered.” 

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 

'I'he  Bureau  of  Insulai-  .\ffairs  of  tin*  War  l)ej)artment  at  Wa.shing- 
ton  nn-ently  announced  that  it  would  not  buy  any  more  silv(*r  bullion 
for  the  I’hilippine  coinage*.  This  announc(*m(*nt  was  ba.s»*d  on  a  cable 
from  (lovernor  Taft,  saying  that  the  Philippine  Uommission  had 
decided  that  tin*  existing  jnirchases,  suppli‘mented  by  the  SjMinish 
Filipino  coin.s,  w«*n‘ ample*  feer  pre*sent  |)ur|M>se*s,  'I'he  Bure*au,  through 
the* 'rre*asurv,  de*e*line*el  pMt.ouO  e)une*e*s  ettlere'el  at  an  aveiiige  price  of 
Tf  cents. 
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In  the  sessions  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  held  in 
Washiiitrton,  I).  C.,  and  closed  on  October  2d,  IJtuH,  llabana,  Cuba, 
was  decided  upon  as  the  next  nieetinjj  place  of  the  Association.  Offi¬ 
cers  were  elected  as  follows:  President,  Dr.  Carlos  T.  Finh'v,  of 
Habana,  Cuba;  first  vice-president,  J.  li.  Marcpiez,  of  Mexico;  second 
vice-president,  Dr.  William  C.  Woodward,  of  Washinofton.  D.  C.  The 
secretary.  Dr.  R.  O.  Probst,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  the  treasurer, 
Dr.  Frank  W.  Wright,  of  Ne\v  Haven,  Conn.,  were  reelected.

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VENEZUELA. 

NEW  EXPORT  DUTIES  ON  CATTLE. 

A  decree  reliitiii*(  to  export  dutie.s  on  «'sittle  recently  proinuljjated, 
mid  pulilislied  in  the  *"  Venezuelan  Herald”  of  Octolier  S,  lJ*o3,  rt*ads 
a.s  follows: 

“CiPRiAXO  Castro,  constitutional  President  of  the  Kepuhlit*,  in 
exercise  of  the  laiwers  invested  in  him  hy  the  resolution  of  the  National 
Confjress,  dati'd  the  7th  day  of  April  of  the  present  year,  decrees: 

“Article  1.  A  national  tax  is  hereby  created  of  8  bolivai’s  on  each 
head  of  minor  horned  cattle,  such  as  calves,  heifers,  which  are  exported 
I  abroad,  and  whose  weit«;ht  does  not  reach  :i0(>  kilos  each.  Larger  ani- 
j  nials  which  exceed  this  weight  shall  he  exjwrted  free,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  milch  cattle. 

I  “Art.  2.  For  each  milch-cow  exported  a  tax  of  :i0  liolivars  .shall  he 
paid,  and  the  interested  pai’ties  shall  ask  the  ^linister  of  Finaiu-e  for 
special  permission  for  each  shipment,  annexing  to  the  application  the 
proper  receipt  of  the  Hank  of  Venezuela  or  its  agents,  on  which  it  shall 
appear  that  the  said  tax  has  l)een  paid. 

]  “Art.  8.  The  Executive  decrees  of  the  2t}th  of  November,  ll*ol, 
and  the  13th  of  April  of  the  pre.sent  year  on  the  sidiject  are  In'reh}’ 
repealed. 

“Art.  4.  Let  an  account  of  the  present  decree  he  rendert'd  to  the 
1  National  Congress  at  its  next  .session. 

“Art.  5.  T1  le  Minister  of  Finance  is  charged  to  .see  to  the  execution 
of  this  decree  and  to  communicate  it  to  all  whom  it  may  concern. 

“Given,  signed,  .sealed  with  the  .seal  of  the  National  Executive,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  at  the  Fi'dei-al  Palace  at 
Canicas,  this  2t>th  day  of  Septemln'r,  19(*3,  year  93  of  the  lnde|)end- 
ence  and  45  of  the  Fedenition." 

IMPORT  DUTIES  AT  CARlJPANO. 

Under  date  of  September  15,  1903,  United  States  Consul  E.  H. 
Plumacher,  of  Nlaracailw),  tnuismitted  to  the  Department  of  State  of 
the  United  States  a  decree  issued  by  President  Castro  relative  to  gcxxls 
entering  Venezuela  through  the  port  of  Cariipano,  of  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  is  a  translation: 

“In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  merchandise  and  other  effects 
that  enter  from  abroad  and  are  examined  at  the  custom-house  of  Caru- 
pano,  but  are  destined  for  other  ports  of  the  East,  are  burdeneil  with 
the  costs  of  disembarkation  and  of  the  coa.st  trade,  the  President  of 
the  Republic  has  decreed  that  such  merchandise  and  etfects,  destined 
for  the  ports  of  Ciudad  Bolivar,  C5ino  Colorado,  Guerra,  Puerto  Suera, 
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and  (iiianta,  will  bo  entitled  to  an  abatement  of  customs  tariff  of  5 
cents  Bolivian  on  each  kilojjram  (1  cent  per  2.2u4*5  pounds);  the  con¬ 
cession  to  apply  only  to  such  goods  and  effects  as  have  been  examined 
and  sent  forward  to  destination.”

quehnicho  wockI,  linseed,  hnin,  and  slieep  bladders  and  intestines.  ( Jer- 
niany  exported  thereto  textiles  and  machinery  chiefly.  The  imports 
from  the  Argentine  Kepidilic  increased  markedly  as  <*ompared  with 
the  previous  year,  while  the  ex{K)rts  from  (lermany  thereto  showed  si 
considerable  decrease. 

C/iiJe. — The.  imports  into  (fennaiiy  from  Chile  in  1002  consisted  of 
saltpeter,  gold,  .sole  leather,  iodine,  niw  copiH*r,  liomx,  honey,  and 
wax,  and  were  valued  at  113,(KM3,oOO  marks  (!?2(»,534,(K>0),  while  Ger¬ 
many  exported  thereto  32,300,(Mm  marks’  (!^7,687,4(M>)  worth  of 
prwlucts,  consisting  principally  of  textile  and  iron  products,  guns  and 
ammunition,  gla.sswmre,  jiottery,  and  fancy  and  toilet  articles. 

Pormjuay. — The  trade  of  Germany  with  Parsiguay  is  very*  small,  her 
exports  thereto  in  1002  amounting  to  only  015,000  marks’  (§240,0(M>) 
worth  of  goods,  consisting  chiefly  of  small  machines,  and  cotton  and 
woolen  goods.  The  imports  from  Paraguay  during  the  same  year 
amounted  to  only  452,000  marks’  (Sl(»7, 570)  worth  of  tobacco,  hides,  etc. 

UrngiKnj. — The  ex|x)rts  from  Germany  to  Uruguay  in  1902  amounted 
to  ll,.S0O,0(K(  marks  (S2,8OS,40O)  and  consistetl  of  a  large  assortment 
of  goods.  The  imports  from  Uruguay  amounted  to  12,900,0o0  marks 
($;i, 070,200),  consisting  of  meat  extracts,  hides,  skins,  wool,  etc. 

Brazil. — The  exports  from  Geimiany  to  Hrazil  in  1902,  consisting 
of  iron  and  textile  manufactures  chiefly,  amounted  to  43,S(K),0(»(t 
marks  ($10,424,400),  and  her  imimrts  from  Pnizil,  consisting  of  cotfee, 
hides,  tobacco,  raw  rubber,  cocoa,  gold,  precious  stones,  and  animal 
and  vegetable  wax,  amounted  to  118,600,00()  marks  ($28,226,S(M)). 
The  trade  of  19(»2,  import  and  exjwrt,  shows  a  marked  increase  over 
previous  years. 

Peru. — The  exports  from  Germany  to  Peru  amounted  to  9,100,0(M) 
marks  ($2,105,800)  and  consisted  of  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  army 
guns  and  ammunition,  iron  and  steel  machines,  prepared  leather,  Ijeer, 
etc.  The  imports  from  Peru  are  not  given. 


TRADE  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  LATIN  AMERICA. 

A  considerable  numl>er  of  new  railroads  and  extensions  of  existing 
lines  are  projected  in  ^lexico.  The  Alexican  International  Railway'  will 
build  an  extension  from  Catalina,  at  kilometers  780  from  Ciudad  Portirio 
Diaz,  to  Chalchihuite.s.  alwut  120  kilometers.  The  concession  for  the 
line  from  Xuchiles,  at  kilometer  24  from  Cordoba  on  the  Vera  Cruz 
and  Pacitic  Railroad,  to  the  town  of  Juan  de  la  Punta  has  been  granted 
by  the  Department  of  Communications.  The  Compania  Tabasquena 
de  Transportes,  S.  A.,  organized  by  the  concessionaires  of  the  rail- 
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and  (ireat  Kastcrn  Railroad  Company.  It  is  stated  that  the  road  is  to 
be  Ik'  immediately  extended  southeast  to  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec, 
a  distance  of  several  hundred  miles.  It  will  Iw  connected  with  the 
National  Tehuantepec  Railway. 

The  Mexican  Produce  Exchangee  and  Aj^ricultural  Exchange  and 
Produce  Society  is  being  orgsinized  in  Mexico  City,  according  to  rejwrts, 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  in  irrigation  enterprises  and  to  build  and 
operate  cold-storage  plants  in  the  principal  city  of  the  Southern  Repub¬ 
lic.  Concessions  have  Ix'en  obtained  for  the  proposed  enterprises. 

A  large  electric  generating  plant  is  to  be  established  in  the  vicinity 
of  Jesus  Maria,  Mexico,  by  Maxuel  Hernandez  Aceveik).  The 
water  power  to  be  utilized  for  the  purjmse  of  operating  the  plant  will 
be  obtained  by  constructing  a  dam  across  the  Santa  Maria  River  at  a 
point  9  miles  east  of  Jesus  Maria.  The  power  will  be  used  for  lighting 
the  town  of  Santa  Maria  del  Rio. 

The  Argentine  Republic  is  a  promising  market  for  mining  e(juipment, 
machinery,  etc.  A  company  has  recently-  been  organized  in  Buenos 
Ayres,  called  the  Argentine  Cold  Dredging  Company,  which  concern 
is  expected  to  Ix'  very  shortly  in  the  market  for  various  equijnnent. 
Other  mining  com i)anies,  according  to  advices  just  to  hand,  are  in  course 
of  formation. 

Mexican  advices  state  that  Pedro  L.  Rodriguez,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Hidalgo,  is  the  head  of  a  j)roject  to  construct  a  large  irriga¬ 
tion  .system  in  the  vicinity  of  Huichapam.  It  is  ])roiH)s(Hl  to  build  a 
reservoir  which  will  have  a  capacity  of  37,(MM),(M)0  cubic  meters  of 
water.  The  main  canal  will  Ik*,  more  than  7  miles  in  length. 

A.  C.  Greene,  of  Palestine,  Texas,  and  his  a.sso<‘iates,  who  are 
largely  interested  in  mines  in  the  Cinco  de  Mayo,  State  of  Sonora,  will 
construct  a  railroad  between  Cinco  de  Mayo  and  Pera,  located  on  the 
Macazari  road.  The  length  of  the  new  line  will  be  about  3S  miles. 
The  route  is  .said  to  be  v'ery  mountainous. 

A  new  town,  called  Okla  Diaz,  is  to  l)c  established  in  the  vicinity  of 
Micos,  State  of  San  Luis  Potosi,  Mexico,  by  colonists  from  Oklahoma 
Territory.  An  irrigation  plant  is  to  bt'  installed,  capable  of  irrigating 
30,00*  acres.  A  .sugsir  mill  will  also  l)e  built. 

The  Mexican  and  Great  Eastern  Railway,  which  is  the  new  name 
for  the  Cico  and  St.  Rafael  Road,  is  in  the  market  for  ‘2,<*0g  freight  cars 
and  several  locomotives  for  next  year's  delivery.  The  road  is  to  be 
extended  south  from  Apizaco,  with  a  view  to  connecting  with  the 
National  Tehuantepec  system. 

A  large  stone  quarry  on  Topo  Chico  Mountains,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Monterey,  Mexico,  is  to  l)e  equipped  with  electrically  operated  drills 
and  other  modern  machinery.  Block  marble  is  intended  to  be  quarried 
and  dressed. 
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H.  li.  James,  of  Sabinas,  State  of  llidalf^o,  Mexieo,  has  secured  a 
concession  from  the  Mexican  CTOvernment  for  extensive  water  rijfhts 
in  the  Sabinas  district  for  irrij^ation  purposes.  Tiie  carrying  out  of 
the  work  will  necessitate  the  purchase  of  considemble  machinery. 

Considerable  steel  will  be  utilized  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  Teatro 
Principal  at  (xuadalajara,  Mexico,  which  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  amusement  edifices  in  the  southern  Kepublic. 

I'he  El  Oro  Mining  and  Railroad  Company,  which  operates  in  the 
El  Oro  mining  district,  Mexico,  is  at  present  purchasing  considerable 
ecpiipment  in  this  market. 

Mexican  advices  state  that  a  modern  system  of  waterworks  is  to  l)e 
established  in  the  city  of  Chihuahua  by  the  State  authorities.  The 
official  engineer  is  now  engaged  in  drawing  up  the  necessary'  plans  and 
specifications. 

An  extensive  sewer  system  is  to  be  built  in  the  city  of  Mazatlan, 
Mexico.  The  concession  has  been  granted  by  the  Mexican  Govern¬ 
ment  to  Wu.iJAM  Astok  Chani.ek.  The  carrying  out  of  the  work 
will  mean  the  expenditure  of  ^2,000,000  ^lexican. 

Th('  Monterey  (^lexico)  Glass  Works  will  expend  about  S-K>0,(MX) 
gold  for  the  purpose  of  extending  its  plant.  An  addition  for  the 
manufacture  of  crystal  glass  is  to  be  built,  also  a  large  gjis  furnace. 
The  (‘xisting  bottle  factory  will  be  doubled  in  capacit}'. 

It  is  pro|X)scd  to  expend  no  less  a  sum  than  ^l6,U00,()()o  on  the  con¬ 
struction  and  equipment  of  a  municipal  electric-lighting  s3’stem  for 
the  cit\'  of  Buenos  A  vres.  The  initial  capacity'  of  the  generating  plant 
will  be  fiU.UOO  horsepower. 

An  extensive  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  white  lead  is  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  at  Gomez  Palaccio,  Mexico.  A  compan}' — the  ^lexican  White 
Lead  Companv’ — has  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  building  and 
operating  the  plant. 

The  Mexican  Cold  Storage  Companj’,  of  Mexico  Cit\',  is  al)out  to 
double  the  capacity  of  its  ice  factory.  It  will  also  install  a  water  dis¬ 
tilling  plant. 

Structural  steel  is  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  large  new 
theater  to  be  erected  at  Puebla.  Mexico.  The  architect  is  now  engaged 
in  drawing  up  the  plans. 

A  large  amount  of  new  machinerv  is  to  be  purchased  for  installa¬ 
tion  in  the  Calabossis  mine,  situated  in  the  Cotana  district,  Mexico. 

The  short  line  of  railroad  owned  In*  Selrastian  C'amacho,  which  runs 
from  the  port  of  Altata  to  the  citv  of  ('uliacan,  is  to  be  extended  to 
Topia,  State  of  Durango,  ^lexico. 

The  Las  floras  Mining  Companv  of  America,  State  of  Jalisco, 
Mexico,  is  in  the  market  for  considerable  eejuipment  for  a  concen¬ 
trating  plant  to  be  erected  on  its  property*. 
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Tlie  Sononi  Placer  Minin}<  Company,  of  Xojjale.s,  will  purchase  very 
shortly  a  fair-sized  st(*am  hoistinj'  equipment. 

Considenible  new  machinery  is  to  lie  Iwught  very  shortly  for  instal¬ 
lation  on  the  Santiago  and  Anexas  mining  property,  located  in  the  El 
Oro  district,  Mexico. 

The  Sugar  and  Mercantile  Company,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  is  to  huild  a 
l)rick-making  plant  in  Oaxaca,  Mexico.  The  initial  capacity  of  the 
works  will  >)e  2.5.t»tK)  bricks  daily. 

The  city  of  llermosillo.  State  of  Sononi,  Mexico,  is  to  have  an 
up-to-date  electric  traction  system.  An  American  syndicate  is  reported 
to  be  seeking  the  franchise. 

A  large  cotton  mill  is  to  I>c  constructed  at  Metejx'c,  State  of  Puebla, 
Mexico,  by  au  Amcrican-Mexican  syndicate,  whose  capital,  it  is  said, 
is  (Mexican). 

The  Mexican  International  Railroad  is  reported  to  Iwalxiut  to  Imild 
aline  from  Dui-ango  to  .Vguas  Calientes,  a  distance  of  some  miles. 

A  large  leather  tannery  is  pro|X)sed  to  be  built  in  Puebla,  Mexico, 
by  .Vmerican  interests. 

The  San  Fernando  Mining  Conqmny  of  San  Fernando,  State  of 
Duningo,  Mexico,  is  about  to  construct  a  large  smelter  at  its  mines. 

The  Alcasia  Development  (’ompany,  of  Cananea.  Mexico,  is  about 
to  place  some  largi*  *-ontracts  for  milling  machinery,  etc. 

Th(‘  construction  of  a  new  match  factory  will  shortly  be  commenced 
in  Mexico  Fity. 

.\  large  brewery  is  to  be  built  by  an  American  .syndicate  at  ller- 
luosillo.  State  of  Sononi.  Mexico. 


BOOK  NOTES. 

Books  and  pamphlets  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  American  Republics,  and 
containing  subject-matter  bearing  upon  the  countries  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Union  of  American  Republics,  will  be  treated  under  this  caption 
in  the  Monthly  Bulletin. 

t’liAKi.Es  C.  Wn.LOUiiiiBY,  of  the  Peabody  Museum,  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  the  “Scientific  American"  of  September  2*),  1!>03,  gives  a 
short  account  of  a  newly  discovered  prehistoric  city  in  Guatemala, 
called  “/V^yZ/vm  Xff/rax,'^  after  a  mass  of  lilackish  limestone  rocks  visi¬ 
ble  for  a  long  distance  in  either  direction  from  the  Usuniacinta  River. 
This  city  was  discovered  by  'Poberto  Maeer,  for  iminy  years  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Mexico.  The  ruins  of  Xegms  ditfer  somewhat  from 

others  of  Central  America  and  Yucatan.  The  sculptures  indicate  that 
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it  was  tlu*  s«‘at  of  a  powerful  niilitarv  chieftain,  whereas  those  of 
Yucatan  are  mostly  of  a  relif^ious  character. 


NurtiherTof  the  Zdtxcln'ift  d»-r  (jixelhvhu  ft fur  Erdlfunde  zu  BirUn, 
(Periodical  of  the  Society  for  (Teojfraphy  in  Berlin),  a  monthly  pub¬ 
lication,  received  hy  the  C'olumhus  Memorial  Library,  contains  two 
interestinjf  articles.  One  of  them  a  discourse  by  Prof.  Dr.  E.  Seler, 
German  deleo-ate  to  the  Intm’national  Conj^ress  of  Americanists  held 
at  New  York  in  October,  11*02,  entitled  " Ent  ^Vinteri^nneiiter  in  Met- 
ico  und  Yucutan,"  (Six  months  of  Winter  in  Mexico  and  Yucatan) 
and  the  other  an  epistolary  communication  of  Prof.  Dr.  Han.s  Meyeb 
to  the  chairman  of  the  same  society.  The  lart^er  part  of  Doctor 
Selek's  discourse  is  devotc'd  to  the  ancient  ruins  of  the  State  of  Yuca¬ 
tan,  of  which  also  two  pictures  are  attached.  He  descriljes  the  peo¬ 
ple  as  enertretic,  intellij^ent.  and  industrious,  and  puts  special  empha¬ 
sis  on  the  fact  that  the  j-nilroads  in  that  State  were  built  entirely  with 
Yucatan  money. 

The  •’Monthly  Summary  of  Commerce  and  Finance,”  published  bv 
the  De])artment  of  Commerce  and  Labor  of  the  ITiited  States,  in  its 
issue  for  September,  11*03,  contains  a  list  of  the  diplomatic  and  con¬ 
sular  service  of  the  I'nited  States.  The  list  includes  the  name  and 
rank  of  each  officer,  the  country  to  which  accredited,  city  in  which 
officially  located,  place  of  birth.  State  from  which  appointed,  date  of 
commission,  and  classitication  of  the  various  consular  officers  and  com¬ 
mercial  njxencies,  indicating  those  in  which  the  incumbents  are  or  are 
not  permitted  to  engage  in  business. 

“Gardens  of  the  Caribbees,”  liy  Mrs.  Ida  May  Hill  Stark,  recently 
received  by  the  (’olumbus  Memorial  Library,  comprises  a  series  of 
sketches  of  a  cruise  to  the  West  Indies  and  the  Spanish  Main.  There 
has  l)een  no  attempt  to  write  a  West  Indian  guide-book,  but  rather  t« 
give  reference  to  the  human  side  of  the  picture  through  glimpses  oi 
the  peoph'  and  their  ways  of  life  and  thought.  The  book  is  profusely 
illustrated,  enabling  the  reader  to  form  a  good  idea  of  the  variou- 
places  described. 

The  Columbus  Memorial  Library  is  in  receipt  of  a  book  by  Frei> 
ERICK  Alcock,  F.  K.  G.  S.  (British),  called  “Trade  and  Travel  ir 
South  America.”  The  volume  is  an  interesting  contribution  to  coiu 
mercial  statistics  and  travel.  The  journey  extended  over  50,fl00  mile 
to  ever}’  important  city  of  South  America.  The  many  line  picture- 
and  maps  add  materially  to  the  value  of  the  work.

railways,  is  j)articularly  well  e.\e«aite(l. 

The  “National  ( J«H)j;raphic  Ala<;azin«*"  for  Noveinher,  1D03,  publislavs 
an  interestinj;  arti«de  on  the  sul)ject  of  rnhiM'r  ])lantations  in  ^lexico 
and  (’entral  America.  C’rudi*  ruhiM'r  has  risen  to  be  of  such  im|M»r- 
tance  in  a  commercial  way.  the  yearly  |)r(Kluction  reachinj^  r>r).(MM\M(K) 
jxainds  and  over,  that  the  manner  of  extraction  of  this  substance  is 
attractinjf  «rr(‘at  attention.  'Phe  report  of  C).  F.  C'ooK,  riiited  States 
Aftricultural  Ih'partment,  upon  tin*  “(’ultui  eof  the  Central  American 
RublK'r  Tr(*e.”  cited  in  this  article,  contains  valuable  information  for 
those  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  rubber.

Cm  intere.ssante  artigo  do  Senhor  .\.  Ci.  Snyder,  Consul  Genii  dos 
Estados  Unidos  em  Bogota,  Colombia,  i'  annunciado  no  No,  1784  do  Kcla- 
torio  Consular  publieado  jm'Io  Dep.irtamento  deCommercio  eTralialhc 
dos  Estadas  Cnidos.  Este  relatorio,  de  cujo.s  ext.'actos  seguintes  foram 
tirados,  refere-.se  ao  commercio  de  cal(;ado  da  Republica  de  Colombia. 

Ate  agora  o  commercio  de  calyado  nunca  foi  importante,  como  regn 
geral  elle  foi  sempre  supprido  pelos  sapateiros  nacionaes  que  u.sam  dc 
eouro  importado,  e  o  peipieno  commercio  esti’iingeiro  (pie  existia  en 
restringido  por  casas  Inglezas  e  Euroix'iis.  Os  Estados  Unidos  tem 
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comtudo,  ultimamente  posto  no  mercado  nm  artigo  por  preyo  tiio  haixo 
e  de  uina  ipialidade  tilo  l)5a  (pie  uni  continuado  auj^inento  annual  jxxle 
ser  esjMjrado  se  a  elasso  d’este.s  einbanpies  continuar. 

O  coininercio  de  calyado  pode-se  dividir  ein  trez  classes — os  calyados 
usados  por  aquellas  possdas  que  se  considerain  a  classe  da  nioda,  os 
usailos  jjola  classe  media,  e  os  (pie  a  classe  inais  |)obre  usa,  que  princi- 
palmente  siio  sandalias  nacionaes  feitas  de  libra. 

A  jiriineira  cla.sse  usa  quasi  que  exclusivamente  do  melhor  calvado 
parisiense,  feito  pelos  fabricantes  Clouet  e  Vij^nix,  <pie  monopoli- 
sarain  o  mercado  e  ipie  provavelmente  se  conserVarao  como  os  modelos 
para  a  sixdedade  de  Bojfotii  depois  de  Pariz  cm  tudo  concernente  a 
modas.  Com  tudo,  a  melhor  classe  de  cal(;ado  dos  Estados  Cnidos 
esta  sendo  favorecida. 

A  venda  total  docah/ado  francez  niio  e  {rrande.  visto  custar  $120  par 
para  ambos  os  sexos. 

Ate  ajfoi-a  a  classe  media  tern  principalmente  sido  sup])rida  ^wdos 
sapatciros  nacionaes,  e  entre’os  calyados  nacionaes  dVsta  classe  dcve 
ser  inoncionada  uma  fabrica  de  Bogota,  que  exclusivamente  trabalha  a 
machina  e  em  uniao  com  as  principaes  curtidurias  jaudo  da  cidade. 
Esta  fabrica  produz  uma  boa  classe  de  obra  e  promette  fazer  um  l)om 
neg(Kdo. 

Agora,  comtudo,  os  fabricantes  dos  Estados  Unidos  estao  supprindo 
a  cidade,  nSo  porque  elles  tenham  um  artigo  mais  attractivo  do  (pie  as 
casas  europeas  ou  inglezas,  pelo  contmrio  as  formas  e  estvlos  dos 
Estados  Unidos  so  ultimamente  6  (pie  forain  favorecidos,  em  ipianto 
que  os  fabricantes  estrangeiros  com  um  notado  contraste  dos  fabri¬ 
cantes  dos  Estados  Unidos,  tratam  de  imitarem  os  estylos  nacionaes, 
poreni  somente  porque  os  E.stados  Unidos  apanbou  a  occasiiio  oppor- 
tuna  (piando  a  introducvilo  do  artigo  estrangeiro  por  um  preyo  iiKxlerado 
tomou-se  imperativamente  necessario. 

No  principio  da  guerra,  o  cambio  estrangeiro  subiu  e  tornou-se 
impossivel  para  os  generos  importados,  pagos  em  ouro,  competirem 
coni  os  nacionaes.

Isto  ti'in  affectado  especialmente  o  commercio  de  calyado,  pois  artigos 
de  vestuario  .sao  necessidades;  porem,  com  poucas  excepySes  sem 
iniportancias,  calyado  6  o  unico  artigo  de  vestuario  com  (jue  o  publico 
inteiramente  nSo  depende  nas  imfx)rtay3es. 

Esta  foi  a  (K*(asiao  opportuna,  e  (piando  os  preyos  attingiram  um  tal 
ponto  que  os  .sapatciros  do  Icaal  recirsaram  trabalhar  jxir  menos  de 
lo  oil  $♦)  pelo  par,  o  mercado  de  repiente  foi  supprido  com  calyado  dos 
Estados  Unidos  vendendo-se  o  par  de  $4  a  $♦!. 

Os  estylos  dos  Estados  Unidos  certamente  saO  differentes  dos  Fran- 
cezes,  poriim  os  generos  dos  Estados  Unidos  foram  foryados  no  mer- 
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uiit  (lUiilidiide,  do  que  teria  quc  pagar  nos  Estados  Unidos  por  um 
artigo  luuito  sujx'rior.

A  MENSAOEK  DO  PBESIDENTE  PALMA. 

No  dia  2  de  Noveinbro.  forain  al>ertas  as  se.s.s5es  regulares  do  Con- 
gresso  (piando  foi  lida  a  inensagem  do  Presidente  Palma,  na  ((ual 
elle  considera  as  condivoes  e  os  progresses  da  Kepublica.  Suas  recom- 
inendavoes  sao  principalinente  de  uin  caracter  geral.  Os  inuito  dis- 
cutidos  impostos  de  eniprestiino  ainda  nao  entranim  eiu  conclusao  nem 
emenda  alguina  sobre  a  lei  de  eniprestiino  foi  insinuada.  O  Presidente 
proniette  uina  inensagem  especial  com  referencia  as  negociafOes  dos 
couimissarios  sobre  o  emprestimo  cpie  fonun  a  Nova  York,  e  que 
segundo  a  nien.sagem,  estilo  a.s.sevenulos  de  que  o  emprestimo  poderii 
ser  realisado  nos  Estados  Unidos  sem  ser  nece.ssario  irem  a  Europa. 

Proseguindo,  a  mensagem  assevem  ao  Uongresso  do  ardor  do  Presi¬ 
dente  pai-a  etfeituar  o  ])aganiento  do  exercito  revolucionario,  e  o  Sen- 
hor  Palma  nega  tiKlas  as  asservoes  ao  contnirio  feitas  jxir  pessdas  a  que 
ellc  denoniina-as  “eertos  espiritos  turbulentos."  Keferindo-se  as 
reliivtM's  eutre  Uuba  e  os  Estados  Unidos  a  men.sagem  diz: 

“As  nossas  ndaviVs  jxiliticas  com  os  Estados  Unidos  forain  ditinida- 
inonte  estalndecidas  pelos  tratados  f undados  sobre  os  ternios  do  appen- 
dice  constitucional,  e  ellas  iiilo  jMHlerao  ser  eliniinadas  da  constituivSo 
pelii  simples  leituni  d'esses  tratados.  ()  Uongresso  pode  avaliar  (jue 
dentro  dos  termos  precisos  da  emenda  Platt,  Cuba  tern  adquirido 
niuitas  vantagens.  Das  dims  ordens  de  ccssOes  para  postos  de  carvfto 
de  pi'dra  da  marinlia,  jior  venda  on  arrendamento,  a  unica  menos 
funesta  para  com  o  .sentimento  Cubano  foi  adoptada  e  o  menor  limite 
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para  coni  o  numero  de  postos  concedidos  foi  feito;  as  regulavOes  dos 
arrondamentos  conteom  outras  restricvOes  favoraveis  para  Cuba. 

“O  Governo  csta  adquirindo  doraiiiio  dcntro  dos  |K)stos  e  cm  breve 
dara  formalmente  as  areas  determinadas.  O  Honrado  Prosidente 
Roosevei.t,  a  (jiiem  o  pdvo  Cubano  sente-se  com  tal  gratidao  profunda, 
tern  sido  liol  a  sua  palavra  e  convocou  o  Congrcsso  Americano  em 
sessao  especial  para  o  lim  de  tratar  sobre  o  indeciso  tratado  de  recipro- 
cidade  do  qiial  nos  esperamos  recelier  grandes  utilidades  o  Poder 
Executivo  recebeu  informa^des  tidedignas  que  asseguram  a  confian^a 
de  que  esse  tratado  sent  ratiticado.” 

O  I’residente  recommenda  que  cm  casos  aonde  forem  impossiveis 
mandar  representantes  de  carrcira  diplomaticas  commissionados  deverSo 
ser  mandados  com  o  tim  de  felicitarem  as  na^Oes  estrangeinis  e  decla- 
rarem  a  amizade  de  Cuba  para  com  ellas.  Cuba  mantem  presente- 
mentc  cinco  legafoes  e  sessenta  e  nove  consulados.  NegociavOes  con- 
siderando  sobre  tratados  de  amizade  com  os  Estados  Unidos,  Fran?a. 
Gril  Bretanha  e  Italia  ja  comefaram,  e  o  Departamento  de  Estado  esta 
estudando  a  questao  de  (pie  Cuba  devera  ou  niio  fazer  parte  da  con- 
venyiio  do  assucar  em  Bruxelas. 

Imi  I’’®  de  Novembro  existia  no  Thesouro  um  saldo  de  $3,843,000  e 
as  sobras  accumuladas  durante  os  ultimos  sete  mezes  foram  de 
$1,205,000. 

O  Presidente  recommenda  a  reforma  das  leis  de  emigra^ao  com  o 
fim  de  animar  a  aquellas  pessoas  desejosas  de  estabelecerem  domicilios 
em  Cuba.  Elle  recommenda  sobre  a  nova  estrada  de  ferro  de  Cubi 
como  de  beneticio  incalculavel  ao  serviyo  postal,  e  pcde  para  urm 
superintendencia  executiva  mais  completa  sobre  os  assumptos  hygie- 
nicos.  Elle  faz  observar  o  desapparecimento  da  febre  amarella  e» 
bexiga  em  Cuba.  Elle  deseja  ((ue  em  todos  os  Consulados  Cubanos 
existam  documentos  de  todos  os  productos  Cubanos. 

Em  conclusao,  o  Presidente  Palma  allude  aos  impostos  das  rendaej 
internas  que  entraram  hontem  em  effeito,  dizendo  que  todos  tae? 
impostos  encontram  ao  principio  com  opposicOes,  poreni  elle  esjien 
que  esses  impostos  seriio  pagos  sem  incorrerem  as  jx'nas  da  lei:  Elle 
accredita  <pie  as  receitas  derivadas  d'esses  novos  impostos  sejam  suf- 
cientes  para  pagarem  os  juros  do  emprestimo  do  $35,rKX),(MK)  parac 
exercito.

Lc  ^ouvernement  du  Honduras  cotnpte  r<^organiser  son  service  con- 
sulaire  pour  encouraj^er  son  commerce  et  son  industrie,  ainsi  quo  pour 
ameliorer  les  conditions  intdrieures  de  la  Republicpie  e  i  augmentant 
le  nombre  des  habitants  et  des  proprietaires  au  moyen  de  rimmigration. 

On  pent  realiser  la  premiere  partie  de  ce  projet  en  demandant  aux 
consuls  de  fournir  des  renseignements  au  (iouvernement  et  aux  habi¬ 
tants  de  la  R^publique  au  sujet  des  mo3'ens  employes  par  les  differents 
pa3's  dans  lesquels  il  resident  pour  augmenter  la  valeur  du  commerce 
et  ameliorer  leur  situation  industrielle.  De  nu*me  on  lamt  mettre  en 
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execution  le  reste  de  ce  projet  au  moyen  de  renseiffnements  consulaires 
sur  les  lois  et  reglements  qui  gouvement  Tadmission  et  la  disposition 
des  ininiigrants  pour  Tavantage  du  pays  dans  lequel  ils  s'etablissent. 

Les  consuls  du  Honduras  ont  refu  I’ordre  d'encourager  rinimigi-a- 
tion  dans  cette  Republique  en  donnant  de  la  publicite  aux  avantages 
etc.,  (juMl  y  aurait  a  s’etablir  dans  le  pays  et  aussi  en  faisant  connaitre 
les  privileges  que  le  Gouvernement  est  dispose  a  accorder  pour 
arriver  a  cette  fin. 

Voici  la  circulaire  qui  a  envoy^e  aux  consuls  du  Honduras  a  ce 
sujet:

“Aw  Consul  du  Honduras  a - 

“Lc  Gouvernement  du  General  Manuel  Bonilla,  desireux  de  voir 
prosperer  cette  Republique,  veut  que  .ses  agents  a  I’etranger  encoura- 
gent  et  facilitent,  autant  qu’ils  le  peuvent,  rimmigration  de  personnes 
connaissant  deja  Tagriculturo  ou  I’industrie.

b£sum£  du  rapport  de  la  commission  des  changes 

INTERNATIONAUX. 

Rjipport  otticiel  de  la  commission  des  changes  internationaux, 
»pres  un  resum6  historique  des  variations  du  cliange  de  I'argent 
depuis  1872  et  de  Tinfluence  de  ces  variations  sur  le  systeme  mon^tairo 
du  Mexi(|ue,  et  apres  avoir  rapiicle  Tinitiativc  prise  par  le  gouverne- 
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nicnt  iiiexicain,  les  premieres  demarches  faites  pres  des  goiivernementii 
de  la  Chine  et  des  Etats-Unis,  Tadh^sion  de  ces  deux  pays  aii  projet 
mexicain  et  la  nomination  do  la  commission  amdricaine,  reproduit,  in 
exte»HO,  les  instructions  revues  du  Mi'nistre  des  Finances  par  la  com- 
mission  mexicaine  lors  de  son  depart  pour  I’Europe. 

Du  resume  des  travaux  et  des  votes  des  cinq  conferences  tenues  en 
Europe,  il  ressort  qu’une  communaut4  de  principes  existe  maintenant 
sur  les  (piestions  debattues,  et  qu’une  sorte  de  compromis  moral  est 
etabli  outre  les  representants  de  huit  nations — Mexique,  Etats-Unis, 
Chine,  France,  Angleterre,  Allemagne,  Hollande  et  Kussie — tons 
hauts  fonctionnaires,  professeurs  d’dconomie  politique,  pi’csidents  de 
banques  nationales,  etc. 

Au  sujet  de  la  Chine,  I’opinion  est  unanime:  il  est  imperieusement 
necessaire  de  lui  donner  un  systeme  monetaire  national  base  sur  une 
unite  d'argent,  d'une  valour  fixe  en  or.  Les  membres  des  diverses 
conferences  n’ont  pas  ^t4  unanimes  sur  les  moyens  a  employer:  les 
uns  veulent  que  le  systeme  fonctionne  des  sonetablissement;  lesautres 
recommandent  un  fonctionnement  graduel,  en  vue  des  resistonces  et 
des  difiicult^s  quo  presente  la  civilisation  orientale.  En  Russie  et  en 
Angleterre,  surtout,  on  tient  pour  a  peu  pres  impraticable  I’etablis- 
sement  immediat  de  I’etalon  d’or  en  Chine. 

IjOs  bases  sur  lesquelles  on  est  d’accord  pour  arriver  a  la  reforms 
des  changes  internationaux  sont:  la  separation  complete  de  la  valeur  1 
en  or  de  Targent-barrc  et  de  la  valeur  en  or  de  Targent-monnaie.  La 
premiere  de  ces  valours  pourra  fluctuer  sur  Ic  marche;  I’autre,  non. 

La  valeur  fixe  de  Targent-monnaie  sera  soutenue  par  les  gouv'erne- 
ments  de  la  manic  re  suivante: 

I.  Arret  do  la  frappe  libre  de  I’argent  dans  les  monnaies; 

II.  Fixation  d'une  relation  officielle  entre  Tor  et  I'argent; 

III.  Cours  forc6  de  la  monnaie  nouvelle  pour  les  paiements  et  les 
liquidations  de  tons  les  contrats; 

IV.  Declaration  que  cette  monnaie  sera  la  seulc  admise  pour  les

11  est  a  souhaiter  que  le  prix  de  I’argent-barre  soit  un  peu  plus  haul 
qu’aujourd'hui,  non  seulement  pour  le  bien  des  mineurs,  mais  aiissi' 
|X)ur  la  siicurite  du  stock  de  4  milliards  de  dollars  en  argent  (pii  existe 
dans  le  monde,  sans  compter  Targent  sous  forme  d'objets  d’art  et 
d’usage.  La  commission  mexicaine  a  insist^  sur  ce  point. 
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Des  Etudes  que  hi  commission  a  faites,  il  ressort  que,  depuis  dix  ans, 
la  production  d'arjjent  dans  le  monde  est  a  pen  pres  stationnaire,  car 
die  ctait,  on  1893,  de  165,472,621  onces,  ct  die  a  ct4,  en  1901,  de 
170,938,973  onces.  En  meme  temps,  la  consommation  a  augment^: 
Si  Ton  compare  les  chiffres  de  consommation  de  1890-1901  a  ceux  de 
1873-1890,  on  trouve  une  augmentation  en  faveur  de  la  derniere 
poriode  de  828  millions  d’onces,  soit  69  millions  d’once.s  coinme  moy- 
enne  annuelle,  ainsi  divis^e:  Frappe,  30  millions;  industrio,  29  mil¬ 
lions;  Inde  anglaise,  10  millions. 

La  constatation  de  ce  fait,  dont  i>eu  de  personnes  se  doutaient,  a  pro- 
duit  une  certaine  surprise  et  un  sentiment  de  reaction  en  faveur  de 
I'argent.  Les  gouvernements  et  les  ^conomistes  n’avaient  jamais 
r^uni  des  donnees  au.ssi  sAres  et  aussi  d^taillees. 

La  commission  dit,  au  sujet  de  la  suppression  de  la  frapjw  lihre, 
jugee  ])ar  tous  les  economistes  comme  indispensable: 

La  fnippe  libre,  e’est  le  fractionnement  de  la  barre  d’argent  avec  le 
sceau  du  gouvernement  qui  garantit  le  titre  et  le  poids,  sans  garantir  la 
valeur  en  or.  Les  fractions  de  la  barre  d’argent,  les  mommies,  suivent 
invariablement  la  valeur  de  la  barre  sur  le  marche  avec  ses  Imusses  et 
ses  baisses. 

Tous  les  pays  qui  ont  donn€  a  leur  monnaie  d’argent  une  valeur  lixe 
en  or  ont  supprime  la  frappe  libre  chez  eux.  Mexico  ne  pent  faire 
autrement. 

IjCs  mines  souffriront  quelque  peu  de  cette  mesure,  bien  que  le  sac¬ 
rifice  n'aille  j>as  sans  ces  compensations:  cout  de  production  rediiitpar 
la  baisse  relative  du  prix  de  tous  lesproduits  Strangers  necessaires  aux 
mines  et  arret  probable  de  la  hausse  des  salaires  qui  est  inevitable  sous 
le  regime  actuel. 

Quant  au  prix  de  vente  de  la  Imrre  d’argent  a  I’^tranger,  il  n'y  aura 
ancunc  difference  et  il  imjxirte  peu  au  Mexique  que  I’argent  qu'il  produit 
soit  vendu  sous  forme  de  barres  ou  sous  forme  de  piastres.  Depuis 
longtemps  les  pijistres  mexicaines  qu’on  exporte  ne  se  vendent  pas 
coinme  monnaie,  mais  comme  marchandise.  I^es  cotes  du  marche  des 
vingt  dernieres  anuses  montrent  que,  sauf  de  tres  rares  exceptions 
sans  im]X)rtance,  le  prix  de  I’argent-barre  et  celui  de  rargent-piastre 
ont  ete  les  memes. 

On  a  lieaucoup  jrarle  du  prestige  de  la  piastre  mexicaine  en  Extreme- 
Orient.  Ce  prestige  est  historique  et  flatteur  pour  nous,  mais  il  ne 
donne  aucune  valeur  speciale,  reali-sable  a  notre  piastre,  et  le  Mexique 
n’a  pas  plus  d'interet  a  frapper  son  argent  qu’a  ne  pas  le  frapper. 

Le  nmr(‘h6  pr^fere  la  barre  aux  piastres.  A  Ixindres,  on  vend 
annuellement  KX)  millions  d’onces  d’argent  et  seulement  10  millions  de 
piastres  mexicaines,  soit  environ  8  millions  d’onces.  La  Chine  et  les 
autres  pays  d'Etreme-Orient  achetent  plus  d’argent  en  barre  que  de 
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piastres.  De  plus,  les  Philippines  ont  maintenant  leur  piastre  et  les 
Detroits,  la  FechM-ation  Malaise  et  Tlndo-Chine  auront  la  leur  proi'hai- 
nement.

Nous  eroyons  (ju’elle  augmenteni,  surtout  si  la  Chine  etahlit  ub 
systeme  nionetaire  regulier.

LE  COMMERCE  DES  AUTOMOBILES. 

Un  recent  journal  de  commerce  publie  les  renseignements  ci-apr« 
au  sujet  du  commerce  des  automobiles  au  Mexiipie. 

II  y  a  trois  ans  aucune  voiture  automobile  n'avait  encore  fait  son 
apparition  au  Mexiipie.  En  1900,  une  compagnie  qui  prit  le  nom  df 
Mexican  Electric  Vehicle  Company,  fut  fondde  ii  Mexico  oil  elle  ouvrii 
un  garage.  Elle  mit  en  circulation  un  certain  nombre  de  voiture- 
dlectriipies  et  en  etaVdit  des  stationnements  dans  les  principales  gare- 
de  chemins  de  fer.  Ce  fut  le  commencement  de  la  vogue  de  I’autonic 
bilismeii  Mexico.  Plusieurs  particuliers  riches  de  la  capitale  se  rendi 
rent  acipiereurs  de  voitures  et  depuis  lors  le  nombre  de  voitures  n’a  fai: 
qu’augmenter.  Cependant  la  compagnie  precit^e  a  du  se  dis.soudre,  Ir 
resultats  obtenus  n’ayant  pas  ^t4  ceux  qu’attendaient  sivs  organisateue 

L’etat  des  routes  autour  de  Mexico  et  celui  de  la  jilupart  des  rues  d- 
la  capitale  actuellement  ne  permet  pour  ainsi  dire  pis  la  circulation 
II  n’y  a  guere  que  les  principales  arteres  qui  sont  a.sphaIt(Vs  et  b 
grande  avenue  qui  mene  au  pare  et  au  palais  de  Chapultepec  qn 
puissent  etre  utilisees  par  les  chauffeurs.  Cependant  cet  etat  de  chost* 
va  eti’e  moditie  d’ici  a  peu  de  temps.  ITne  route  empierree  va  bienti* 
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relier  la  ville  aux  localites  suburbaines  de  Mixcoac,  San  Angel, 
Co3-oacan  et  Tlalpam,  oii  resident  de  nonibreux  riches  Mexicains  qui 
n'ont  eu  jusqu’a  present,  comme  moyen  de  communication  avec  la 
capitiile,  qu'un  r^seau  de  tramwaj’s  ^lectriques. 

Lii  creation  de  cette  route,  qui  aura  un  developpement  d’environ  30 
kilometres,  donnera  a  ceux  qui  le  desireront  la  faeulte  de  se  rendre  a 
Mexico  et  d’en  revenir  an  moyen  d’automobiles.  De  plus,  la  creation 
de  plusieurs  autres  routes  scmblables  est  a  Tetude. 

II  y  a  actuellement  dans  la  ville  de  Mexico  125  voitures  automobiles, 
dont  line  quai’antaine  sont  electriques.  Les  marques  preferees  des 
Mexicains  sont  les  Panhard-Levasson,  les  Darracq  et  les  machines 
l  amerieaines  Columbia  (gazoline  et  ^lectricitd),  Oldsmobile  (gazoline). 
White  (vapeiir),  et  Locomobile  (vapeur).  Prestjue  toutes  les  voitures 
sont  excessivement  legeres. 

Un  automobile  club  vient  de  se  former  a  Mexico-Viole.  Son  but  est 
non  seulement  de  propager  au  Mexique  Tusage  de  I’automobile,  mais 
surtout  d'amener  I'am^ilioration  des  routes  voisines  de  la  capitale.  Le 
president  DfAZ  et  les  membres  de  son  cabinet  en  sont  membres  hono- 
raires.  11  compte  parmi  ses  membres  la  plupart  des  personnalites  en 
vue  de  la  capitale. 

LA  FABBICATION  DU  SUCBE. 

JjB  “Banquier  et  Mineur”  dii  Mexique  contient  dans  son  num^ro 
dll  10  septembre  1903,  un  article  tres  interessant,  ^crit  par  M.  George 
P.  Axdersox,  au  sujet  de  la  fabrication  du  sucre  au  Mexique. 

C’est  depuis  cinq  ans  seulement  qu’on  commence  si  employer  des 
miHhodes  un  pen  moins  primitives  pour  la  fabrication  dii  sucre.  Der- 
nierement  on  a  installe  dans  plusieurs  i-aflineries  des  machines  modernes 
pour  bro^’cr  le  sucre.  Ces  machines  sont  principalement  de  fabrication 
anglaise,  ecossaise,  franyaise  et  allemande.  Les  b4ndfices  provenant 
de  rindustrie  sucriere  au  Mexique  out  toujours  ^t^  si  grands  que  les 
planteurs  n’ont  senti  que  depuis  cinq  ans  la  n^cessitd  de  machines  plus 
4conomi(iues  on  de  machines  jiour  extraire  de  la  canne  tout  le  sucre 
possible.  l>n  d'autres  termes,  il  etait  tres  difficile  de  convaincre  le 
planteur  mexicain  de  la  necessite  du  changement  puisque  les  benefices 
qu’il  retirait  de  ce  commerce  dtaient  aussi  grands  qu’il  pouvait  le 
d^sirer. 

Dc  plus,  les  fabricants  Strangers  de  machines  destinies  aux  fabriques 
de  sucre  semblaient  croire  aussi  que  cela  ne  valait  pas  la  peine  et  meme 
qu'il  etait  impossible  de  convaincre  les  planteurs  que  les  machines  a 
broyer  a  double  action  etaient  beaucoup  plus  avantageuses.  C'est 
pourquoi  cette  Industrie  allait  a  Paventure  dans  Culm  et  la  Louisiane 
jusqu’au  moment  ou  les  prix  tomberent  si  bas  qu’il  fut  impossible 
d’obtenir  des  benefices  suffisants  pour  permettre  de  payer  un  dividende 
aux  action  uaires. 
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11  y  a  cinq  ans,  comme  je  viens  de  le  dire,  quelques  fabricants  am4-  . 
ricains  se  rendant  compte  de  la  n^cessitc?  de  trouver  de  nouveaux  I 
debouches  pour  leurs  machines  afin  de  pouvoir  en  continuer  la  fabri-  ( 
cation,  tournerent  les  yeux  vers  le  Mexique,  qui  ^tait  le  seul  pays  oil 
rindustrie  sucriere,  quoique  sur  une  petite  dchelle,  fut  etablie  sur  des 
bases  financieres  tres  sol  ides,  et  ou  en  mrune  temps  les  machines  dont 
on  se  servait  etaient  des  plus  primitives.  Ils  ne  pouvaient  penser  a 
Cuba  a  cause  des  difficultes  politicpies  et  (juant  a  la  Louisiane  elle  i)os- 
s^dait  d^jii  toutes  les  nmchines  modernes. 

D’abord,  il  a  ^te  presque  impossible  de  convaincrc  les  planteurs 
mexicains  qu’on  pouvait  fabriijuer  des  machines  de  premiere  classe  aux 
Etats-Unis  et  meme  en  admettant  ce  fait,  ils  ne  pouvaient  jms  croire 
que  les  manufacturiers  des  Etats-Unis  j)us.sent  faire  concurrence  & 
I’Angleterre.  Naturellement,  les  manufacturiers  etrangers  qui,  jus(ju’4  | 
cette  4poque,  avaient  eu  le  monopole  de  ce  commerce,  se  servaient  de  i 
tons  les  moyens  possibles  pour  persuader  les  planteurs  mexicains  que  . 
les  machines  fabriqu^es  aux  Etats-Unis  6tiient  bon  marche  et  ne  j)ou-  I 
vaient  pas  supporter  les  exigences  du  service  ordinaire. 

Pour  r^futer  les  allegations  des  fabricants  etrangers  les  fa])ricjints 
et  ingenieurs  des  Etats-Unis  out  invite  plusieurs  planteurs  mexicains 
a  visiter  ce  pays  et  a  examiner  les  raffineries  modernes  en  exploitition 
n'employant  que  des  machines  du  dernier  modele.  Ils  ont  vu  que  ces 
raffineries,  au  lieu  de  lais.ser  6o  jxmr  cent  du  sucre  extiait  de  la  canne 
en  m41a.sse  ou  en  bi-produits,  n’en  laissent  que  25  pour  cent,  et  au  lieu 
d’extraire  50  pour  cent  do  jus  elles  en  extniient  76  pour  cent  environ, 
ce  precede  economiipie  ayant  tHe  rendu  ntVes-saire  par  la  baisse  consi¬ 
derable  dans  les  j)rix  (jui  a  eu  lieu  dans  les  dix  dernieres  ann^es. 

Apres  cette  inspection  les  planteurs  les  j)lus  entreprenants  ont  d^cid4 
d’essayer  les  machines  et  methodes  americaines.  Les  resultats  ont  <5t4 
si  satisfaisants  qu’aujourd'hui  il  n’est  pas  rare  de  voir,  au  prix  egal,  la  ; 
pr^f^rence  donn^e  aux  machines  de  fabrication  etrangere.  Comme  \ 
toutefois,  le  Mexique  est  encore  un  nouveau  champs,  les  fabricants  et 
ingenieurs  americains  doivent  exercer  le  plus  grand  soin  dans  les  expe¬ 
ditions  et  n’envoj'or  que  les  machines  du  dernier  modele. 

11  est  surtout  indisjxmsableque  Texpediteur  americain  sache  emballer 
ces  machines  jx)ur  I’exportation,  car  en  ce  <[ui  concerne  I’emballage, 
nous  avons  encore  beaucoup  a  apprendre  des  exportateurs  anglais.  Il 
est  tres  rare  que  les  machines  exjx'diees  d’Angleterre  arrivent  en 
mauvaise  condition,  tandis  que  malheureusement  cela  ne  nous  arrive 
que  trop  souvent. 

11  y  a,  pour  ainsi  dire,  trois  districts  productifs  de  sucre  dans  la 
R^publique  dii  Mexique,  a  savoir:  premierement,  sur  la  cote  occiden- 
tale,  partant  au  .sud  de  Guaymas,  oii  Tirrigiition  est  n4ces.saire,  puisque 
la  pluie  ne  tombe  pas  pour  ainsi  dire;  deuxiemement,  ce  (|u’on  jHiut 
appeler  la  partie  centmle  et  qui  embrasse  une  partie  de  San  Luis  Potosi 
et  les  Etats  de  Jalisco,  de  Michoacan,  de  Morelos,  ainsi  qu’une  partie 
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de  Guerrero  et  d’Oaxaca.  La  section  centrale  exijje  aussi  I’irrij^^ation, 
mais  elle  est  bien  pourvue  de  nonibreux  eours  d’eau  et  il  n’v  aurait  que 
tres  pea  de  difficult^  jwur  ameiier  I'eau  dans  les  champs  an  nioyen  de 
canaux  et  de  fosses.  La  troisieme,  ou  ce  (pi'on  pent  apptder  la  section 
d’alluTion  comprend  une  partie  des  Etatsde  Tamaulipas,  de  Vera  Cruz, 
de  Tabasco,  de  Chiapas  et  de  Campeche.  Cette  section  n’exijje  pas 
d'irrijration.  et  les  conditions  climateriques  sont  a  jx'u  pres  les  memes 
que  cellcs  qui  existent  a  Cuba;  la  pluie  tombe  toujours  en  (piantites 
suffisantes  jxuir  ragriculture  sauf  dans  Tetat  de  Tamaulipas,  ou  Ton  a 
quelquefois  recours  a  I’irrigation  |K)ur  assurer  la  croissjince  des  reeoltes. 

On  pent  done  comprendre  facilement  (pie  partout  oii  rirrijpition  est 
indispensable,  il  faut  depenser  des  sommes  considerables  iwur  la  con¬ 
struction  des  canaux  et  des  aiiueducs  necessaires  a  la  distribution  de 
Teau  dans  les  (‘hamps  dont  il  est  question.  Les  capitalistes  des  Etats- 
Unis  out  montre  (pi’ils  sont  disposes  a  placer  leur  argent  dans  Tindus- 
trie  sucriere,  spiicialement  dans  la  partie  cpie  j'ai  designee  sous  le  nom 
de  districts  iValluvion.  Ceci  est  du  principalement  an  fait  <iue  les 
bonnes  plantations  sucrieres  situ^es  dans  la  partie  centrale  des  regions 
produisant  le  sucre  sont  extremement  chores  et  la  plupart  des  vieux 
proprietaires  mexicains  ne  veulent  pas  c^der  leurs  plantations,  cette 
industrie  ^‘tant  tres  avantageuse  et  le  devenant  de  plus  en  plus  tl 
mesure  qu’on  installe  les  machines  et  precedes  nKxlernes. 

11  y  a  encore  une  autre  raison  qui  explicpie  pouniuoi  le  capital  des 
Etats-Unis  recherche  les  plantations  situees  sur  les  terrains  d’alluvion 
ou  sur  le  bord  des  cotes;  e’est  que  les  capitalistes  am^ricains  com- 
mencent  a  voir  que  les  conditions  climateriques  de  ces  terres  basses  sont 
a  pen  pres  les  memes  (]ue  cellos  qui  ont  fait  de  Culia  le  pays  ipii  jiroduit 
le  plus  de  canne  I'l  sucre  dans  le  monde  entier  et  il  faut  tenir  compte 
aussi  desbas  prix  quo  Ton  paye  aux  travailleurs — bas  prix  rendus  |wssi- 
bles  par  I’etalon  d’argent  qui  existe  au  Mexujue  et  que  Ton  en  jx*ut 
obtenir  a  Cuba,  il  est  done  possible  de  realiser  des  bi'm'tices  assez 
considerables  par  rexjiortation  nu*me  du  sucre  brut  aux  Etats-Unis, 
pourvu  toutefois  (pie  cette  industrie  soit  etablie  sur  des  Inises  conven- 
ables  et  soit  bien  dirigeV;  d’ailleurs  le  sucre  se  veiulni  longtemps  au 
Mexiipie  a  des  prix  assez  elev^s  pour  rapporter  des  bi'imlices  conside¬ 
rables  comme  ii  present. 

IV  ce  (jui  preci'de  on  pent  voir  facilement  que  I’industrie  sucriere  au 
Mexique  est  destinee  a  devenir  une  des  entreprises  les  plus  inqxirtantes 
dc  ce  pa5’s.  Toutefois  ou  doit  prevenir  ceux  ipii  desirent  ou  (pii  compt- 
ent  se  lancer  dans  la  culture  ou  la  manufacture  du  produit  qu'ils  doiv- 
ent  etres  silrs  ])remierement,  de  I’endroit  ou  so  trouve  leur  terrain  et 
voir  si  ce  terrain  convient  parfaitement  au  sucre  de  premiere  qualite; 
deuxii'mement,  il  faut  (pie  les  moyensde  transport  soient,(letoute  mVes- 
sitd  d’un  acces  facile,  permettant  d'arriver  sur  les  marches,  non  seule- 
ment  du  Mexiipie,  mais  du  monde  entier  ((bins  le  cas  oCi  ils  desireraient 
se  lancer  dans  I’exjwrtation);  troisiemement,  en  choisissant  les  gt*- 
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rants  et  surintendants  de  leurs  plantations  ils  ne  doivent  eniplo3’er  que 
des  hommes  d’une  intelligence  exceptionnelle,  aj’ant  des  vues  tres 
larges  et  tout  a  fait  disposes  a  se  plie  raux  exigences  et  aux  habitudes 
du  pa}'s  ou  ils  doivent  travailler;  et  quatriemement,  en  n'achetant  leurs 
machines  qu’a  des  fabriques  de  premiere  classe  aux  Etats-Unis. 

En  observant  strictement  ces  details  une  plantation  de  sucre  au 
Mexique,  surtout  a.  cette  epoijue,  est,  non  seulement  une  entreprise 
avantageuse,  mais  avec  le  magnifique  sj'steme  actuel  de  gouvernement 
du  Mexi(pie,  c’est  aussi  une  entreprise  tout  a  fait  sure  a  tons  les  jioints 
de  vue,  si  toutefois  elle  est  bien  dirig^e.  Les  cj'clones  sont  tres  rares 
dans  le  district  des  planbitions  a  sucre. 

MOUVEMENT  COMMEECIAl.. 

Le  Ministere  des  Finances  vient  de  publier  les  premieres  statistiques 
du  inouvement  d’importation  et  d’exportation  au  Mexique  durant 
I’ann^ie  liscale  1902. 

Les  importations  se  sont  (ilev^es  en  comptant  les  monnaies  (itrangeres 
au  pair,  a  $191,313,749.58. 

Les  exportations  d’or  out  <;te  de  $14,208,788.27;  celles  d’argent,  de 
$77,054,693.04;  I’exportation  totale  des  produits  min^raux  a  etc  de 
$118,720,670.89;  les  produits  vegetaux  forment  un  total  de  $57,849,- 
910.91;  les  produit  animaux,  $16,262,830.99,  et  les  produits  manufac¬ 
tures,  $5,133,000.03. 

L’ensemble  des  exportations  s’eleve  a  $197,728,968.77. 

De  I’ensenible  de  ces  chiffres,  il  rdsulte  que  les  importations  ont  aug- 
mente  durant  raiinee  tiscale  1902,  de  $40,033,266.64,  soit  une  propor¬ 
tion  dans  Taugmentation  de  26  a  46  pour  cent. 

Les  exporbitions  ont  augmento  de  $47,  625,619.99  soit  une  augmen¬ 
tation  de  27  a  73  pour  cent. 

Ces  resultats  ont  <it6  obtenus  malgrd  la  depreciation  et  les  fluctua¬ 
tions  de  I’argent.

IjC  gerenil  Ochoa,  proprietairc  du  volcan,  a  cede  tons 
ses  droits  sur  celui-ci  a  un  syndieataiuericain  represcnte  par  le  Capitainc 
Charles  Holt. 

Le  syndicat  a  I’intention  d’etablir,  sur  les  flancs  du  volcan,  un  hotel 
destine  aux  touristcs  et  (jui  sera  monte  avec  un  luxe  inconnu  jusqu'i 
present  au  Mexi(|ue.  D'immenses  jardins  seraient  crees  autour  de 
retablissement. 

11  est  question,  aussi,  do  creer,  non  loin  de  I’hoUd,  un  sanatoriuD 
pour  tulwrculeux. 

Entin,  pour  faciliter  l’a.scension  du  volcan,  un  chemin  do  fer  a  cr6- 
mailliere  sera  construit,  depuis  la  base  jusqu'au  cratere. 
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Lo  P()jx>oatepotl  sera  ainsi  ti’ansfonn^  en  une  station  estivale,  dans 
le  genre  de  Luchon,  ou  plutot,  seniblable  a  eelle  de  Colomdo  Springs, 
au  pied  dii  Pikes  Peak,  le  plus  haut  sommet  des  montagnes  rocheuses 
dans  le  Colomdo. 

L'exploitation  du  soufre  sera  d'ailleurs  continuee  sur  une  j)lus  vaste 
eoholle.

La  nouvelle  loi  pr^voit  des  einprisonne- 
ments  de  un  a  deux  ans  et  des  amendes  de  $100  a  $2,000. 

La  loi  protege  la  propri6te  des  marques  aux  raisons  so<'iales  et 
enseignes  commerciales,  sans  n^eessP^  de  faire  enregistrer.  Toute 
usurpation  de  ce  genre  est  passible  des  tribunaux.  La  seule  formalite 
exigee  est  de  faire  publier  sa  raison  sooiale  ou  son  enseigne  dans  le 
bulletin  offieiel  des  patentes  et  brevets.  Cette  publication  ne  coute 
qu'une  piastre.

Le  rapport  de  M.  Gottschalk,  consul  des  Etats-Unis  il  San  Juan 
del  Norte,  Nicaragua,  en  date  du  27  aout  1903,  transmis  au  Ministere  • 
du  Commerce  et  des  Titivaux  Publics,  dont  nous  publious  quelques  ex-  | 
tx’aits  est  rempli  de  renseignements  prdcieux  au  sujet  des  mines  d’or 
situees  dans  Test  de  la  Republique  de  Nicaragua.  Une  partie  de  ce  | 
rapport  est  consacree  a  I’histoire  des  premiere-s  decouvertes  d’or  dans  f 
la  Republique  et  les  details  en  sont  tres  interessants.  ^ 

Un  coup  d’eeil  jet6  sur  les  exportations  d’or  via  Bluefields  montre  ' 
<iue  non  seulement  la  cote  orientale  du  Nicaragua  contient  des  mines  | 
d'or,  mais  que  I’augmentation  reguliere  et  constante  des  exportations  de  r 
ce  produit  depuis  1900  indique  un  d<5veloppement  systematique  des  mines  ■ 
d’or  dont  il  est  question.  Ces  mines  sont  les  plus  importantcs  du  pays. 


KcjtorOitiong  d’or  de  lihiefielde  deptiie  le  janrier  J!)00  jumpi’an  dOjiim  lUO.i. 
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Ilya  actuellement  en  exploitation  sept  rt%ions  minieres  distiiudes  ou 
groupes  de  mines  dont  plusieurs  out  dejii  pay6  aux  proprietalri's  un 
certain  dividende  apres  avoir  fait  face  aux  frais  d’installation  <pii  sont 
toujours  tres  onereux.  Les  regions  dont  il  cst  (|uestion  sont  coniines 
dans  le  pays  sous  les  designations  suivantes:  Pispis,  Tunki,  Suiiia,  Coco 
(ou  Wanko),  Cuicuinita,  Rio  Grande  et  la  Grupera  (ou  “F^l  Mica”). 

On  emploie  quatre  classes  d’ouvriers  dans  les  mines  de  cette  partie 
du  pays  a  savoir: 

1.  Les  Moustiques  et  autres  Indiens  pour  faire  les  .sentiers,  abattrc 
les  arbres  et  en  general  tout  le  travail  fait  avec  des  machetes. 

Los  iiegres  do  la  c6te  parlant  I’anglais,  ou  m^tis,  d^sign^s  ordi- 
nairoiiieiit  sous  le  nom  de  “  creoles  de  la  cote  ”  pour  faire  le  travail 
soutormin. 

3.  Los  natifs  de  I’int^rieur  employes  pour  faire  le  meme  travail. 

4.  Los  ot rangers  (blancs)  employes  comnie  contre-niaitres,  surveil- 
lants  ('t  j)our  diriger  I'abattage  des  arbres  et  autre  travail. 

On  paye  cos  (juatre  classes  de  travailleurs  en  argent  de  I’Am^rique 
Centrale  (1  piastre  ou  “sol”  ^quivalant  a  38.4  cents  en  monnaie  des 
Etats-Unis).  I.isi  premiere  classe  de  travailleurs  gagne  1  sol  (38.4  cents) 
par  jour;  la  deuxieme  et  troisieme  classes,  1.50  sols  (57.6  cents);  la 
quatrioine  classe,  5  a  7  sols  ($1.92  a  $2.69).  De  plus,  les  ouvriers  sent 
nourris  par  les  propri^taires  des  mines.  Les  salaires  dont  nous  venons 
de  parler,  varient  beaucoup  des  gages  pay^s  ordinairement  dans  rint4- 
rieur  (mines  de  Chontales,  de  Segovia,  et  d’autres  d^partements).  De 
memo,  dans  I'int^rieur  les  travailleurs  sont  “  immatricul^s,”  e’est-a-dire 
embauchos  pour  un  certain  nombre  de  mois,  sous  un  S3’steme  de  “peo¬ 
nage,”  les  autorites  militaire.4  locales  leur  faisant  executor  leurs  engage¬ 
ments  Clivers  leurs  patrons  quand  cela  est  necessaire. 

II  est  tros  facile  d’obtenir  la  force  hj'draulique  dans  le  Nicaragua 
oriental,  le  paj’s  ^tant  coupe  par  de  nombreux  tleuves  ainsi  que  par 
leurs  affluents.  Le  climat  n’est  pas  malsain,  bien  que  la  pluie  tombe 
presque  toute  I'annee  et  il  n’y  a  aucun  danger  d’une  secheresse  sou- 
daino  (|ui  mette  les  rivieres  a  sec  comme  dans  beaucoup  de  regions 
sous  tropical es. 

11  y  a  line  tros  grande  quantity  d’arbres  dans  le  paj^s  qui  foumissent 
d'excollont  liois  de  charpente  et  de  bon  combustible,  tels  (pie  lignum 
vita>,  le  palo  maria,  le  sapodilla,  le  cedre  rouge,  le  cedre  batard,  le  palo 
cortex  et  Ix'aucoup  d’autres  trop  nombreux  pour  les  citer. 

L’itin(*raire  suivant  amene  a  la  region  Tunki.  De  Bluefields  a  la 
Barro  de  Prinzapolka  par  mer;  en  remontant  la  riviere  Prinzapolka, 
on  pout  entrer  dans  le  fleuve  Bambana  et  le  remonter  jusqii’a  un  point 
au-dossus  de  TOkumwass,  son  premier  affluent  important,  o^  le  fleuve 
se  hifnniuc  et  se  jette  dans  le  Tunki  et  le  Tunkibin. 

Los  principalos  mines  de  cette  region  sont  Bonanza,  Neptune  et

onces  d'or.  A  cause  du  manque  de  capital,  cette  mine  n’est  pas 
montoe  de  maniore  a  pouvoir  d^velopper  toutes  ses  rossources. 

Dans  la  nu*me  rt^gion  se  trouve  la  mine  Gradis,  une  propri6t4 
d’excel  lento  ronommde.
